Mayor's Address. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City Covuxcir:— 


We begin to-day the execution of a task whose proper per- 
formance will demand our ripest judgment, our most patient 
effort and an absolute integrity of purpose. Our fellow citi- 
zens have entrusted to our hands the administration of their 
public interests during the ensuing year. A trust implies 
responsibility ; and we cannot accept the honor that the peo- 
ple’s confidence in us confers without due recognition of the 
duties which that confidence imposes. The grave importance 
of those duties can hardly be exaggerated. On their adequate 
fulfillment depend, largely and directly, the material well-be- 
ing and comfort of the people. For these reasons it seems a 
very wholesome and fitting custom which ordains that we 
shall assemble publicly, under the eyes of the people, at the 
threshold of our official career, and soberly consider the nature 
of the problems that confront us and the expectations enter- 
tained of our behavior. These inaugural proceedings ought 
to be something more than a mere ceremony ; they ought to do 
even more than to afford us an occasion for rehearsing the 
course of past municipal affairs and fcr taking inventory of 
present municipal conditions; they ought to bring to us some 
realization of our true position and our imperative duty. 
We are not here to satisfy our personal ambitions or to prose- 
cute our private designs. We are here as servants of the 
people, and we can render honest service only by constant 
study of the people's needs and by faithful obedience to the 
people's orders. If we can complete a year of bonorable ser- 
vice in the public interest, if we can shape for ourselves a 
course of action that shall command public approval, we shall 
have made the only wise use of our opportunities, and shall 
have attained the only kind of personal satisfaction that can : 
be both permanent and justifiable. 
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Our-first duty then, is to direct an intelligent inquiry to the 
terms and conditions of the commission under which we are 
: to act, and our second to address ourselves resolutely to their 
strict performance. Our work would be much simplifled if 
these terms and conditions were written in definite language, so 
that we might not mistake their force or meaning. The 
questions that we have to face are various and complex, and 
it will not always be easy for the most candid scrutiny to de- 
tect the direction of publie sentiment or justly measure its 
force. We cannot expect that our wisest acts will wholly 
escape criticism and it may often happen that the loudest 
comment may least represent true publie opinion. But there 
is one mandate issued to us by the people in terms so clear 
and emphatic that its meaning is beyond the possibility of 
misconstruetion. They expect us to exercise a rigid economy 
and touse our power over the public purse with wise modera- 
tion and self-restraint. Economy must be more to us than a 
sonorous watchword; it must be a moving and vital principle 
of conduct. We cannot satisfy our fellow citizens with spec- 
ious professions or with spasmodie and occasional efforts 
toward retrenchment. We must apply the rule throughout 
our administration, consistently and firmly. 

Again, this rule must be applied intelligently. There is a 
kind of irrational and exaggerated economy that may easily 
prove in the long run only a hurtful form of extravagance, 
We cannot adequately perform our duties by reducing all ap- 
propriations to the lowest point that may, in the most favorable 
conditions, afford a scanty sufficiency for the city’s bare and 
absolute necessities. We have not only to avoid extravagance, 
but also to make suitable provision for the city’s manifold 
needs. To guard the public health and comfort, to promote 
the safety and convenience of travellers, to perform the muni- 
cipal functions necessary to make the town an attractive and 
desirable place to live in, are essential features of the problem 
of government before us. A certain part of the increased 
municipal expenditure of recent years has been unavoidable. 
During the five years since Pittsfield’s incorporation as a city 
-her population has risen above twenty thousand; the number 
of dwelling houses has increased some two hundred and fifty ;

there are six hundred children of school age more than there 
were six years ago; and nearly four miles of streets have 
been laid out and accepted as public ways. Such material 
growth has necessarily involved considerable expansion of 
municipal activity and required a larger expenditure of money. 
But while the burden of taxation cannot be removed, firmness 
and judgment can do something toward making it lighter. 
We should make adequate appropriations for all needful pur- 
poses and exercise due vigilance to see that the revenues thus 
produced are so prudently administered as to yield the largest 
results. We should endeavor to see that no appropriation 
shall be made which is not demanded by the city's needs, and 
that no appropriation for however necessary a purpose shall 
be wastefully expended. To fail in strict compliance with 
this rule will be to disappoint and affront the people. They © 
have noted with apprehension the recent tendancy of munici- 
pal affairs. The general indebtedness of the town of Pittsfield 
assumed by the city, amounting to $182,000, was cancelled by 
the funds in the hands of the Commissioners of the sinking-fund 
last June; but no sooner was this indebtedness extinguished 
than a new debt was authorized largely exceeding it in amount. 
I do not wish to be understood to criticize the additional 
water loan made in 1895; the emergency was no doubt press- 
ing; and the expenditure for the most part wisely made. Nor 
do I mean to imply that more school rooms were not impera- 
tively needed, or to decry the importance of adequate facilities 
for fitting education of the city’s children. Some steps in that 
direction should have been taken earlier, and the neglect of 
former years served to add to the embarrassment of our imme- 
diate predecessors in the City Council. It 1s, however, a fair 
question whether the reaction has not resulted in a too near 
approach to the opposite extreme; whether the new school 
buildings now under way have not been planned on too elab- 
orate a scale; whether a plan might not have been devised 
that would have reasonably satisfied the requirements of the 
situation without imposing such an alarming burden of debt 
on the shoulders of the people. If I correctly judge the 
drift of public sentiment, it is not so much the actual probable 
cost of these new buildings,—certainly it is not that alone,— 


as it is the apparent tendency toward a new era of extravagance, 
that has inspired the people with misgivings. They are ap- 
palled by the magnitude of the new obligations so thrust upon 
them immediately on the heels of the old debt which the 
sinking-fund has taken out of the way, and are awaiting the 
outcome with anxiety. We cannot repudiate what our pre- 
decessors have done; we shall have to carry out the contracts 
they have authorized; and, as I shall explain more fully later 
on, we shall have to add to the obligations they have incurred, 
in order not to render useless the work that they began. This 
fact will make our task harder; it will make it far more diffi- 
cult for us to satisfy public expectation On this account: it 
becomes the more incumbent on us resolutely to tend our en- 
ergies towards a prudent, vigilant and economical administra- 


tion of our trust.

INDEBTEDNESS FOR NEW SCHOOLS. 


Since we must expect the people to hold us strictly account- 
able for the nature of our appropriations and to scrutinize our 
expenditures sharply in the light of their results, justice to 
ourselves demand that we shall try to state plainly some of 
the difficulties under which we labor A proper respect for 
public opinion makes this our duty. A clear understanding 
of the conditions that confront us now is essential to a fair 
verdict on our year’s work. I feel justified in calling atten- 
tion to certain burdens that we are bound to assume and carry 
on, which are in the nature of legacies from the preceding . 
City Council. 

We have, first the matter of new schoolhouses, with its re- 
sulting indebtedness. The following loans for school purposes 
were authorized during the past year :— 

For a new eight-room school building at Elizabeth street, $30,009 
For a new eight-room school building at Russell's, 30,950 
For a new six-room school building at West and John streets, 25,000 
For building an additional story on the Orchard St. School, 6,000 


For a site for a new High School, 17,400 
For a new High School building, 135,000 


Making a total authorized indebtedness for new 
school houses of $244,350 
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In addition to the loans thus provided for, the following 
sums were applied to the same purpose, being taken therefor 
not from the general appropriations made by the City Council 
of 1895, but from the money received by the city on account of 
policies against fire on the recently burned High School 
building :— 


For an addition to the West and John street school lot, $500 
For enlarging the Elizabeth Street school lot, 2000 

For part payment of the story added to the Orchard Street 
schoolhouse, 2000 
Making this additional school appropriation, $4500 


Unhappily, the sum of these items by no means represents 
the grand total of the new indebtedness to be imposed upon 
the city for the erection of these schools. The foregoing ap- 
propriations for new buildings are admitted, in almost every 
instance to be wholly insufficient to complete the buildings 
in accordance with the design on which they have been con- 
ceived and planned. I do not mean that the cost of their 
bare walls will exceed these figures. The contracts for their 
general construction have been let as follows :— 


Russell’s school; contractors, Dodge & Devenney, of 


Pittsfield; contract price, 22,248.00 
Elizabeth Street School; contractor, N. L. Cain, of Hol- 

yoke; contract price, 27,600.00 
West Street School; contractors, the Enterprise Com- 

pany, New York; contract price, 22,220.00 


High School; contractors, Hopkins & Roberts, of New 
York; contract price, including terra cotta trim- 
mings, 121,987.45 


Besides this cost for construction, we have, in the case of each 
one of the four new buildings, the many incidental expenses to 
be met, such as for heating, ventilating and plumbing, for 
blackboards, for heat regulating, for fixtures and piping or 
wiring for lights, for architect's fees and for grading and fin- 
ishing the lots. It will be surprising if these incidental and 
inevitable expenses, to say nothing of the school furniture and 
equipment to be provided, shall not swell the total eost to the 
city of these four schools toa figure alarmingly near $300,000. 
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And our position in respect to this matter is peculiarly un- 
pleasant for the reason that while we have had no voice or 
part in bringing about the existing situation we have no choice ' 
of action now. The contracts for general construction have 
been let and signed; work has been begun on each of the new 
buildings ; the city is bound by these contracts; and this City 
Council cannot repudiate the work of its predecessor. The 
buildings when finished in accordance with these contracts 
will not be available for use until the various incidental but 
costly necessities, a few of which I have euumerated, are 
provided and completed. We have no option in the matter. 
We cannot choose but add materially to this already enormous 
indebtedness for new schoolhouses. Let us firmly resolve not 
to add one unnecessary dollar to the burden, and to do our 
utmost to obtain for the city the full value of every dollar 
necessarly expended. It is a dangerous thing for any city to 
approach the limit of its borrowing capacity. To reach that 
limit leaves the municipality in a precarious condition, and 
invites disaster in the event of such emergencies or catastrophes 
as are easily conceivable. In spite of our best endeavors this 
new school debt will bring us perilously near our limit; it is 
our duty to keep it as far this side as the situation will allow. 


PONTOOSUC AVENUE. 


As another legacy from the past year we inherit an obliga- 
tion to complete Pontoosuc Avenue. This street runs easterly 
from Wahconah Street across the river and up the hill to 
Lenox Avenue, being some thousand feet inlength. After the 
erection of St. Charles’ Church the city was urged to lay out 
the street as a public way andimproveit for travel. Although 
the cost of putting it in proper condition for travel was esti- 
mated by the engineer of the board of public works at about 
eleven thousand dollars, the City Council voted to accept the 
street afterwards appropriated only the sum of two thousand 
dollars to work it. This appropriation was soon exhausted 
and the great burden of the required work will fall on our 
shoulders, together with the related task of providing the 
necessary means. The surprisingly large sum which the 
engineer estimates to be needed to complete the street is due 
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to peculiar conditions arising from its location. The sharp 
angle at which it crosses the river involves an unusually 
costly bridge, with a long span and with abutments running 
diagonally aeross the road, and consequently much longer and 
more expensive in construetion than in ordinary cases. Some 
little distance above the river the street is crossed by a canal 
leading to the Teeling mills. A large iron cylinder is to be 
provided to accommodate the waters of this canal and retain- 
ing walls are to be built and a surface sewer laid to prevent 
earth from the steep grades above from washing into the 
canal. The hill by which the street rises easterly from the 
river is very steep and the present grades are abrupt and 
dangerous. Considerable cutting and an immense amount of 
filling are required to give the street a reasonably comfortable 
grade. The 82000 appropriation, so far as it would go, has 
been spent in effecting some of these improvements, but by far 
the greater share of the work has fallen to us. And this is 
another matter about which we have no option; the street is 
now a public way, and the city will be responsible for damages 
that may be occasioned by its defective condition, we must 
go on and make it safe and convenient for travel, taking such 
pains as we can to see that this is done without waste of money. 

This case has still another unpleasant feature. The radical 
changes of grade that must be made are likely to occasion 
numerous claims for damages from abutting owners. The city 
ordinance relating to laying out streets provides that petition- 
ers for streets shall furnish to the committee on highways 
written waivers of damages from all owners of abutting lands 
who make no claim for damages, a written statement from all 
who intend to make such claim naming the sum at which they 
estimate their damages ; and a list of names of those who re- 
fuse either to wave or state their prospective claims. I am 
iuformed that in the case of Pontoosue Avenue this provision 
of the ordinance was neglected by the petitioners, and that 
while a considerable number of land owners on the street an- 
nounced to the highway committee that they should present 
claims for damages if the street was laid out, they refused to 
state any definite sums. This condition of affairs the com- 
mittee reported to the City Council, who, in spite of the report, 
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proceeded to lay out the street. In my opinion, this never 
should have been done until the petitioners should have com- 
plied with the ordinance and furnished waivers of damage, or, 
if these were not possible in every ease, then at least such 
definite written statements as should disclose the exact limit 
of the city’s liability. Cases may sometimes arise where the 
publie convenience and necessity so imperatively require the 
opening or alteration of a publie way that the City Council 
would be justified in responding to the demand without any 
accurate measure of the possible resultant land damages; but 
Pontoosue Avenue does not appear to me to have been such a 
case. Itisin no sensea thoroughfare ; it is used almost wholly 
by those living in its immediate neighborhood, or by persons 
having occasion to visit them, and by the parishioners of St. 
Charles! Church, and I am disposed to think that the active 
promoters of its acceptance by the city might have furnished 
the city, with very little difficulty, the precise protection which 
the ordinance contemplates. I beg that in all such cases as 
may arise during the coming year you will bear in mind the 
intent and spirit of this ordinance, and so save the city from 
unnecessary claims and preventable litigation. 


STREET RAILWAY EXTENSION. ` 


The extension of the electric street railway to Dalton 
through Burbank and Tyler streets and the Dalton road, how- 
ever desirable from the undoubted benefit it will ultimately 
bestow, has left portions of the streets in which the rails are 
laid in a condition that would hardly be tolerated by the 
publie were the cars in actual operation. It will require no 
trifling expenditure to make the route followed by the railway 
safe and convenient for driving. The present conditions at 
Drake's hill, so called, on North Street are far from satisfac- 
tory and will be aggravated by the running of cars on the 
newly laid tracks. It may become necessary to widen the 
easterly portion of the street at this point by moving the curb 
and gutter nearer to the sidewalk. Burbank street, between 
North and First streets, is so narrow that I am told it would 
be difficult for a team to pass a moving car. If this be true, 
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the &ituation ls obviously so serious as to demand an effective 
rener. Bevond this point on Burbank Street there are sev- 

i otiectionavle spots. notabiy at the corner where it unites 
with Tyier street. On Tyler Sireet as far as Dalton Avenue 
there is counsiderable work to be done before driving can be 
safe there, and the traveied road-bed must be materially 
widened, especialy on the northerly side, before driving there 
tan be pleasant. The permit under which the Railway Com- 
pany's tracks were laid was somewhat hastily granted, and 
apparently with very imperfect appreciation of the actual re- 
bute imp.ied. While we cannot remedy the defective terms 
of that permit, we can at least address ourselves to the task of 
averting some of its most objectionable consequences. 

I ara unwilling to be understood as an opponent of street 
railways, or as an obstructionist in the way of any well consid. 
ered project for their extension. I recognize that electric 
railways are active and important agencies in the advance of 
modern civilization; that they offer indispensable conveniences 
to the people; and that they add materially to the value of 
property made more accessible by their means. I shall wel- 
come every indication of vigorous growth on the part of the 
street railway, believing that such growth will be of positive 
advantage to the city. At the same time, when the board of 
aldermen are asked to issue permits prescribing the location 
and method of construction of a railway track in a public 
street, the public have a right to expect their deliberate con- 
sideration of the various interests involved. They should re- 
quire the Company seeking the franchise to furnish adequate 
plans and specifications to enable them to understand the pre- 
cise privileges sought and to judge correctly of their probable 
effect. A plan of a street showing nothing but the lines of 
the street’s legal location and the line of a proposed track, and 
a profile that exhibits ncthing but a single line representing 
the proposed grade for that track, are practically worthless. 
To enable the board of aldermen to form any definite opinion in 
such cases, the plan should indicate curb lines, wherever they 
exist, and the lines of the actual travelled road as distinguished 
from the limits of its legal location. The profile should show 
the property lines on either side in order to make it possible 
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to accertain how they are likely to be affected by the grade 
proposed. Should you have occasion to deal with a similar 
question during the present year, it need indicate no spirit of 
hostility to street railway extension if you remember that the 
travelling publie have some rights, and that such privileges as 
you may deem best to grant may well be accompanied with 
such conditions as shall prevent unnecessary sacrifice of those 
rights. Iam inclined to think a serious blunder was made in 
locating the road in the middle of Burbank and Tyler streets, 
instead of at the extreme southerly side. When we compare 
the effects of that location with those of the side location on 
the Dalton road, or with any part of the arrangement of rail- 
way tracks on Wahconah and upper North streets. it is not to 
be wondered that the publie complaint is loud and constant. 
It may be that the measures I have suggested will fail to fur- 
nish adequate remedy. It may be that when cars begin to 
run over the new lines the situation may prove so intolerable 
that the people will indignantly insist on applying the only 
effectual remedy and will compel the tracks to be relaid at the 
side of the streets. If experience shall show our fears, in this 
instance, to be exaggerated, we may congratulate ourselves on 
escaping an unpleasant duty. 

I have dwelt at some length on these three topics because it 
seemed to me important that we should understand at the out- 
set just what unfinished works are awaiting completion at our 
hands, and because it is more than common justice to our- 
selves that the citizens should recognize the burdens which 
are saddled on us without our agency or choice. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The unusually dry summer of 1395 and the consequent pos- 
sible danger of serious scarcity of water, excited a very gen- 
eral interest in the problem of water supply. Deeming the 
emergency pressing, the board of publie works, to whom the 
charter entrusts the management and control of the water 
works, devoted such time as the apparent urgency of the 
situation permitted to a careful investigation of the condition 
of the city water-works and to an examination of various pos- 
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sible sources of increased supply. Acting under authority 
granted by the City Council, they added a new boiler and 
stack to the pumping station at the Sackett meadow, and put 
it in thorough order. A week's trial of this pumping station, 
from December 7th to 14th, seems to have demonstrated it to 
be satisfactory in its operation and easily capable of forcing a 
million gallons a day into the city mains. This station bids 
fair to be a valuable auxiliary in cases of emergency and may 
be used when occasion requires to supplement the flow from 
Ashley, Hathaway and Sackett brooks and so lessen demands 
on the body of water stored in Ashley lake. In addition to 
this expedient, a dam was built across Mill brook and mains 
laid from thence to connect with the distributing pipes in the 
city. The dam is practically complete, and a comparatively 
trifling expenditure will suffice to put it in finished shape. 
The Mill brook water has been turned into the pipes for the 
purpose of testing them and everything found to work ina 
satisfactory manner. The future outlay involved in taking 
Mill brook will be occasioned, first, by the necessity of remov- 
ing certain possible sources of contamination existing at vari. 
ous points on the stream, and second, by the city’s liabilty for 
damages arising from impairment of the value of the mill 
privileges below the dam. The former item is not likely to 
prove a serious consideration, and while the claims made by 
the owners of the mill privilege reach rather startling figures, 
it is hoped that the amount which they will actually recover 
will not prove excessive. The daily flow of water in Mill 
brook, as ascertained by a series of weir measurements taken 
during the three dry months of last summer, ranged from 
344,000 to 480,000 gallons in July and from 211,000 to 460,000 
gallons in August, while in the early part of September it fell 
somewhat below 200,000 gallons. The quality of Mill brook 
water is believed to be excellent. 

I believe that with the additions I have described, and with 
such careful supervision and inspection as shall tend to pre- 
vent undue loss of water in the brooks and to curtail its waste 
by consumers, our water system is amply sufficient for present 
needs. It is however none the less important that we should 
have a watchful eye towards future emergencies, and that, in- 
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stead of passively waiting until the city's growth shall reach 
a point where the danger of a water famine becomes imminent, 
and some hasty and ill considered measure is forced upon us 
for the purpose of averting that danger, we should devote 
some portion of the breathing space now afforded us to the 
development of a coherent and symetrical plan for ultimate 
enlargement of the system. In this way we may avoid un- 
necessary expenditure for temporary expedients hurriedly 
adopted under pressure of necessity, and may feel some assur- 
ance that every dollar hereafter spent for inereased water 
supply will yield its full value as a permanent contribution 
towards carrying out a broadly conceived design. Our money 
will be more profitably spent by adding from time to time as 
occasion may require an essential detail to some homogeneous 
system than by building dams on a number of small and 
isolated streams and maintaining many petty independent 
systems having no manner of connection with one another and 
multiplying difficulties in the way of thorough and economical 
supervision. 

Under the direction of the last City Council a petition has 
been addressed to the legislature asking for authority to take 
the waters of Smith and May brooks, in Pittsfield and Han- 
cock, and of Hollow and Sachem brooks, in Lanesborough, for 
the purpose of furnishing an additional water supply to the 
city. It is perhaps as well to obtain legal authority for taking 
possession of some, if not all, of these streams, shouid an 
absolute need of them arise, but I hope that we may have little 
occasion to resort to them for some time to come.  Appropria- 
tion of any of the waters flowing into Pontoosuc Lake would 
entail liability for damages suffered by the many large and 
important manufacturing plants located below Pontoosuc dam. 
This item of damages, in all probability, would be so large that 
we should hesitate to ineur it unless well convinced that these 
streams are indispensable. In the case of Smith and May 
brooks, storage of their waters is impracticable owing to their 
rapid fall, and their only available addition to our supply will 
be such quantities of water as can be daily carried into the 
pipes, the greater part of their flow running to waste. Where 
storage is out of the question the only practical value of such 
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brooks depends on their estimated flow during periods of 
drought. Measurements of Smith brook taken during the past 
summer exhibit such inconsiderable results as to make it ap- 
pear hardly worth spending money on. In the case of May 
brook, on the other hand, while its estimated average flow is 
only about 60 per cent of that of Smith brook, its measured 
minimum flow during the same dry period was much greater, 
ranging from 140,000 to 225,000 gallons in July and from 
107,000 to 140,000 gallons in August and the early part of Sep- 
tember. It has been suggested that an appropriation of May 
brook would enable us to supply demands for water service in 
the west part of the city, and, by conducting its waters through 
a main to belaid in West street and connecting with the present 
system, and thus feeding it from another direction, to 
materially increase the pressure in the event of fires. It is 
possible that these considerations might justify what ought to 
be the moderate cost of diverting the May brook waters; but 
until the expediency of this course is clearly demonstrated I 
think it may very well be delayed. In any case it would be 
peculiarly open to the objection I have already urged against 
the acquisition and maintenance of sundry small and widely 
separated systems. 

Before resorting to the appropriation of new streams, it 
seems to me desirable that a careful investigation should be 
made of the conditions prevailing in the vicinity of Ashley 
Lake, with a view to determining by topographical surveys and 
by examination of the nature of the soil, whether it may not 
be feasible to divert surface waters that now run to waste in 
other directions, and so practically to increase the lake’s water- 
shed. Should it prove possible to bring a larger quantity of 
water into Ashley lake and by raising the present dam to store 
it there, I think a reasonable sum of money could be thus ex- 
pended more advantageously than in acquiring rights in remote 
brooks where storage is impossible. It may prove, on exami- 
nation, that no such increase can be obtained, but I feel so 
strongly that increased storage capacity, if practicable, offers 
a most desirable solution of the water problem, that I am dis- 
posed to urge such an examination to be made. 

An improvement that seems to me of undoubted importance 
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may be effected by enlarging the Ashley distributing reservoir 
and so increasing its capacity that it may hold more than a sin- 
gle day's supply. This would tend to diminish loss of water 
and ought to insure à more even pressure in the mains and 
afford a constant body of water, subject to draft, sufficient to 
extinguish fires. I recommend an early consideration of the 
best means of accomplishing this result effectually and with 
reasonable economy. 

Constant watchfulness is needed to get the best results from 
the present systems and to preserve a steady pressure in the 
mains. 'l he smaller reservoirs should be kept clean, the 
screens freed from leaves and debris choking the flow of water, 
and the gates at the lake dam and at the distributing reser- 
voiradjusted and readjusted as circumstances require, to insure 
a steady flow of water into the mains and to prevent its run- 
ning to waste in the brooks. Besides guarding in this way 
against unnecessary loss of water, much can be done to cur- 
tail its waste on the part of consumers by vigilant inspection 
of fixtures and by sharp enforcement of the provisions of the 
ordinance which regulate and restrict its use. The cost of ef- 
fective supervision and inspeetion should not be large and a 
reasonable expenditure for the purpose ought to be propor- 
tionally far more productive of good results than investments 
in the direction of additional supply. The resources of our 
present system, if properly watehed over and husbanded, 
ought, it seems to me, to suffice for present needs; increased 
storage capacity for the lake aud reservoir, so far as may 
prove practicable, appears to promise the most desirable, and 
in the long run the most economical, provision for the increased 
demand, which we may expect the city's growth for the next 
few years to bring. 

A statement of what may be termed the construetion aecount 
of the water-works may be of interest, as showing the cost of 
the system to date and giving some idea of its value. 


The total amount expended by the Pittsfield Fire 
District for construction of the water-works 
to December 20th, 1800, as shown by the last 
report of the water commissioners was:— $284,615.48 
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The amounts expended for the same purpose by the City of 
Pittsfield to December 31st, 1895, are as follows :—

Adding to this the fire district expenditure given above, the 
entire cost of the system to date is represented by the sum of 
$415,540.18. 

Prior to the first day of January, 1891, payments amounting 
to over $71,000 had been made on the construction account, 
leaving a net indebtedness of $215,000 to be-assumed by the 
city on that date. 

During the past five years the city has paid on the same 
account something over $47,000, leaving the present net 
indebtedness for the water-works $296,500, as follows :—

Large as is the total sum of this indebtedness, it occasions 
less uneasiness than the growth of the city’s debt incurred for 
other purposes. The water-works constitute a highly valuable 
property and yield a large annual income, If the revenues from 
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this department, instead of being poured into the city treasury 
and used indiseriminately with other sources of income to 
meet the various annual appropriations, were kept apart and 
applied, first, to the necessary expenses of water-works main. 
tenance, and then to payment of interest and towards reduc- 
tion of the principal of the water debt, as it seems to me ought 
to be the case, we should have even less reason for alarm. 


ASSESSMENT OF TAXES. 


The assessment of taxes is one function of municipal govern- 
ment whose proper performance is of vital importance to the 
people. To distribute the unwelcome burden of taxation so 
that everyone shall bear his just proportion and none shall 
suffer from theimposition of an undue weight, is a task of high 
difficulty, impossible of perfect accomplishment, and demand- 
ing careful study and patient effort. It is not alone the total 
sum of taxes levied that has borne heavily on the public and 
called forth groans of discontent ; the unevenness of their dis- 
tribution has excited perhaps an almost equal volume of com- 
plaint, I am well aware that the duties of assessors are 
onerous and complicated and their task at best a thankless 
labor, but few, if any, other ofticers of government have like 
opportunities of conferring substantial benefit. The assessors’ 
work, if well done, materially promotes the public welfare, and, 
if ill done, is a potent cause of hardship, injustice and discon- 
" tent. I trust the committee of the city council on the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes will appreciate the need of im- 
provement in this regard and will seize their opportunity of 
rendering effective assistance, This committee can do much 
to aid the assessors by bringing them new ideas and suggest- 
ing improved systems. There is no doubt of the existence of 
a popular demand for reformation in the assessment of the 
city taxes; for readjustment of valuations in harmony with 
actual facts and modern conditions; and for a more perfct 
equalization of the unavoidable burdens which taxation 
imposes. Let us, within the limited scope of our authority, 
make such effort as We may to induce some progress towards 
this desired end. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The value of an efficient fire department is readily appre- 
ciated. Pittsfield's residents and property owners are directly» 
concerned in the matter af adequate protection againstfire. It 
is something that touches closely their most material interests. 
Their affection toward their homes, the safety of their 
merchandize, the security of their investments in factories and 
business blocks, their large annual tribute to the fire insurance 
companies, are powerful considerations leading to one conclu- 
sion. It should be our aim to maintain as high a degree of 
efficiency in this important municipal department as is attain- 
able within the limit of expenditure which publie sentiment is 
likely to sanction for the purpose. Thecompensation paid the 
members of our fire companies is so small that it is perhaps not 
easy to secure the same degree of discipline insisted on in 
larger cities, where the pecuniary rewards for such service are 
much greater. Discipline, however, is essential to the effective. 
ness of any such organization, and I believe the personal satis- 
faction which our firemen derive from their membership in the 
companies will be enhanced, and their pride in and loyalty to 
their several organizations intensified, by whatever may tend 
to make the department still more ereditable to the city and 
more efficient in time of need. There is much to be desired in 
the line of additional equipment and new apparatus for fight- 
ing fires that is beyond our reach at present ; but a modern de- 
partment house has been built during the past year and the 
companies are now comfortably and worthily housed. If the 
firemen are made to understand that the publie is ready to ap- 
preciate able, zealous and disciplined service at its true value, 
it seems reasonable to hope for their hearty co-operation in such 
measures as may tend to strengthen the character and organi- 
zation of the department aud to check any tendency on the 
part of the companies towards degenerating into social clubs. 

Large responsibilities devolve upon a chief engineer, and 
many diverse qualifications are requisite to enable him to meet 
them, with entire success. Knowledge of the principles of 
fire-fighting by no means represents their total sum. The 
faculty of judging and handling, men, of maintaining strict 
discipline among them and at the same time commanding 
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their confidence and zeal, is highly essential. Thorough in- 
spection of buildings should be persisted in, rubbish cleared 
from the cellars and attics of business blocks, and possible 
sources of danger from fire, whether by inviting its outbreak 
or encouraging its spread, abated or removed. It is well to be 
prepared promptly to extinguish fires, but it is still better to 
prevent their occurrence. The time is very near, if it has not 
already come, when a wise economy will justify payment of 
sufficient compensation to command the entire time and un- 
divided service of the head of the department. The large 
amount of valuable property in the city exposed to destruction 
by fire, and the substantial benefit that would be widely 
wrought by reductions of insurance rates, are weighty reasons 
for whatever improvements can be effected. I bespeak your 
active co-operation in such conservative measures as may be de- 
vised to improve the personnel of the fire department and to 
raise its efficiency. 


CLAIMS. 


The committee on claims have somewhat trying duties to 
perform. They have to deal with a large mass of miscellan- 
eous demands against the city, to sift the meritorious from the 
undeserving and to make such awards as justice requires. The 
difficulties of their task are often imperfectly appreciated and 
criticism of their decisions is not always just The people 
have a right to demand that the money which they contribute 
by their taxes for publie purposes shall be honestly and 
economically expended for those purposes, and that not a dol- 
lar of this money shall be diverted from the objects for which 
it was appropriated and squandered in payment of unfounded 
or excessive claims. On the other hand, every thinking man 
will recognize the justice of the law which provides that pri- 
vate property shall not be taken for publie uses or impaired in 
value for the sake of some public improvement, without just 
compensation. The function cf the committee on claims is a 
judicial function; they should aet, not as agents of the city 
trying to make the best possible bargain for the city treasury, 
but as judges, seeking to work impartial justice in accordance 
with the merits of each case. So far as I am aware, the work 
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of this committee in the past, if not free from errors of judg- 
ment, has always been honestly performed. Of the cases that 
the committee has thought best to have tested in the courts, 
the city has won a larger number than it has lost, and the lat- 
ter were, in every instance, suits where the liability of the city 
was undisputed and the only question open was the amount of 
damage sustained. 

In damage cases of this nature, where the inquiry is as to 
the value of real estate and as to the extent of injury occas- 
ioned to it by some public improvement, the City Council is 
impotent to protect the city’s interests without the cordial co- 
operation of the citizens. Juries have nothing to base their 
verdicts on but the testimony offered in court. In order that 
they may render just verdicts, it is essential that they should 
have the evidence of men who are familiar with the property 
in question, qualified by experience to pass judgment on its 
value, and willing to devote such time and thought to its ex- 
amination as may be needed to enable them to give sound and 
convincing reasons for theiropinions, Unless the citizens are 
willing to render this assistance, they cannot expect us to be 
always successful in defeating unreasonable claims. 


REVISED CHARTER. 


The legislature of 1895 passed an aet revising the city char- 
ter in accordance with recommendations made by the City 
Council. The revised charter exhibits no radical changes. 
Many of the alterations were made solely for the purpose of 
removing ambiguous provisions in the original charter shown 
by experience to be somewhat troublesome. The jurisdiction 
and procedure of the board of public works in the matter of 
sidewalks and drains are prescribed at length in the new char- 
ter instead of leaving them to be inferred from the powers and 
duties given to and imposed on the former commissioners of 
sidewalks, main drains and common sewers of the Pittsfield 
Fire District by the Act of 1878. Assistant assessors in the 
several wards are now to be chosen by the board of assessors 
instead of being elected by ballot of the city council, which is 
obviously an improvement of system. The only really 
material changes effected by the charter were the consolidation 
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of the sewer commissioners and board of public works, which 
took effect on the first of last May, and the provision concern- 
ing election of common councilmen by virtue of which mem- 
bers of the common council are hereafter to be elected for the 
term of two years, one being chosen every year from each of 
the seven wards. This latter arrangement was designed to in- 
sure the constant membership in that body of a number of men 
of at least one year's experience in city affairs, and will doubt- 
less be productive of good results. 


LAWS RELATING TO APPROPRIATIONS AND CITY 
CONTRACTS. 


An examination of the revised charter will disclose the fact 
that it has no provision similar to that contained in section 20 
ofthe earlier charter forbidding the mayor and members of 
the council or of executive boards to contract with the city for 
labor or supplies. The reason for this omission is not that the. 
rule referred to was deemed harsh in its operation or unneces- 
sary to observe. It was far from being the intent of the legis- 
lature to let down any bar that had been erected for protection 
of the city treasury or to permit even innocent transactions to 
be carried out by methods easily open to serious abuse. Such 
a section in our eharter would be superfluous for the reason 
that its subject matter is fully dealt with by the general law 
of the Commonwealth, applicable to all cities irrespective of 
charter peculiarities, and sufficiently clear and emphatic in its 
terms. The law is so wholesome and its strict observance so 
necessary, that I do not feel that I waste your time by reading 
its exact language. 

Chapter 202 of the Public Statues of Massachusetts is en- 
titled “ Of Offences against Public Justice,” and section 12 of 
that Chapter is as follows :.— 


* If a member of either branch of a city council or of any munici- 
pal board of a city is personally interested, either directly or in, 
directly, in a contract in which the city is a party interested, and 
which is made by the city council or by either branch thereof or by 
such board or by authority derived there from respectively ; or if a 
person who alone or with others represents a city in making such con- 
tract is so interested; or if such member or person directly or in. 
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directly for himself or any other person receives a commission, dis- 
count, present or reward from any person or persons making or per. 
forming such contract; he shall be punished by tine of not less than 
fifty nor more than one thousand dollars, or by such fine and by im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year.” 


Such are the requirements of the law and we should address 
ourselves sternly and relentlessly to their enforcement. We 
cannot afford to wink at any transaction, entered into in viola- 
tion of this statute, however undoubted may be its good faith, 
By so doing we should encourage a laxity of practice that 
will seriously imperil tbe cause of honest government. 

I wish to call your attention to the provisions of section 36 
of the revised charter, which are as follows :— 


“No sum appropriated for a specific purpose shall be expended for 
any other purpose, and no expenditure shall be made and no liability 
incurred by or in behalf of the city until the city council has duly 
voted an appropriation sufficient to meet such expenditure or 
liability, together with all prior liabilities that are payable there- 
from, except that after the expiration of the financial vear and he- 
fore the making of the regular annual appropriations liabilities pay- 
able out of a regular appropriation may be incurred toan amount not 
exceeding one-fourth of the total of the appropriation made for simi- 
lar purposes in the preceding year." 


Violations of this rule, while not so morally eulpable as a 
breach of the statue previously quoted, tend to subvert the 
principles of munieipal government and are repugnant to 
system and economy. Unless we insist on strict compliance 
with it on the part of every officer, board and committee, we 
shall fail most lamentably in realizing our promises of prudent 
government, however closely we may scan the items of the 
annual budget. Whenever it may happen that a board or 
committee entrusted with the expeuditure of money discovers 
that the work it has in hand cannot be completed within the 
appropriation made for it, that faet should be reported to the 
council before any liability is incurred in excess of such ap- 
propriation. It is conceivable that an occasional emergency 
may arise, requiring immediate action, that will make this 
course impossible; but this should happen very rarely. In 
the vast majority of cases it will be perfectly practicable to re- 
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port such matters to the council, so thatit may decide whether 
to provide more money or to stop the work in question, It is 
the City Council that is made responsible for expenditures ; it is 
we who have to answer to the people for municipal extrava- 
gance; and we should see to it, since the responsibility is ours, 
that we do not lose control over the public funds. 


PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES. 


A large sum of money is annually spent in the purchase of 
a very miscellaneous lot of supplies for various branches of 
the government, and I believe a material saving might be 
effected by the adoption of striet business principles in this 
regard. An ideal system is not easy to devise, but it seems as 
if it ought to be practicable to improve upon present methods. 
There are too many officers and agents of the city at liberty to 
buy the sundry articles needed in their particular work; too 
large a proportion of the city’s supplies is bought from day to 
day in insignificent quantities; and there is far too much of 
what may be termed retail shopping. The prejudices of local 
merchants have to be considered, and the city is hampered by 
the prevalent feeling that every tradesman must have his 
share of profit out of the city treasury and that the city’s 
favors must be doled out in furtherance of this object. It 
seems to me that this theory is mistaken in principle and 
pernicious in operation. The true aim of the city government 
should be to make every dollar it spends go as far as a dollar 
can possibly go, and to buy such supplies as the city needs on 
the cheapest possible terms. By so doing the burdens of 
taxation will be lightened ; the money expended will yield the 
largest results; and the advantages of such a course will ex- 
tend with absolute impartiality to all the inhabitants, includ- 
ing the local merchants, who will gain more solid benefits 
from it than they possibly can by selling the city an occasional 
bill of goods at retail prices. A municipal corporation ought 
to be conducted, in matters of finance, on precisely the same 
principles as a large private corporation, and similar methods 
should be applied. Any system that is wasteful and extra- 
vagant for one is as certainly injurious to the other. So far 
us possible, estimates should be made by each municipal 
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department of its proba^»le needs for the year, and its supplies 
should be obtained in wholesale quantities at wholesale prices, 
according to contracts awarded to the lowest bidder, after pro- 
posals have been duly invited. I recognize the fact that in the 
case of many miscellaneous articles such a system is imprac- 
ticable, but whereever it can be adopted it should be adopted 
and would result in an immense saving to thecity. The quan- 
tity of coal, for example, annually consumed and paid for by the 
city, is enormous and will be enormously increased when the 
school houses now building are put in use. The entire amount 
required should be bought each year at one time and under one 
authority and at the lowest rate that can be obtained. We 
must bear in mind that true economy consists not only in 
keeping down expeditures but also in securing the fullest re- 
sults of whatever expenditures we make. 


CONCLUSION. 


I have departed somewhat from the usual custom of sum- 
marizing the work accomplished by the several departments 
during the preceding year. These matters will appear in the 
reports of boards and officers in fuller detail and with greater 
accuracy than I am able to present them. I have dwelt at 
length on past measures only so far as they are of direct con- 
cern to you from being uncompleted. For a recital of finished 
labors I commend your attention to those reports and beg your 
careful consideration of such suggestions and recommendations 
as they may contain. 

The opportunity is given us to render worthy service to the 
city. We cannot fully avail ourselves of this opportunity by 
lightly entering on our duties in a spirit of indifference or 
complacency. To perform them fittingnly we must cheerfully 
submit to considerable sacrifice of our indididual interests 
and must freely contribute our time and effort. The most 
valuable service you can render is by diligent work in your 
respective committees and by taking the pains necessary to in- 
form yourself of the precise conditions you may be called upon 
to face. Faitnful and energetic committee work is the most 
important duty you will have to discharge, though there 
is nothing showy about that kind of work and though it 
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becomes manifest only by its results. It is through the 
medium of committees that the problems before us will be 
considered, ways and means suggested, and solutions devised. 
Nowhere else can sound judgment and firmness of purpose 
make themselves more valuable or effective. I cannot be too 
emphatie in impressing upon you the importance of prompt 
and regular attendance at committee meetings and of pains- 
taking and conscientious application to the questions that arise 
there. 

Modern systems of municipal government are not wholly 
evolved from theory ; they are builded on principles that ex- 
perience has demonstrated to be sound. Determination of the 
numerous problems of local government is not entrusted to 
any one man, but is left with the representatives of various 
sections and classes of the people. Where there are many 
minds, it would be strange indeed if there were not many 
opinions, and the true value of the existing systen lies in the 
opportunity it affords for free exchange and full discussion of 
these diverse opinions. Let each of us remain steadfast in his 
position on any given matter until he finds sound reasons for a 
change; but let us invite ex pression of contrary opinions and 
keep our minds open to argument and conviction. The essen- 
tial principle of democratic government is the rule of majori- 
ties; and after we have sufficient chance to express our indivi- 
dual views and press our arguments in their support, let us 
cheerfully accede to the wishes of the majority, conceding to 
others as genuine an honesty of purpose as that on which we 
pride ourselves, When a certain measure shall have been duly 
considered in ccmmittee, discussed in council, approved by 
` majority vote, and put in execution as a definitely decided 
policy, none of us can afford to allow his persistent dissent to 
take the form of senseless obstruction. Let us not be over- 
wise in our own conceit ; let us remember that none of us has 
a monopoly of upright intention or of sound discretion, and 
that the opinions of the majority are quite as likely as ourown 
to reflect true publie sentiment. Itis right for us to exercise 
close supervision over the conduct of executive boards and 
officers and to hold them to strict obedience to the laws and 
ordinances; but to indulge ourselves at publie meetings in 
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frantic invective against the integrity or efficiency of such 
boards and officers, while displaying a pitiable ignorance of 
the facts from which we assume to argue, wiil make us a laugh- 
ing-stock in the eyes of the public and an object of deserved 
contempt in the sight of thoughtful citizens. It is only by 
hearty and genuine co-operation that we can hope to make our 
service useful to the city. Let us keep before us the respon- 
sible nature of the task imposed upon us; let us remember 
that we are holding in our hands the vital interests of our 
fellow-townsmen, and that accordingly as we uphold or dese- 
crate the trust confided to us not only shal: we ourselves merit 
approbation or censure, but the welfare of the city will be pro- 
moted or put in jeopardy. e

School Committee's Report. 


Zo the Mayor and City Council: 


In making its annual reports, as required by law, this com- 
mittee has for years been compelled to urge upon the city 
government the absolute necessity for greatly increased school 
accommodations. A year ago it was shown that in the four 
years since Pittsfleld became a city, the school population had 
incréased 835, or 25 per cent. 

The school enrollment had increased 745 or 22 per cent.

figures which when given concrete expression signified that 
we needed eighteen more schoolrooms in 1895 than in 1890. 

It was an old familiar story, told many a time before to 
town meetings and city councils, the demands growing louder 
and more imperative as the years rolled by. 

The committee dared not hope for full relief in one year, 
but recommended the erection of an eight-room building in the 
northern part of the city, the thorough repair of the Union 
Street building and its re-occupation for school uses, and such 
repairs and improvements at Elizabeth Street as would make 
that building decent and comfortable until the contemplated 
removal of the High School to other quarters should take 
place, when the High School building might be made to serve 
the needs of that part of the city, and the erection of a new 
building at Elizabeth Street rendered unnecessary. The pur- 
chase of a lot, in anticipation of the removal of the High 
School, was also recommended. Not extravagant recommen- 
dations, surely, in view of the exigencies of thesituation. But

The city finance committee, instead of accepting and adopting 
- the recommendations of the school committee, chose to deter- 
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mine themselves what should or should not be done. This 
they had a perfectly legal right to do, we suppose; but to this 
committee it seemed a quite unnecessary assertion of preroga- 
tive and superior wisdom. A committee of fourteen men, 
presumably of average capacity and intelligence, charged by 
their fellow citizens with the sole duty of caring for the publie 
schools, giving much time to them, and entirely familiar with 
their needs, after careful and mature consideration make re- 
commendations caleulated in their judgment to meet most 
pressing demands. Another and much smaller committee, 
composed of men with no special knowledge or qualifications 
as to school matters, and necessarily giving much time to 
numerous matters of public interest more or less difficult-and 
complex, sets aside the judgment of the first committee, and 
takes upon itself the task of determining what should be done. 
Many people pertinentlv asked, “ What is the school committee 
for ?" “ What need of having such a committee ?” 

This committee thus set over the school committee made 
short work of our recommendations as to the Union Street 
building; it was not worth repairing and would cost too much, 

2,200 or so, They abounded in projects for putting things 
to rights at the Elizabeth Street building, and were fertile in 
expedients for the relief of the northern part ofthe city. They 
proposed hiring a hall somewhere, etc., etc. We could not 
agree with them. We hired no hall; no effort was made to 
find one. It was no way to meet the emergency. The net 
result of their well-intended but misdirected efforts was the 
loss of much valuable time. 

We do not question the right of the council to carefully 
scrutinize expenditures in any and all departments of the city 
government. But we do claim that the needs of the schools 
are better understood by the school committee than by those 
who have given them no attention, and that the well-considered 
recommendations of that committee ought not to be lightly 
set aside. The one committee has studied the problems before 
it long and faithfully, with full kncwledge of existing con- 
ditions, and the stern necessities of the situation. The other 
committee, admitting that something ought to be done, has 
only the haziest notions of the actual facts, and no knowledge 
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of schools and their requirements. Where shall wisdom be 
found? Perhaps, not with either; but most likely among 
those who have had the best opportunities to know all the 
facts, and have studied and weighed them long and earnestly. 

The school committee has no power; it can simply recom- 
mend. The power of the purse is with the city council. We 
believe, and do not hesitate to assert, that the adoption of this 
committee’s recommendations would have resulted in great 
saving of the public money. 

We are glad that the council at last decided the building 
problem on broad lines. We believe their action will work 
most beneficent results in the schools of this city. We 
believe, too, that if proper weight had been given to the school 
committee’s recommendations during the last ten years, 
the interests of the schools would have been better served, 
the cost would have been met with comparative ease, 
the city would have been spared the necessity of shouldering 
in one year burdens which should have been distributed over 
many years, and the creation of a great debt would have been 
avoided. 


BURNING OF THE HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


The High School building was destroyed by fire March 6th. 
Temporary quarters were found for the school after long and 
diligent search, in the unfinished upper story of the new West 
Block on West Street. The space was partitioned off, the 
rooms lathed and plastered, and as soon as possible the heating 
and plumbing were done, and about the first of April the 
school resumed its sessions. 

The rooms were secured for one year, with the privilege of 
continuing the lease till July 1, 1896, if desired. The state of 
the work on the new building, east of the Common, hardly 
warrants the hope that that building will be ready for occupa- 
tion at the beginning of the next fall term. 

Of course the location and erection of a new building for 
the High School were at once forced upon the attention of the 
city government, and served to complicate the school building 
problem materially. The High School question seemed to 
overshadow matters which concerned the schools of lower 
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grade. Time wore rapidly on, and the first week in May saw 
no single thing determined. Fearing that no relief was to be 
afforded to the overcrowded schools, this committee voted to 
ask the Mayor and city council to give them a hearing. This 
request was granted, and a hearing was had at the council 
chamber May 8th, the Mayor presiding. Thecommittee stated 
the facts plainly, showing the crowded condition of the schools 
and the absolute need of immediate relief, giving the numbers 
in actual attendance at Russell’s, Orchard St., Linden St. and 
Elizabeth St. Exclusive attention was given to matters of 
current interest ; there were no excursions into the domain of 
ancient history, though in the minds of the speakers much 
relating to the matter in hand belonged to that department. 
The conditions described existed then, had existed long, and 
were likely to continue indefinitely, with steadily increasing 
aggravations. They must be remedied. The need was abso- 
lute. Some things must be had whatever the cost; an ample 
water supply, an effective system of sewage, for instance; and 
sufficient school room for all the children of the city belonged 
to the same category. The council listengd patiently to all 
the committee had to say and adjourned. 

« Why didn’t you tell us these things before?" a prominent 
member of the city government is said to have asked. Had 
he taken the trouble to read any recent report of the school 
committee he would have found the story, the last report pub- 
lished differing from those preceding it only in the size of the 
numbers which expressed the situation. The school reports 
doubtless lack flavor and raciness, but solid facts, like those 
with which all our recent reports have abounded, ought to be 
known and heeded by men whose duty it is to study the city's 
needs and provide for them. This question of the city official 
was a revelation. The facts so familiar to this committee, 
which they had never concealed, but had taken great pains to 
spread before the people, had failed to come to the knowledge 
of those who most needed to know them, and who alone had 
the power to act. Not to official indifference, but to official 
ignorance of the real situation must be attributed the failure 
to act. The leaven had begun to work. 
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On the 18th of May, the summer hastening on and nothing 
done, the school committee addressed to the city authorities 
the following appeal :— 


* To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield: 


« The undersigned members of the school committee respect- 
fully represent that they deem it their duty to make a formal 
Statement of tneir opinion touching the matter of new school 
houses, and of the facts upon which this opinion is based. No 
one will deny that there is immediate and pressing need for 
more school room for the children of Pittsfield. 'There seem 
to be two theories as to what shall be done this year—Ist, that 
the Elizabeth Street schoolhouse shall be repaired, and one 
new house be built; 2nd, that enough new houses be built to 
relieve the overcrowding at all points for several years. Let 
us for a moment suppose that the first policy is adopted. 
Then of course it is our imperative duty to place this one 
house where it will do the most good, viz.: where it will at 
once relieve the most crowded schools, and, if possible, the 
largest number of crowded schoolhouses. The congested 
points are at Elizabeth Street, Linden Street, Russell’s and 
Orchard Street. The worst overcrowding is at Russell's and 
Orchard Street. On April 26th, the last monthly report, there 
were present 667 at Linden Street, or an average of 42 in each 
room; atthe Training School, Orchard Street, there were 255, 
«n average of 64 in each room; at Russell's, 201, an average of 
50 in each room ; at Elizabeth Street, 193, an average of 48 in 
each room. This was the attendance that day, not the number 
enrolled in these schools. But we cannot divide them up 
equally among the rooms. The schools are graded. In one 
room at Linden Street there were 56 that day, 14 more than 
the average ; in a room at Orchard Street, 82, or 18 over the 
average; at Russe]l's, 66, or 16 over the average. This matter 
of grades seems to puzzle the press and the people. Each 
grade, from 1 to 9 inclusive, has its own lessons and books. A 
teacher can take two grades, especially of the first six, and 
teach them well ; that is, she can go through the lessons of each. 
Suppose she has in her room ten vacant seats, and the third 
grade room is crowded, people say, why not take out ten and 
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put them in the other room. Why, because the first teacher 
cannot hear them with her grades. They have different 
studies, and she hasn't time to teach a third series of lessons, 
unless the school is very small. For this reason, unless we 
have plenty of room, some rooms are crowded, while others in 
the same building are quite comfortable. Our State Board 
declares that the health of the children and good teaching re- 
quire that no more than 40 children should be in each school 
room. The size of our schoolrooms indicates that they were 
intended for that number. The averages we have given 
demonstrate that the two points to be first relieved are 
Russell’s and Orchard Street. One room at Orchard Street 
has more than twice 40 pupils or little children, first grade. 
The condition there in all the rooms is simply intolerable and 
disgraceful. We wonder that the fathers and mothers have 
not made an indignant protest against it. ussell’s is next, 
not quite as bad but very nearly so. Next is Elizabeth Street, 
and last Linden Street. None of the other buildings are over- 
crowded, but several of them totally unfit for the children of a 
city proud of its eulture and refinement. 

* Now suppose only one new schoolhouse is to be built, 
where should it be, to relieve most of the evils we have spoken 
of. It seems to us that there can possibly be but one answer, 
that is, that it should be at some point between Orchard Street 
and Russell’s. What would this accomplish? It would take 
105 pupils from Orchard Street, leaving 40 in each room ; 
it would take 45 from Russels, leaving 40 in each room ; it 
would take about 50 from Linden Street, leaving that not too 
crowded. The only point it would not help is at Elizabeth 
Street, but it would relieve for this year three out of the four 
weak points. Of course only one new building would afford 
only temporary relief. We do not advocate temporary relief. 
We believe it to be wise and economical to effect a radical 
cure. That ean be done by an eight-room building at Eliza- 
beth Street and a four.room building at John Street, making 
three new buildings. If that were done no schoolhouses 
would be needed for several years, except a small house in the 
south-east part of the city. 

“South of a line through East and West Streets, comprising 
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one-third of the city, and more than a third of its taxable pro- 
perty, there is one old schoolhouse, twenty years behind the 
times—sound of frame, perhaps—but radically vicious in its 
plan. You can heat it and ventilate it, perhaps, if you spend 
money enough, but you can't by any magie make it a fit re- 
presentation of what our schoolhouses should be. It is at 
best a mere makeshift. If you should conclude that it was 
wise to retain this house and repair it, then we ask you to 
build a four-room schoolhouse at John Street. This would 
relieve Elizabeth Street of from 25 to 40 scholars, and Linden 
of 58—all of the first four grades. The John Street house 
ought to be rebuilt, and, if doubled in size, would be ample. 
There is no need of a larger building there, with the relief 
which the other building would give to Linden Street. 

We have given you our ideas on these matters very briefly 
but we hope, clearly. We have not tried to juggle with fig- 
ures, but simply give figures from the April reports of the 
teachers. A part of the press seems to think we have consid- 
erable personal feeling. That isa mistake. We have a large 
and lively interest in having a wise solution of this question, 
and we believe that you share with us this feeling. It is nota 
new question with us, we have been talking about it all winter. 
Whatever else you may see fit to do, we pray that you will lift 
the load off from Orchard Street and Russell’s. The more we 
consider it, the more of a nightmare it becomes. Think of it, 
you can take 105 children out of the Training School, a four 
room building, and yet have 40 in each room.

Before May ended eight.room buildings for the northern 
part of the city and Elizabeth Street and a six-room building 
for John Street were determined on and money appropriated 
for them. The main struggle was over. When at last the 
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situation was appreciated, it was squarely met. The council 
acted wisely in our opinion in adopting no half way measures. 
They did what we had desired, but had not dared to hope for. 
In saying this we make no reference to later action by which 
the cost of these buildings has been very greatly increased be- 
yond the original estimates. The views and wishes of the 
school committee and of its representatives on the building 
committees have not had controlling influence. 

It was wise to erect three buildings. Possibly a four-room 
building would have sufficed for John Street, but its location 
between Elizabeth and Linden Street schools will make it 
easily available for any excess of numbers at either point. 

The increase in average membership during the year 1895 
has been 161, which reduced to its lowest terms signifies four 
roomfuls. Four of the extra rooms in the new buildings are 
already spoken for long before any one of them is completed. 
This has been the average increase of our school a i 
during the last five years. 

As a committee we have no report to make on the new High 
School building, as the work upon it is not under our direction. 
We trust the work will be pushed to completion in the short- 
est time possible consistent with its being well done, and on 
the other buildings as well. 


CRITICISM OF THE COURSE OF STUDY. 


Considerable stir was created early in the year by sundry 
sharp criticisms, alleged in the papers to have been made by 
parents and others on the Course of Study in the public 
schools. As the charges seemed to be seriously made and if 
true were worthy of serious consideration, the committee ad- 
dressed itself to an investigation of them. 

The matter was referred to the Committee on Teachers and 
and Instruction, who in due time made the following report:— 


«'The undersigned, having been appointed as a committee to 
investigate the workings of the course of study now used in 
the Pittsfield public schools, submit the following report :— 


« We have diligently attended to the duty assigned us, having 
personally inspected the work in some 40 schoolrooms. In 
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not a single instance did we find the pupils apparently over- 
taxed either by the kind or amount of work required of them, 
nor did we find any teachers or pupils who thought themselves 
overerowded with work, except in one or two instances where 
the teachers thought the amount of arithmetic was rather 
more than it should be for this year, as there seemed to be a 
lack of training in work properly preliminary to that now be- 
ing done. It may be noted that this is in connection with an 
old staple study, and has no relation to the innumerable mind 
and health destroying studies alleged to be so harmful. Un- 
der the general head of information and culture, very many 
subjects are brought to the attention of the pupils, with the pur- 
pose of arousing inthem anintelligentinterestin the world about 
them, in birds, fishes, insects, plants, minerals, atmospheric 
phenomena, etc., objects to be seen any where and at any time 
almost. To notice birds, observe their habits, form, color, ete., 
is to take a lesson in ornithology. To find out all one can 
about a trout, a pickerel or any cther fish is to study ichthyology. 
To catch butterflies and study their beauties and note all one 
can find out about them,or any other insects is to study 
entomology. Afterall, these big words are not half so wicked as 
they seem. This may serve to illustrate the intention of this 
part of the course of study. It should result in boys and girls 
making good use of their observing faculties outside of the 
schoolroom, wherever they may be. 

« We found teachers and pupils much interested in matters 
like these. While no attempt is made to teach these things — 
scientifically, the effort is made to awaken interest in tbem, 
to lead the pupils to gather facts for themselves, to acquire 
gradually and almost unconsciously a knowledge of the terms 
used in the several subjects investigated and so make, valua- 
ble additions to their vocabulary, which will be found of in- 
estimable value later. In the nine years of the course below 
the High School, there is opportunity for doing much in 
numerous lines. The effect upon the pupils is healthfully 
stimulating, in no way detrimental as to their studies, but 
serving rather to give zest and interest to all the work of the 
schoolroom. We are confident that this part of the course of 
study is of special value, and that it will lead to a much more 
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extended knowledge of common things, of which the dwellers 
in the cities and large towns ought not to be, but of which they 
often are, most densely ignorant, 

* A recent report of the Connecticut state board of education 
has attracted much attention. In Fairfield county, where 
more than one-fourth of the teachers are normal graduates, it 
was found that not more than 50 per cent of the pupils had 
been taught to write legibly. Out of 1205 children examined 
659 could not find 4-5 of 40. Of 1089 of ten years of age 388 
could not subtract 25 from 104. Of 1248 of 11 years of age 
743 could not tell the number of feet in 6 yards, and out of 
833 of 13 years of age, only 325 could tell what part 5 is 
of 20. 

« We improved the opportunity to test the pupils in the 
schools we visited, giving the same examples to those of the 
fourth grade, about 10 or 11 years of age. We give the re- 
sults without comment. They were as follows:—

“ In many of the incorrect answers there was evidence of a 
fair knowledge of arithmetic, and at the same time of care- 
lessness. A good many ascertained the number of inches in 
six yards instead of the number of feet. In a number of cases 
instead of telling what part 5 is of 20, they wrote out the ans- 
wer, thus, “4 is 1-5 of 20.” 

« Most of the pupils wrote their answers legibly, not always 
beautifully. We heard many classes read. While not above 
criticism, much of the reading was very good and showed in- 
telligent teaching. It was noted in many cases pupils who 
failed had not long been in attendance here having come from 
other towns. 

« That we might do the work thoroughly that had been given 
us, we invited all persons who had any complaint to make as 
to the course of study, or any modifications to suggest, to 
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: meet this committee at a public meeting to be held at the city 
hall Feb. 28. Some of the principal teachers were also invited to 
be present and give their views. The committee, several 
teachers, four or five newspaper reporters and one lady inter- 
ested in the investigation and seeking for information, were 
present and not a single person to make complaint or criti- 
cism. Some expressed surprise. The committee was not sur. 
prised. "Their observations in the various schoolrooms visited 
had led them to the belief that there was no real ground for 
complaint. They did not expect perfection; they did not find 
it. They had found teachers and pupils working intelligently, 
without over-pressure, on lines intended and calculated, as we 
believe, to develop the faculties normally, and to put the 
children into an attitude to the world about them exceedingly 
desirable; an attitude of eager and earnest inquiry, and open- 
eyed observation. 

“ Of course, as no complaint was made, as the teachers en- 
dorsed the present order of things, and no very important 
criticism was made, we could come to no other conclusion than 
this: That the present course of study in our schools is one 
that commends itself to the average common sense; that it is 
fair, reasonable and intelligent in its requirements, and that 
its tendency is in all respects in the right direction and cal- 
culated to give most desirable and profitable results, more and 
more profitable as time passes. 

“The matter of children studying out of school was brought 
up at this session. Is it best that no study should be done 
out of school? Is the prevalent prejudice against it well 
founded? How can parents take any interest in their chil- 
dren's studies if all outside study is to be tabooed ? 

“We are decidedly of the opinion that some study out of 
school hours would in most cases work no harm. There are 
probably a few so constituted as to need a check instead of a 
stimulus, but they are very few. Theaverage child will suffer 
no harm from an hour's study outside the school room in our 
opinion. 

“We hope that good will come of this little flurry ; that 
greater interest will be felt and shown on the part of parents 
and others interested in the schools, and that the work of the 
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. schools will be better understood, Criticism is invited, only 
let it be kind, intelligent and sincere.

The schools have continued to work on the lines indicated 
by the Course of Study. We are satisfied that it is based on 
correct principles, and will bring about very desirable results. 
We leave the discussion of matters in this connection to the 
Superintendent. | 

We respectfully refer your honorable body to the Superin- 
tendent's report for all the details of expenditures during the 
year, his report having been accepted and adopted by the 
School Committee. 


SCHOOL MAINTENANCE. 


We have made careful estimates of the amount of money 
needed to maintain the publie schools during the year 1896. 
It is not our purpose to ask for a larger appropriation than is 
needed, in tlie expectation that the amount will be materially 
curtailed. Last year we asked for $70,000. We were granted 
$02,000, Our estimates were based on a careful study of the 
actual expenditures for a series of years, comparing them with 
the average school membership during the same period of 
time. When the estimates of the committee were cut down, 
the city finance committee did not expect that the $62,000 
appropriated would be sufficient. They expected to be asked 
for more money later, and at our request granted $6,000 more, 
making the total appropriation for schools, $68,000. 

On the basis of average membership we need for 1896, 
according to the SE of years, between $71,000 and 
$12,000, say $71,500 
In addition, we need money to pay for another 
teacher at the High School, for six or more ad- 
ditional teachers in other schools, for increase 
of salaries of teachers entitled to an increase 
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under the rules, for increased janitor service, 

for the employment of competent instructors 

in the Manual Training School, now required 

of us by law; for an increase in the supply of 

fuel for the new buildings, and we ought no 

longer to delay establishing at least one or two 

kindergartens, in all not less than - - - $5,000 

making the total sum needed for 1896  - - - £16,500 
A year ago we were only one remove from holding the low- 

est place among the cities of Massachusetts in our school 

expenditure per capita. If we pay fair prices for services ren- 

dered and secure the best results, and can hold our own 

against the competition of our sister cities, well; but if in 

many cases we do not pay wages sufficient to retain the ser- 

vices of our best teachers, except in cases in which circum- - 

stances prevent their going ; if we do not secure the best re- 

sults that money will buy, we ought to have placed at our 

disposal money enough to overcome these disadvantages. Will 

you grant us for 1896 an appropriation of $76,500 ?

From this it will be seen that the number of teachers whose 
annualsalary was from $100 to $1,800 was the same in both 
years ; that in 1895 nine more received $380 and $400 than in 
1893; that in 1895 four more received from $320 to $360 than 
in 1893; and that the number receiving $280 and $300 was 
seven less in 1895 than in 1893. 


REMARKS. 


The Committee asked for an appropriation of $70,000 for the 
expenses of the year, that being the amount deemed necessary 
for the proper maintenance of the schools. The amount 
granted was $62,000. Had there been no unusual expenses, it 
would have been possible to keep within that amount by con- 
fining the expenditures to bare necessities and ignoring the 
demand for things desirable and important though not neces- 
sary to the continuance of the schools. But the burning of 
the High School with practically all the books, supplies, 
apparatus, and furniture it contained, the expenditures conse- 
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quent upon the new building operations, and the repair of 
several of the old school buildings made it impossible to avoid 
the request for an additional appropriation. The supple- 
mentary appropriation of $6,000 has enabled us to complete 
the year with no bills of consequence outstanding. So far as 
the expenditure of money is concerned, we may claim credit 
for conspieuous economy. So far as supplying the needs of 
the schools and making the best provision for the pupils enter 
into the consideration, we can profess no more than our best 
efforts within the existing limitations. 

We have been fortunate in securing fuel at unusually favora- 
ble prices, some of the books required have been obtained at 
less than ordinary eost, pupils and parents have manifested 
great forbearance in the use of badly worn books, some of the 
books and supplies ordinarily used in the High School have 
not been called for on account of the lack of laboratories in 
the temporary quarters, and we have waited for the future to 
give us various helps and conveniences which are essential to 
good instruetion. We have been at our usual disadvantage in 
securing and retaining teachers, and the desirable ones that we 
have secured and retained are with us rather from the force of 
circumstances than because of the salaries we pay. We have 
lost some of our best teachers during the year and some with 
whom we negotiated could not be secured at the salaries we 
were able to offer. In recruiting our teaching force, we have 
been obliged to take, in the main, teachers of promise rather 
than of proved experience, while other more favored places 
have taken from us those of marked and assured success. 

While, therefore, we have to all intents and purposes kept 
within the appropriation granted at the beginning of the year, 
it is not to be inferred that the estimate of the Committee was 
unwarranted or that the cutting down of the amount resulted 
in no injury to the schools. We have done the best we could 
with the amount granted, but we can not fairly be held 
accountable for as good results as an expenditure of twice as 
much per capita enables other cities to obtain. The liberal 
appropriations for school buildings made by the City Council 
during the year forbid any complaint at the economy we have 
been eompelled to practice or any undue emphasis upon the 
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advantages of which we have been deprived. The situation 
should, however, be clearly understood by all concerned. I do 
not believe that Pittsfield can afford to deprive its children of 
advantages which the children of other cities enjoy, nor does 
it seem consistent with our prestige in other directions that 
we should be the least among the cities of the common wealth 
in per capita expenditures for publie education and allow our 
city to remain a training school from which successful and ex- 
perienced teachers are to be drawn to meet the higher de- 
mands of more liberal or more ambitious communities. 


A LARGER APPROPRIATION NEEDED. 


The following are among the occasions for a larger appro- 
priation for the coming year: 

The increased expense of maintaining the new and enlarged 
school buildings. 

The necessity for additional furniture and supplies. 

The employment of the additional teachers which the wel- 
fare of the pupils requires and the additional room permits. 

More generosity in the matter of helpful books, maps, and 
apparatus. 

J Greater regard for the condition of the books in the hands 
of the pupils. 

The replacing of books, works of reference, and supplies lost 
in the High School fire and only partially replaced. 

The replacing of the physical and chemical apparatus, 
which was entirely destroyed. 

The necessity of fitting up and maintaining a Manual Train- 
ing Department under the law applying to cities having more 
than 20,000 inhabitants. 

The need of employing an additional teacher to take charge 
of the manual training, and at least one additional teacher for 
the other departments of the school. 

The pressing demand for the establishment of one or more 
kindergartens in connection with our schools, a matter already 
too long delayed. 

The need of breaking over the maximum salary of $400 now 
paid in our primary and grammar schools, in the case 
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of teachers who are clearly worth more than that to the city 
and who can readily secure better pay elsewhere. 

The inerease of other salaries which are confessedly less 
than are earned. 

The continuance of the needed improvements upon the older 
buildings which have been undertaken during the past two 
years and have been only partially completed. 

The general improvement of the school grounds, especially 
in the direction of better walks and a better appearance. 


III. 
SCHOOL PROPERTY. 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


Aside from the new buildings, the chief improvements of 
the year have been at the Linden Street and Pontoosue 
Schools. At Linden Street the walls had never been kal- 
somined and presented a dingy and unflnished appearance. 
They were kalsomined during the summer vacation, and have 
entirely changed the aspect of the place forthe better. Storm 
entrances have also been provided for the west and north 
porches of this building. They were required both as a pro- 
tection against the cold and for the safety of the smaller 
pupils, who were not strong enough to manage the heavy doors 
on windy days. The removal of the old building at Russel’s 
preparatory to the erection of the new schoolhouse left the 
heating apparatus useless and in the way. It was, however, 
adequate for heating the Pontoosuc building, which had previ- 
ously been heated by stoves, and the improvement involved 
only the additional expense of the remova! and placing in the 
new position. The apparatus has worked well in ordinary 
weather, but it is probable that some increase of radiating 
surface will be necessary to warm the building on the coldest 
days. The stoves which it replaced were transferred to the 
old building at Russell’s for temporary use till the new school. 
house is completed. 

The walls of the Morningside and Stearnsville buildings 
have never been kalsomined, and should be put in good condi- 
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tion during the next summer vacation. The com- 
pletion of the new buildings will leave the Pontoosuc school 
as the only one of our large sehoolhouses dependent on out- 
door closets. The construction of water-closets within the 
building would seem desirable and feasible as soon as sewers 
are laid in that locality or other drainage is available. It 
would also be desirable to provide water-closets on the second 
floor of the Linden Street building. The Fuller and Warren 
system is nowin use there and all the sanitaries are located 
in the basement. This is not, in my judgment, a desirable 
arrangement in any case. In so large a building, and especial- 
ly in one of three stories, the great amount of tramping up 
and down the stairs and through the halls is a continual 
source of disquiet and disorder. If the room now temporarily 
occupied by the overflow of the ffrst grade were converted 
into water-closets for the use of the second and third floors, it 
would save much needless confusion and be in every way 
better. 

The urgency of the repairs needed upon the buildings them- 
selves has permitted but little improvement of the school 
grounds. Some trees have been planted and some grading 
has been done, but no attempt has been made to provide need- 
ed walks or to beautify the grounds. Aside from the con- 
crete laid iu front of the Center School last year and the 
walks leading to the front entrances at Fenn Street and Lin- 
den Street, the entrance to all of our school buildings is over 
gravel walks or none atall. The gravel or mud is tracked in- ' 
to the buildings, especially in wet weather, and is both di- 
rectly and indirectly the cause of much untidiness. In many 
cases, too, pupils who have reached the school premises with 
dry feet find it necessary to pass over a water-soaked surface 
in order to reach the school building. The same difficulty, 
both as to dirt and dampness, recurs at the recess and results 
in additional annoyance or the abandonment of the outdoor 
recess entirely. Under favorable circumstances, I am hearti- 
ly in favor of outdoor recesses; but when the recess is cer- 
tain to bring into the schoolhouse unlimited dirt and universal- 
ly wet feet, it is of doubtful value. The liberal laying of con- 
crete to and about the buildings is thus eminently desirable, 
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in addition to its effect in improving the general appearance 
of the premises. 

It is unfortunate that so many of our schoolhouses have 
been built so as to bring the playgrounds so close to the 
street. The result is that the streets in front of them are 
bordered by unsightly beds of gravel. The new buildings will 
be placed nearer the street so that the space between the 
schoolhouse and the sidewalk may be reserved as a lawn 
while the trodden playground will be in the rear and largely 
out of sight. It is, of course, too late to make all of our 
school yards attractive without large expense or the sacritice 
of their value as playgrounds. It would be practicable, how- 
ever, without much expense to greatly improve their appear- 
ance by devoting a space twenty or thirty feet wide along the 
walk to a well kept lawn, leaving the space between the lawn 
and the school bailding for play. Wherever the space in the 
rear of the schoolhouse affords a sufficient playground, the 
space in front should be converted into a lawn and kept in at 
least as good order as the other lawns on thestreet. It is not 
desirable that the grounds about our schoolhouses should 
compare unfavorably with those of the neighborhood in which 
they are located or with the grounds surrounding the other 
public buildings of the city. 


REPAIRS. 


In addition to the usual minor repairs, the work of restor- 
` ing the older schoolhouses to a satisfactory condition, which 
was undertaken last year, has been continued. Special re- 
pairs have been made at Pontoosuc, Coltsville, Junction, 
Tracy, Holmes, Morewood, Osceola and Onota Street. All of 
these schools have received outside repairs and paint, except 
Morewood and Osceola, which were painted last year. All 
have had a pretty thorough interior renovation, except More- 
wood, which had a new floor last year, and Onota Street, 
where the work was less thoroughly done. At the Junction, 
Tracy and Onota Street a rearrangement of the furniture has 
greatly changed the appearance of the rooms and largely con- 
tributed to the convenience and comfort of teachers and pupils. 
New floors were laid at Coltsville and Tracy, a wooden ceiling 
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was put in at Osceola, and new roofs were put on at Osceola 
and Onota Street. The inside blinds were replaced with 
shades at Coltsville, Tracy, Holmes and Onota Street. At 
Coltsville, Junction and Tracy, closets for books and materials 
were constructed. At several of the schools, the grading was 
replenished so as to throw the water away from the buildings 
and considerably improve the condition of the grounds. 

The result of these repairs is very gratifying to all connected 
with the schools, and should be a source of much satisfaction 
to all our citizens. It is no longer necessary for us to apolo- 
gize for the condition of our rural schoolhouses. In fact, some 
pride in their appearance would be quite justifiable. Not all 
has been done that should be, and the improvement should go 
on until all of these schools are as comfortable and convenient 
and attractive as the best of them are at present. One of the 
most satisfactory results of the repairs made last year and 
this is the decrease of the depredations upon our schoolhouses. 
A year ago the breaking of windows, and a general assault 
upon the older buildings seemed the favorite method in which 
the youthful depravity of the city manifested itself. The 
stout wire netting stretched over the windows of a number of 
the buildings seemed rather a challenge than a protection. 
Now that these defences have been removed, and an effort 
made to keep the buildings in good condition, the onslaughts 
have nearly ceased. It is to be hoped that the new school- 
houses will still further contribute to our immunity from this 
species of vandalism. 


FURNITURE. 


A teacher's chair, a teacher's desk, and a piano were the 
only articles rescued from the burning High School that could 
make any pretence to value. They were repaired, and are now 
doing good service in the double capacity of furniture and 
relies. No attempt has been made to replace the cases, tables, 
teachers’ desks, laboratory fixtures, apparatus, cabinets, and 
other outfit further than was necessary to keep the school in 
operation and carry out the course of study as far as the 
limitations of the temporary quarters permitted. Most of the 
settees and teachers’ desks now in use in the school, and the 
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pupils' desks in one room, are discarded antiques collected 
from the cellars and attics of various schools in different parts 
of the city. The uncomplaining and gracious spirit with 
which teachers and pupils have accepted the situation has 
converted these accommodations into the semblance of 
polished elegance and has earned not only our unqualified 
thanks but a right to all the advantages and conveniences 
which the city is providing for them in the new lligh School. 
The pupils’ desks in use in the four principal rooms were 
selected with the greatest care and will be available in the new 
building. 

The temporary seating in the overtlow primary room at 
Linden Street was so unsatisfactory that it was deemed nec- 
essary to provide regular desks for the pupils without waiting 
for the completion of the new schoolhouses. As the seats at 
Stearnsville were about one grade too low throughout the 
building, the desks needed for the Linden street room were 
taken from the lower rooms at Stearnsville and new ones pur- 
chased for the highest room, the desks being regraded accord- 
ingly. New desks for teachers and pupils have been purchased 
for the new room in tne Morningside School, and new 
teachers’ desks and some other furniture for the additional 
rooms at the Training School. The fact that the pupils’ 
desks in use in the school before its enlargement were 
enough to furnish all but one of the new rooms is a sufti- 
cient commentary on the crowded condition tat previously 
existed, One of the rooms remains unfurnished. It should 
be devoted to a kindergarten. If this is not done, it can be 
furnished with desks from Russell's, Elizabeth Street or John 
Street as soon as a new building is completed and new furni- 
ture is provided for it. Some of the furniture now in use 
in these old buildings, is better than that in other buildings. 
As soon as the new buildings are furnished there should 
be a general rearrangement for the purpose of replacing 
the poorer furniture in use by the better furniture then availa- 
ble. 

While many of the pupils’ desks in various schools are hope- 
lessly defaced and dilapidated, many might be put in good con- 
dition at an expense far below the cost of new ones. As soon 
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as other more pressing demands are met, there should be.a 
general repairing; the old furniture that is to remain in use 
should be repaired and refinished. An excellent illustration 
of what may be done in this direction may be seen in the 
Grammar Department of the Center School. The chairs and 
desks in that room were so unsightly that Miss Patten and 
the pupils asked permission to take matters into their own 
hands. They were so much in earnest and so confident of 
success that permission was granted. For several weeks the 
room out of school hours was turned into an extempore manual 
training school and the pupils handled planes, serapers and 
sand paper with such activity and effect as might have 
delighted a contractor. The pupils not only succeeded in 
renewing the youth of the desks, but came to appreciate the 
beauty of the wood upon which they worked, and became 
familiar with its grain and other qualities to which they had 
paid no attention before. The painter who finished the desks 
after their work was done said that it was an unusually good 
job. The entire appearance of the room was changed so that 
its furniture now looks about as well as that of any school 
room in the city. 


THE ENLARGEMENT OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


The addition of four new rooms to the Training School has 
relieved the crowded condition that existed, permitted tbe 
assignment of a suitable room for the normal work, left one 
room available for a kindergarten or beginners’ class, in the 
next spring term, removed the ojectionable and offensive water- 
closets from the halls to special rooms provided for them, 
given two of the old rooms a joint storeroom which is also 
available for the general storage of articles not in use in 
the other rooms of the building, and has provided a system 
of heating and ventilation approved by the State Inspector. 
Incidentally it has resulted in the discovery and repair of: 
unsoundness in the floor of one of the rooms, which would 
probably have escaped detection had not the progress of the 
new work directed attention to it. "l'he exterior appearance of 
the building is certainly not injured, and perhaps is improved. 

It is to be regretted, however, that the building work should 
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have proceeded so slowly, that the school should have lost 
seven weeks of time and been so much inconvenienced by the 
incompleteness of the building after it was occupied, and that 
so mueh remains to be done before the building can be pro- 
nounced satisfactory. While the heating was not satisfactory 
during the eight weeks of the fall term that the building was 
in use, the difticulty probably arose from the incompleteness of 
the apparatus. It seems likely that the system will work well, 
but it remains to be tested in all weathers and under varied 
conditions. The annoyance and inconvenience of teachers 
and pupils will be much lessened as soon as new walls and 
blaekboards are built around the large air ducts that now 
deprive the four north and south rooms of their most valuable 
blackboard space. In connection with this work, closets for 
books and materials in daily use should be provided in each of 
the six rooms now destitute of these accommodations, which 
are so convenient to the teachers and so essential to the neat- 
ness of the rooms. 


CARE OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS, 


So far as I know, our schoolhouses are being cared for as 
well as in previous years. They are not, however, being 
cared for as well as they should be. Most of our teachers and 
janitors have a manifest desire to see their buildings clean and 
in good order. This desire is, nevertheless, more intense in 
some schools than in others. Some of our schoolrooms have 
not been kept as clean during the past year as we had a right 
to expect they would be or as pupils and parents had a right 
to demand. It is true that some of our buildings were old 
but it might become burdensome if the city should undertake 
to build a new schoolhouse in the place of every one that is 
not kept clean. As a matter of fact, some of our oldest build- 
ings having the poorest floors and the weakest incentives to 
pride have been neater and more wholesome than some of our 
more modern buildings. Among the complaints, are careless 
and insufficient sweeping, failure to dust properly and some- 
times to dust at all, neglected windows, grimy doors and fur- 
niture, filthy closets or outbuildings, and neglect of basements. 
In some cases the teachers and pupils have, for the sake of 
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their own health and comfort, assumed more or less of the 
duties of the janitor. 

It is evident that the difficulty of keeping school buildings 
clean is considerable, but perhaps it is not greater in propor- 
tion to the number of occupants than the difficulty of securing 
cleanliness in other publie buildings or in private houses. At 
any rate, the fact that work is necessary to produce satisfac- 
tory results should not deprive our pupils and their teachers 
of wholesome and attractive school homes. The ideal janitor 
is the natural enemy of dirt and disorder, and so does not need 
specific rules for his guidance. Iam happy to say that a num- 
ber of our buildings are in such hands. But a detailed state- 
ment of the condition in which our schoolhouses are to be kept 
might be of service to those of our janitors who are less gifted 
in perceiving what a proper discharge of their duties requires. 
The rules recently adopted iu the city of Springfield do not 
seem too exacting. They require the janitors “to mop the 
floors of the schoolrooms, halls, and corridors once a month 
during the school terms and thoroughly scrub the same four 
times a year during vacations.” No less care should be required 
to keep the wood-work, the windows, and the furniture free 
from dust and dirt, and to keep the basements and the schoo| 
premises free from unsightly accumulations and offensive 
smells. ‘The sweeping and mopping of the schoolrooms can- 
not well be done while the schoo] is in session, but there is no 
good reason why the mopping of the halls, the washing of the 
woodwork, and the general cleaning of the premises cannot go 
on during school hours. It is by no means clear that itis more 
laborious to keep a schoolhouse clean by the liberal use of 
water than by the exclusive use of the broom. But even if it 
is, the end seems to justify the means. “Itisa matter of com- 
mon knowledge that the sweeping of floors instead of removing 
the dust from them causes it to rise and pollute the air, and 
thus to become one of the worst foes to health.” There should 
be no question that the janitor is answerable to the Principal 
for his work as well as to the Superintendent. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


By far the most gratifying and important fact relating tothe 
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public schools of this city during the year just closed was the 
action of the City Council providing for the enlargement and 
construction of schoolhouses : 


1. The enlargement of the brick Training School on Orchard 
Street, making it an eiglit-room building instead of a four- 
room building. 


2. A new eight-room brick building at the corner of Elizabeth 
and llenry Streets, in place of the old wooden four-room 
building. 


3. A new eight-room brick building at Russell’s, in place of 
the old wooden four-room building. 


4. A new six-room brick building at the corner of West and 
John streets, in place of the old wooden two-room building, 


9. Anew brick High School to aeecmmodate 600 pupils and 
located on Second Street east of the Common, in place of 
the brick building on the site of the Medical College on 
South Street, accommodating 225 pupils and burned 
March 6, 1895. 


It is equally gratifying and important that such of this work 
as is not already available for school purposes is well under 
way and will at no distant day be in actual use. When it is 
completed it should mean: 


1. The addition of 25 ordinary schoolrooms, or their equiva- 
lent, to the seating capacity of our school system; in other 
words, an addition of 25 per cent to the school accommo- 
dations of the city. 


2. The occupancy of 41 vez sehoolrooms, or their equivalent, 
nearly all of which will be attraetive, convenient, well 
ventilated, well lighted, and conducive to the comfort and 
highest working power of both teachers and pupils, to- 
gether with well arranged and commodious halls, store 
rooms, teachers’ rooms, and basement playrooms for the 
use of the pupils in severe or stormy weather; in other 
words, conditions and surroundings most favorable to the 
development and improvement of 40 per cent of the num- 
ber of pupils now in our public schools. 
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Healthful, clean, and convenient sanitary accommodations 
for 20 per cent of the pupils in our schools, in the place of 
the unsanitary and in every way unwholesome and offen- 
sive conditions to which they were subjected. 


The abandonment of 12 schoolrooms, nearly all of which 
were in essential respects unsuitable, 


Relief from the general and serious overcrowding which 
was unavoidable and in many ways detrimental to the 
health and the progress of the pupils. 


Accommodations for several kindergartens in connection 
with our schools, which have for some time been recog- 
nized as desirable, but for which there has been no room 
available. . 


Quarters available for instruction in Manual Training 
which is generally recognized as a desirable addition to 
the public school system and which is now compulsory in 
this State in cities of this size. 


Accommodations for High School work—laboratories, 
rooms for special purposes, special apparatus and appli- 
ances—far superior to those furnished in the old High 
School building and permitting a breadth and excellence 
of instruction impossible under former conditions. 


A High School hall adapted to the daily needs of the 
school, and available for teachers’ meetings, conventions, 
and similar gatherings and occasions for which it has 
heretofore been necessary to hire rooms unsatisfactory 
and expensive. 


10. Attractive and well arranged school premises and ap- 


proaches in place of the barren and neglected schoo, 
grounds to which we have been accustomed. 


11. A distinct and welcome improvement in the general at- 


tractiveness of the sections of the city in which the new 
school buildings are located, which can not fail to increase 
the general credit and attractiveness of the city, the value 
of property, and the regard of all our citizens for the 
municipality in which it is theit good fortune to reside. 
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I perceive that to those having no special interest in cur 
schools and no practical acquaintance with their needs, their 
workings, and the adverse conditions under which the instruc- 
tion has for some time been given not only in the old buildings 
now replaced but in the other well appointed but overcrowded 
buildings of the city, the above enumeration may seem to pro- 
ceed from undue enthusiasm. But viewed from my own 
standpoint and from the position of the teachers and pupils, 
whose work in tne schools is as serious and as exhausting as 
that of the mother in the household or the day laborer at his 
task or the business man in his oftice, the enlargement and 
construction of these schoolhouses is as serious, as important, 
and as much an occasion for congratulation as the building of 
a new home, the construction of a new factory, or the erection 
of a new business block. It is not for me to say whether the 
city was financially justified in incurring an expense of $250,- 
000 or $300,000 for this improvement of its schoolhouses. But 
it is perfectly clear to me that educationally the provision 
that has been made was not only justified but so urgent that a 
distinct and irretrievable loss to the children was unavoidable 
until the needed accommodations were provided. The com- 
pletion of these buildings will leave the old wooden structure 
occupied by the Orchard Street School as the only important 
schoolhouse in the city unfit for use. It would seem a waste 
of money to repair it, and a new eight.room building similar 
to those at Russell’s and Elizabeth Street should take its place 
ant the earliest practicable day. 


STORAGE. 


In the basements and attics and other out-of the-way places 
in and about the schools there is considerable furniture and 
other school property not in use. Most of this is supposed 
to be worn out and worthless. Some of it is injured so as to 
be unserviceable in its present condition, but might be repaired 
or combined with other fragments and thus become of value. 
Some of it is has ceased to be of service in the particular school 
in which it was used, and has not happened to be needed else- 
where. In a general way, such use has been made of these 
“attic treasures " as seemed practicable and not out of propor. 
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tion to the trouble of collecting them and putting them in 
order. But they would have been much more available 
if they could have been together in some one place and could 
have been examined and selected and combined as opportuni- 
ties for their use occurred. There will be much more such 
property to take care of and utilize to the best advantage when 
the new school buildings are occupied. 

Heretofore the school earpenter has used the basement of 
the Orchard Street School for a workshop, and that and the 
semi-cellar of the Training School for such storage as they 
permitted. But the enlargement of the Training School 
makes it impracticable for the janitor of those schools longer 
to do the repairing and general carpentering required, and 
there is no reason why the Orchard Street buildings should 
continue to be the center of this work. It would seem desira- 
ble to bring together in some one place all the unused school 
property to which I have referred, and to make that place the 
headquarters for school repairs so far as they have any rela- 
tion to the use of these materials. This arrangement would 
be advantageous whether the work is done by a special school 
carpenter or by others, and would free the school buildings 
from what in its present state is not much better than rub- 
bish. It would seem well to devote one of the abandoned 
schoolhouses, or one of those to be abandoned, to this use. If 
the old Silver Lake building is not needed for any moreimpor- 
tanc purpose, it could be made outwardly respectable at small 
expense, and do the city good service in this way until the 
site is needed for the erection of a new schoolhouse, or for other 
purposes. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


The fact that our expense per pupil for the year just closed 
was 66 cents lower than for the previous year on the basis of 
the average number belonging, taken in connection with the 
low position which Pittsfield holds among the cities of the 
State in such ‘expenditures, and the exceptional expenses re- 
sulting from the burning of the High School, may prepare the 
way for the statement that some of our school books are in 
poor condition. We can hardly avoid unusual expenditures 
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for school books during the year. It should also be remem- 
bered that a part of the text-books and reference books 
destroyed with the High School have not yet been replaced, 
and that our supply of reference books, teachers’ helps, sup- 
plementary readers, maps and similar material and appliances 
is very limited. To withhold from teachers and pupils really 
helpful books and materials is, of course, to eripple their power 
to do that for which our schools are maintained. At the 
opening of the fall term the language book previously in use 
in the fourth and fifth years was exchanged for a new book 
and we practically arranged to make a similar exchange as 
soon as the book intended for the sixth, seventh and eighth 
years was revised to remedy certain defects which seemed to 
us serious enough to debar its use, notwithstanding the good 
qualities which the book possesses. It was expected that this 
revision would be made without delay, but the book has only 
just been issued in the amended form. It will probably be 
put into the hands of our pupils in a few. days. 


IV. 
ATTENDANCE. 


While the attendance for the year has been marked by un- 
usual irregularities, it was in several respects better than in the 
preceding year. The exceptionally severe and stormy weather 
of Feb. 6th and Feb. 8th prevented any general attendance on 
those days and many of the sehools were closed. — The irregu 
larity was so great that the teachers were instructed to exclude 
the two days from their reports, further than to indicate on 
their registers whether the school was open and the number 
who came to the school building. The burning of the High 
School, March 6, prevented any further sessions until the close 
of the term. Owing to delay in finishing the temporary 
quarters in the West Dlock, aud on aecount of the possible 
dampness of the new work there, the school convened at the 
Center School on Monday, April 1, the first day of the spring 
vacation, and the next week occupied its new rooms on West 
Street. All but four days of the time lost was made up by 
Saturday sessions, Under these interruptions, and consider- 
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ing the strain of attending on nearly every week day of the 
spring term, it is very creditable to the High School that its 
record shows a higher per cent. of attendance and fewer days 
of absence than for the preceding year. I had hoped that the 
record of tardiness would be correspondingly improved. In- 
stead of that, the school contributed to our tardiness account a 
still larger number than for the preceding year. As the num- 
ber for either year is entirely out of proportion to the size of 
the school, itis to be hoped that our High School pupils will 
make the new year an occasion of conspicuous improvement in 
this respect. The enlargement of the Training School building 
deprived the pupils of that school of seven weeks of instruction 
in the fall term, and of course made a serious break in the 
work of the year. When the school was opened two new 
rooms were occupied by the pupils. In exhibiting the attend- 
ance the numbers given are for the periods during which the 
rooms were open. The same is true of the new room opened at 
Morningside and of the Sykes School, which was closed during 
the fall term. 

In view of the very small attendance at the Sykes School, 
the Committee decided to discontinue it and transport the 
pupils to the Holmes School for the present year. Another 
consideration in favor of this arrangement was the difficulty of 
securing a suitable teacher and maintaining interest in a school 
so small. There is certainly no reason why the pupils in the 
remotest section of the city should not háve the same advan- 
tages as those at the center of population so far as this is 
possible. But it must be remembered that there are practical 
difficulties in realizing this ideal. By uniting the attendance 
at the Sykes and Holmes schools it was felt that the pupils of 
the Sykes school would receive better instruction than other- 
wise, and that the pupils of both schools would share in the 
increased interest arising from larger numbers. In point of 
fact, the distance that the pupils accustomed to attend the 
Sykes School have to travel to reach the IIolmes School, is not 
greater than the distance traveled by some of those belonging 
in the Holmes district, or by pupils in some other [arts of the 
city. It was, however, deemed proper to provide transporta- 
tion, and an arrangement was made with Mr. A. P. Sykes to 
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convey the pupils to and from school with due provision for 
their convenience and comfort. I am confident that this plan 
has given the pupils of the Sykes School better advantages 
than they have had heretofore, and better than we can hope to 
provide for them in their own neighborhood. Some of the 
residents of that section, however, felt that their children were 
too much exposed by the daily trips, and about two weeks 
before the close of the fall term ceased to send them. They 
have also petitioned for the reopening of the Sykes School. 

The crowded condition of the schools have made it necessary 
to give more heed to district lines than heretofore in some 
sections of the city. Ido not know that it has required the 
sending of pupils out of the districts within which they 
reside but it has been necessary to ask some to leave 
the schools which they had been accustomed to attend, and 
attend the schools to which the district lines allotted them. 
The construction of the new school buildings will doubtless 
necessitate some revision of school boundaries, but the fact 
that those whose place of attendance is changed will in most 
cases go to a new and better building may perhaps make such 
changes less unwelcome than they would otherwise be. 

The accompanying table exhibits in detail the attendance 
and related facts for each schoolroom in the city, the totals for 
each school separate summaries for schools having more than 
one room and those having only one room, and the totals of the 
various items for the entire city. As compared with the cor- 
responding table for the preceding year, there was an increase 
of 115 in the enrollment, an increase of 160 in the average 
membership, an increase of 150 in the average attendance, and 
an increase of .03 in the per cent. of attendance. While this 
increase in the per cent. of attendance is very slight, it isin the 
right direction. This per ceni. is better than that for any 
year since 1881, one year e«cepted, and I do not know that it 
is is less favorable than for any year previous to that time, 
The table shows a decrease in the number of pupils under 5 
and over 15 years of age, and a marked increase in the number 
between 5 and 15. The decrease of 117 in the number of cases 
of corporal punishment is very gratifying, and it is to be hoped 
that the record for the coming year may be still more so. 
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While the number of days absence was 1167 greater than for 
the preceding year, it was still 2085 less than for the year 1893, 
and 1024 less than the increase to have been expected from the 
increase in attendance. The increase in the number of cases of 
tardiness was 499 more than the increase of attendance justi- 
fied. There was also a small decrease in the number perfect 
in attendance and punctuality. According to the reports of 
the teachers, there was an increase of 21 in the number 
of cases of truancy. According to report of the Truant 
Officer, to which your attention is invited for further de- 
tails, the number of cases of truancy was 103 less than 
for the preceding year, and the number of truants was 26 less. 
The discrepancy is accounted for by the fact that the report of 
the Truant Officer is based on the result of his own investiga- 
tions made after the alleged truants are reported to him by 
the teachers. 

All things considered, the record for the year is very satis- 
factory. The severe weather of the winter months greatly 
injured the attendance in the outlying schools and in the 
primary grades, the month of February showing an attendance 
considerably lower than that for any other month. During 
the fall term there has been a manifest effort of the pupils 
throughout: the city to better their attendance, and a generous 
rivalry between the different schools and the different rooms 
of the same school. I respectiully ask your attention and 
that of all interested in our schools to the exhibits contained 
in the table and a comparison of the various items with those 
for the preceding year. I also bespeak the co-operation of the 
Committee, the parents, the teachers, and the pupils in an ear- 
nest effort to make the year upon which we are now entering 
a great improvement in attendance, punctuality and educational 
value upon any previous year. With our increased familiarity 
with the details of administration and plans of work, with the 
new buildings which the city is so liberally providing, and in 
the absence of providential hindrances, I believe such an im- 
provement is within our reach. I believe that teachers and 
pupils are ready to do their best to this end, and are entering 
upon the new year with high hopes and earnest purposes. 
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INTERRUPTIONS ON ACCOUNT OF WEATHER. 


l While it is important that the school sessions should not be 
interrupted for insufficient reasons, the exigencies of heating 
and extreme weather, or other emergeucies sometimes make 
the modiflcation or omission of the sessions unavoidable. To 
assist the teachers in determining what to do in such cases, I 
have included in one or two circular letters such suggestions 
as seemed likely to be helpful in protecting the health of the 
pupils, and at the same time avoiding needless interruptions 
of the school sessions. The following circular letter embodies 
the instructions that have been given concerning this matter, 


PITTSFIELD, January 9, 1896. 


To THE TEACHERS OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS:— 


The following suggestions are intended to prevent any possible 
misunderstanding as to the course you are expected to pursue in ex- 
treme weather, in case of the failure of the heating apparatus, or in 
other emergencies. 

The Regulations of the School Committee, page 17, section 28, 
provide as follows:— 

“ Teachers shall not dismiss school before the regular hour, with- 
out permission from the Superintendent, except in cases of emer- 
gency, when they shall make immediate report to the Superinten- 
dent.” 

The Superintendent’s circular letter to the teachers Feb. 8, 1895, 
contained the following suggestions and advice :— 

* In severe weather pupils should be admitted to the building as 
soon as a teacher arrives. 

The occurrence of a severe storm at the time when pupils are 
usually dismissed should be regarded as an “emergency " (Rules and 
Regulations, page 17, section 28), and in such a case Principals should 
modify the time of dismissal if they deem it necessary. If the morn- 
ing session is extended to 1 p. m., the pupils should be credited with 
attendance for the afternoon. The sessions should not be interrup- 
ted in doubtful cases, and all modifications of the sessions should be 
reported as the rules provide." 

Pupils should not be required to remain in a room so cold as to 
endanger their health. If it is evident that the room can not by 
proper attention to the heating apparatus be made sufliciently warm 
to allow the pupils to remain, and there is no other room in the 
building to which they can be transferred, they should be sent home 
until the difficulty can be remedied. If the condition of the room is 
the result of neglect and is likely within a reasonable time to im- 
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prove 80 that the pupils can go on with their work, they should be 
allowed a recess or given some form of instruction not requiring them 
to remain in their seats until the regular program of exercises can be 
resumed. If other rooms in the building are sufficiently warm for 
use, pupils should be transferred to those rooms as far as possible 
and the session continued, even though some inconvenience is ex- 
perienced. 

In all cases of interruption to the sessions on account of emer- 
gencies, the Superintendent should be notified of the facts and the 
reasons therefor without delay.

INSTRUCTION. 


The instruction of the year has followed the lines indicated 
and explained in last year’s report. Following those lines, 
my effort has been to make as clear and definite as I could the 
points upon which more detailed outlines seemed desirable 
and likely to be helpful to the teachers. In this work I have 
followed the plan of last year, and have sought and received 
the co-operation of the teachers of the grades for which the 
outline was prepared. By this means the most valuable ideas 
and methods of each teacher are to a large extent made helpful 
to each of her fellow teachers, so that in a measure every 
teacher has at her disposal the advice and assistance of all. 
In this way, and with some plans and methods taken from 
elsewhere, I have prepared and put into the hands of our 
teachers during the last two years the following

9. A printed course of study for general information and cul- 
ture, devoted largely to the study of nature and the occu- 
pations and careers of men, and including elementary 
American history for the pupils of the fifth year, physio- 
logy as a special study for the pupils of the sixth year, 
and the elements of civil government for the pupils of the 
seventh year (1894, 17 pages). 


10. A mimeograph pamphlet containing a general outline of 
plans and methods, detailed outlines for special topies and 
facts thought to be helpful in teaching the information 
and culture work of the first year (1895, 34 pages). 


11. A mimeograph pamphlet containing outlines and helps for 
teaching the information and culture work of the second 
year (1895, 33 pages). 


12. À mimeograph pamphlet containing outlines and helps for 
the information and culture work of the third year (1895, 
24 pages). 

13. A printed course of study in language, containing outlines 
of methods and work for the first, second and third years, 
to be completed for the other grades as soon as practicable 
(1896, 12 pages). 
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14. A mimeograph pamphlet containing a list of the different 
words used in the standard first readers, arranged accord- 
ing to the pages where they first occur, and according to 
the sounds which they contain. 

This list is believed to furnish a reliable and definite index 
to many of the problems involved in teaching reading, 
spelling, language, pronunciation and to some extent writ- 
ing, to the pupils of the first and second grades, and it is 
hoped that it will prove helpful in the effort that we are 
making to harmonize and co-ordinate the work in these 
different phases of language study. It has been given to 
the teachers of the first, second and third year pupils, 
although it is hoped that the pupils of the third year may 
in due time be able to use a similar list of the additional 
words found in the standard second readers. Three 
successive pamphlets or editions of this list have been 
prepared and put into the hands of the teachers, the last 
of which was completed during the fall term of 1895, and 
contains 48 pages. 


I have every reason to believe that the time and energy ex- 
pended by the teachers and myself in the preparation of these 
three hundred and more pages of mimeograph work, in addi- 
tion to the printed courses of study, have been profitably em- 
ployed. They have given the teachers clearer ideas of the 
detailed methods to be used, and the facts to be presented 
to the pupils in the several studies. They have done much to 
unify the work of the schools. They have encouraged the 
spirit of co-operation among the teachers. They have also 
on the one hand led to thoughtful preparation of the special 
topics assigned on the part of each teacher, and on the other 
hand enabled the teachers to devote to a larger study of their 
work much time that would otherwise have been required for 
a narrower and less thorough preparation. 


OTHER MEANS OF BETTERING INSTRUCTION. 


In addition to the preparation of outlines and helps for the 
use of the teachers, various other means of improving the in- 
struction given and the general condition of the schools have 
been einployed. A number of general and grade meetings 
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have been held for such general and special ends as circum- 


stances have seemed to require and other duties have per- 
mitted. 


May 2, Mrs. H. M, Plunkett spoke to the teachers concern. 
ing the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York city and 
the ways and means of making its collections available for their 
work. Her address was full of pertinent suggestions and 
aroused much interest. 

May 20, Prof. Frederick W. Staebner of the Westfield Nor- 
mal school gave a very interesting talk on the study of plants. 

December 13, Mrs. Hallock, one of the speakers in the em- 
ploy of the State Board of Education, addressed the teachers 
of the four lower grades on * Health Lessons and Health 
Training.” | 

Among the other special opportunities of the year may be 
mentioned the exercises of the Berkshire County Teachers’ 
Association, especially the notable addresses by Ilon. Frank 
A. Hill, Secretary of the State Board of Education, and Presi- 
dent G. Stanley Hall of Clark University ; the lecture by Miss 
Laura Fisher of Boston, on *Mother Plays and Nursery 
Songs;" and the address of President Merrill E. Gates of 
Amherst college, at the graduating exercises of the High 
School. 

Early in the year, a number of the teachers formed a class 
for the study of minerals, under the instruction of Professor 
Staebner. The lessons continued through the winter and 
were both interesting and profitable. A similar class was 
formed for the study of plants during the spring term, under 
the same instruction and with equally satisfactory results. At 
the close of the series of lessons, the members of the class en- 
joyed a picnic excursion to Icy Glen. In connection with my 
visits to the schools, I have endeavored to discover as far as 
possible the weaknesses of the work, and contribute as 
much as possible to the interest and progress of the pupils. 
I have given special written tests in Arithmetic to the pupils 
of the High School, and the ninth grade of the grammar schools, 
and in dictation to the lower grades. These have been very 
helpful in estimating the progress and needs of the pupils, and, 
I hope, not altogether useless in suggesting to them and their 
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teachers some of the points to which special attention may 
well be given. I hope to make more use of such tests during 
the coming year. 

I believe that most of our teachers feel themselves better 
qualified for their work than they were a year ago. Here und 
there we may have teachers who are not alive to the impor- 
tance of their work, who have not felt the necessity of keep- 
ing abreast of the times, who are not well equipped with the 
knowledge of facts and of methods essential to success, who 
have failed to realize that the incapacity of pupils is not of 
necessity the only explanation for the general standstill of a 
class, who have not yet grasped the meaning of *line upon 
line and precept upon precept," who underestimate the gap 
between expectation and realization in the results of their ef- 
forts, or who find ıt hard to base promotions on what their 
pupils actua'ly know and can do instead of what they ougbt to 
know and do. It would be strange if none of these weak- 
nesses should exist iu our teaching force; but, I believe that 
we have few, if any, teachers who would not strive earnestly 
to remedy any of these defects of which they were conscious. 


THE COURSE OF STUDY. 


In its general aims and methods, the course of study has re- 
mained essentially as outlined in' my last report. In specify- 
ing the detailed instruction to be given in each branch, I have 
tried to make the work vital and practical, to avoid needless 
technicalities and make the approach to the desired results 
simple and direct; to accustom the pupils to use their own 
eyes and brains instead of depending on rules and formulas ; 
to secure permanence of results through vivid impressions 
rather than wearisome iterations, and, in general to make the 
pupils independent investigators and thinkers rather than 
helpless followers of the investigations and judgments of 


ethers. 
In my last report I expressed the belief that the main difi- 


culty with elementary language work lies in not requiring the pupils 
to practice what they learn. Perhaps there is no good reason for 
confining the remark to primary and intermediate grades. I 
think that our teachers have been making a special effort to 
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strengthen this work during the past year and that visible 
progress has been made. But there is stlll plenty of room for 
improvement. Perhaps the tendency in recent years has been 
to underrate the importance of a definite knowledge of the un- 
changing facts and laws of language, and to depend too largely 
upon practice without theory instead of practice with theory. 
The old methods depended too much upon theory without 
practice ; but, if ever a pupil went far enough to become his 
own teacher, he was likely to have foundations upon which he 
could build with safety. The ideal instruction, of course, com- 
bines the teaching of the essential facts and laws as the basis 
of correct practice with careful and sufficient practice to con- 
vert the knowledge of facts and laws into the habitual appli- 
eation of them. 

In specifying the work of the lower grades, I have aimed to 
give the younger pupils a wider acquaintance with the funda- 
mental facts and underlying laws of language than has been 
generally attempted. But I have not tried to do this by the 
use of rules and names. It has been rather by going back as 
far as possible to the conditions that prevailed before rules and 
technical names had been invented, and bringing the pupils 
face to face with and the separate individual truths which the 
rules and technicalities were intended to express in general- 
ized forms. There seems to be no reason, for instance, why a 
pupil in the lower grades cannot comprehend and apply such 
simple ideas as the following, provided they are presented to 
him simply and directly: 


One or more than one. 

The speaker, the person spoken to, the person or thing 
spoken of. 

Male and female. 
. More and most. 

Less and least. 

Present, past and future. 

Actions continuing and actions completed. - 

The doer and the thing done. 

Agreement of related words in number and general meaning. 

The number forms of such words as man, men ; box, boxes ; 
this, these. 
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The degree forms of such words as good, better, best ; 
little, less, least. 

The time forms of such words as see, saw, seeing, seen; do, 
did, doing, done. 

In the sixth, seventh and eighth grades, the language work 
has probably suffered somewhat from the use of two books 
not altogether well proportioned, at least in the relation in 
which they stood. The difficulty might have been partially 
remedied by selecting the work from the two, so as to use the 
most desirable parts of each. But it seemed more advan. 
tageous both educationally and financially to use a single book 
in place of the two, and such a book was selected subject to 
certain emendations, most of which have now been made. 
The corresponding elementary book has been in use in the 
fourth and fifth grades since September. When the new out- 
line has been long enough in use to have its effect upon the 
work, I shall expect better results than we can at present show. 

In view of what is said elsewhere, and of the extended dis- 
cussion of this subject in my last report, it is hardly necessary 
to add further details respecting it. I have been much 
gratified by the testimony of many of our teachers that 
the classes coming to them at the beginning of the present 
school year were better informed and better trained than the 
preceding classes. It has also been an encouragement to have 
them in reporting their visits to the schools of other places say 
that we do not altogether suffer by the comparison. Being 
aware of some if not all of our weaknesses and defects, we may 
hope to remedy many of them in due time. I believe that our 
growth toward better things is sure, though like other sub- 
stantial growth it cannot be sudden. Some of our failures will 
be remedied, I trust, by better plans of work. Some must 
come by better doing. I think we have been too lax in per- 
mitting unsatisfactory or incomplete work to reap the reward 
that should be reserved for that which is satisfactory and 
complete. But, on the other hand, it should be remembered 
that there is some justice in modifying our present standards 
by what has been required in the past. 
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WORKS OF ART FOR THE SCHOOLS. 


The desirability of making schoolrooms attractive has long 
been recognized, and most schoolrooms have on their walls 
pietures and other decorations of moreorless value, according 
to the ability of the donors and the standard of taste pre- 
vailing in the school. While all of these evidences of a re- 
gard for better things are to be respected forj the mo- 
tive that has prompted them, the results sometimes show the 
importance of art education. The indiscriminate use of cheap 
mottoes, clippings from illustrated newspapers, drawing 
exercises, advertising cards, posters and the like for wall 
decorations is to be commended only as an evidence of 
good intentions. So far as the appearance of the room 
is concerned, bare walls are to be preferred. Iam glad that 
very little of this sort of decoration is to be found in Pittsfield, 
and that any that may exist is not of recent date. On the con- 
trary, some of our schoolrooms are fairly supplied with reason- 
ably good pictures, and there is a desire on the part of teachers 
and pupils for more and better works of art in our schools. 
During the past year we have added to our desirable pictures, 
“The Court of the Lions in the Alhambra” at the Center 
School, * The Tiber and the Church of St. Peter at Rome” in 
the Orchard Street School, and a copy of the “Sistine Mother 
and Child” at the Pontoosuc School. There was also placed 
in the Linden Street School a cast of “The Winged Victory.” 
These were procured by the efforts of the teachers and pupils, 
and plans are on foot for other acquisitions of the same sort. 
The beautiful gift to the Pontoosuc school was in memory of 
Miss Kelly, the late Principal, and was largely due to the gen- 
erosity of the patrons of that school. 

I have encouraged the desire for works of art of a higher 
order, not merely for the sake of having the schoolrooms more 
attractive, but because it is a very effective means of refining 
and elevating the character, the taste and the manners of the 
pupils. More than this, each child has an influence in the 
home and in the community, and in due time this influence 
will determine the character of the city. This view of the 
matter would seem to justify some expenditure for this pur- 
pose from the annual appropriation. The teaching of draw- 
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ing and musie in our schools and the expenditure for music 
and decorations as a feature of graduation exercises must 
be justifled largely on the same grounds. In view of the gen- 
eral interest shown by our teachers and pupils in maintaining a 
good record of attendance, I believe that a small appropriation 
for desirable pictures to be distributed to the schools and school- 
rooms making the best attendance records for each month or 
for the entire.year would be one of the best possible educa- 
tional investments of the small amount required. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATING EXERCISES. 


The graduating exercises of the grammar schools were held 
at the several school buildings, as in the years preceding 1894. 
There was a good attendance of the patrons and others inter- 
ested, and the occasion formed a pleasant close to the labors of 
the year. Inall of theschool:, except at Orchard street where a 
miscellaneous program was given, the exercises were based on 
the ninth year work in the geography of history and literature. 
They thus served to increase the knowledge of the pupils re- 
specting the characters and events included in the outline fol- 
lowed in that study, and made the preparation of the closing 
exercises no less profitable than the ordinary recitations. As 
the nature of the study permitted exercises very similar to 
the ordinary sehool work, the occasion also served to give 
those present an idea of theaims of this work and the methods 
emploved. The general interest. manifested by the patrons 
and their approval of the exercises were very gratifying. As 
an indication of the nature of this study and as a part of the 
year's record, the programs followed at the several schools, 
together with the names of the pupils receiving certificates, 
are given herewith.

THE KINDERGARTEN. 


It is to be hoped that the present year will see the introduc- 
tion of the kindergarten as a recognized feature of our school 
system. The lack of room, which has heretofore made this 
next to an impossibility, can hardly stand in the way of two or 
three kindergartens when the new schoolhouses are completed; 
and, if we are to have them af all in the new buildings, the 
furniture for these buildings should be purchased with this in 
view. As to the value and place of the kindergarten in our 
school system, I may perhaps be pardoned for repeating here 
the following extract from a communication to one of the local 
papers on behalf of the free kindergarten now conducted at 
the rooms of the Home Work by the Pittsfield Kindergarten 
Association. 


= ©The kindergarten has already been established in this 
country as a profitable educational agency, and its spirit has 
permeated the educational system of the country to such an 
extent that to ignore it is to confess ourselves behind the 
times. 

« Without attempting to enumerate the educational merits 
of the kindergarten, I may mention the following reasons for 
making it a part of our educational system: 

“1. Its work and its methods are in harmony with the in- 
clinations of young children so that learning is a pleasure to 
them. 
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«2. Its requirements are so simple and so carefully adapicd 
to the powers of the children that it leads easily and logically 
from the freedom of home to the restraints and the tasks of the 
school. 

“3. It concerns itself with things and with actions rather 
than with books, and so habituates the child to the use of his 
own powers, to his own thinking, and to his own doing, rather 
than to the passive acceptance of the thinking and doing of 
others. This develops originality and independence and tends 
to make the child's mind a fountain of thought, rather than a 
cistern of thought. The preponderance of authority over in- 
vestigation is one of the weaknesses of existing educational 
methods, and the kindergarten is one of the best correctives of 
this tendency. 

“4, The work of the kindergarten is so planned that its 
moral teachings are prominent and its moral power is pecu- 
liarly strong and enduring. This makes it a desirable founda- 
tion for later educational work, all of which is or should be 
directed to the formation of good character as its highest aim, 

“The above seem to me sufficient reasons for making the 
kindergarten the foundation of educational work and for 
directing the primary and later studies of our children in 
accordance with its spirit. I am, therefore, heartily in favor 
of making it a part of our educational system as soon as cir- 
cumstances permit, and in the meantime, of giving it all the 
encouragement in our power." 

The course of study in our primary schools is, I think, in 
accord with the kindergarten spirit, or at least capable of being 
easily made so. A year of kindergarten work preceding the 
present primary course would enable pupils to do better work 
in the primary grades and, as a consequence, throughout the 
entire school course. It is not impossible that in due time the 
introduction of the kindergarten might enable our pupils to 
enter the High School after an eight years' course with as good 
preparation as they now receive with a nine years’ course. If 
this is not the case, there can be no doubt that they would 
be greatly helped in securing an education in all respects more 
perfect than can be given without the kindergarten prepara- 
tion. In saying this, and while entirely in favor of the kinder- 
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garten in what I believe to be its proper place in a system of 
public schools, I can see that the zeal of its advocates and 
instructors might lead them to ask for it too much of the time 
and energy now given to the primary course. I havenodoubt 
that the experience of other places and that which we might 
gain in a year or two would determine whether the kinder- 
garten period ought to encroach upon the period now covered 
by primary work. My present impression is that it should not, 
and 1 would prefer to begin our kindergarten work with the 
understanding that it is to end at the time when our pupils 
now enter the primary school. 


MANUAL TRAINING, 


The fact that provision for manual training is being made in 
the new High School building seems to render any other effort 
to comply with the law affecting cities of over 20,000 inhabitants 
useless, or at least inadvisable. It is doubtful if any provision 
could be made that would be satisfac'ory in the present state 
of our school accommodations, and to make an unsatisfactory 
beginning would be likely to do more harm than good. It 
should be borne in mind, however, that the time has come 
when this modern feature of education can no longer be ig- 
nored, and we should be alive to the importance of making 
this new work as valuable as possible to our pupils. We 
should aim, I think, to bring it into as close relationship as 
praticable with existing studies and at the same time avoid 
sacrificing it for their sake. It should be frankly recognized 
as a branch of work, have its own time and place, share fairly 
with other subjects in expenditures for equipment, instruction 
and supplies, and like other subjects be held accountable for 
its share in the fitting of our pupils for thelives they are likely 
tolead. We shall, of course, find experience as good a teacher 
in this as in other things. ‘The great essentials are: (1)a 
suitable place for the instruction to be given ; (2) a thoroughly 
capable instruetor, who has a training broad enough to see that 
his work is a means and not an end and who will strive to har- 
monize his department with our other school work instead of de- 
manding a clear right of way; (3) a well selected equipment ; 
and, (4) such modifications or rearrangements of our other 
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school work as may be necessary in order to preserve our 
courses of study as a consistent whole. 

Above all, it should be remembered that manual training is 
not intended to graduate carpenters, blacksmiths, shoemakers, 
machinists, or other special workmen, any more than our ordi- 
nary school training is expected to graduate doctors, lawyers, 
preachers, editors or teachers. The last annual report of the 
Springfield Board of Education emphasizes this point as 
follows: 

“<‘Manual’ training is a misnomer. Manumental training 
would be more expressive. The object of this school is not to 
fit boys for mechanical pursuits as such, although here is an ex- 
cellent opportunity for them to learn something of their natural 
tastes and tendencies, something of the dignity which attaches to 
mechanical skill, a chance to lay the foundation for a subse- 
quent career of independence and usefulness ; but its object is 
rather to educate and develop certain mental faculties which 
the ordinary course of study does not reach. There is no kind 
of skilful work done by human muscle that is purely mechani- 
eal. The mind is partner in all the body does. Mind directs 
and controls the muscles and gives them additional energy 
and power. ‘Sweat of the brow’ means ‘sweat of the brain,’ 
and accuracy of the hand means accuracy of the mind.” 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


During the winter term, evening schools were maintained at 
Pontoosuc, Russells, Morningside and Stearnsville, and an 
evening drawing school at Fenn street. The evening drawing 
school and the schools at Russell’s and Stearnsville were re- 
opened Nov. 25, the evening drawing school being held on each 
Monday evening and the others on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thurs- 
days and Fridays. The drawing school was opened for free- 
hand as well as mechanical drawing, and the larger attendance 
seems to indicate a demand for such instruction. Very likely 
the school for mechanical drawing maintained by the Young 
Men's Christian Association attracts many who would other. 
wise attend our school. It might increase the interest in this 
school if its sessions were held four evenings a week, 
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The whole number of pupils enrolled in the evening schools, 
not including the drawing schools, was 69 less than for the 
preceding year; the average number belonging was 25 less; 
the average attendance was 11 less; while the attendance as 
compared with the average number belonging was 5 per cent. 
higher. These figures indicate that although the schools were 
somewhat smaller, the attendance was more regular. None 
were encouraged to continue after it was manifest that their 
purpose was foreign to the objects for which the schools are 
maintained. It is far better that a small number shall receive 
real instruction than that a large number shall use the rooms 
merely as convenient places in which to amuse themselves 
during the winter evenings at the expense of the teachers and 
the studious pupils. For further details you are respectfully 
referred to the special reports of the principals. 


THE HIGII SCHOOL. 


There is but little to add to what has been said in relation 
to the experiences of the High School during the past year, 
and perhaps equally little profit in discussing at the present 
time what changes the occupancy of the new building will 
suggest and justify. It is evident that the new conditions and 
the necessity of adjusting the work of the school to them will 
call for much time and thought on the part of the Committee. 
It is desirable, on the one hand, to make such modifications 
as will enable the school to take advantage of its opportuni- 
ties, but, on the other hand, it is not desirable to depart from 
existing plans and methods further than occasion demands. 

The three principal lines along which readjustments are 
needed seem to me to be the following: 

Such attention to the common branches as may be neces- 
sary to remedy existing deficiencies and make the High 
School diploma a guarantee of a sound and sufficient English 
education. 

Such readjustments and provisions as will enable the pupils 
to reap the full benefits of the new building and its equip- 
ment, especially in the study of natural science. 

Such rearrangement of the course of study, such provision 
for instruction, and such equipment as may make manual 
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training not merely an addition to the work of the school, but 
& harmonious and helpful part of the training which the pupils 
receive. 

A higher standard of attainment for admission should be 
adhered to. I use the expression, “adhered to," because 
it seems to me that the deficiencies in the English branches 
to which reference has been made, so far as they are attri- 
butable to the grammar schools, are not more the result of too 
low a theoretical standard than of a failure to insist upon the 
full attainment of the standard adopted. In reference to pro- 
motions, permit me to recall your attention to the suggestions 
contained in my last report. 

The changes in the course of study in the grammar and 
lower grades discussed in my last report have gone far toward 
diminishing the interval between the highest grammar grade 
and the first year of the High School which formerly existed. 
One of the reasons for the difficulty experienced by the pupils 
on entering the High School has been a change in the habit of 
study, but little home study having been customary on the 
partof the grammar school pupils. It is possible that a still 
further effort to lessen this gap should be made by changes in 
the High School course itself. 

The school is under special obligations to the officers and the 
librarian of the Berkshire Atheneum for the use of various 
apparatus of which the school was destitute, but which the 
instruction required. 


THE TRAINING SCHOOL, 


The importance of the Training School to our city school 
System can scarcely be over estimated. It is presumably the 
place where the most approved methods of instruction are 
followed, where the time and efforts of teachers and pupils are 
used to the best advantage, and where the best educational 
results are secured. Its building and equipment should also 
be of the best and it should be cared for in the best manner. It 
should, in fact, be in all respects a model school, and serve asa 
concrete illustration of the highest standard to which we have 
been able to attain, I am glad to believe that the school has made 
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substantial progress toward this ideal during the past year. To 
this progress the enlargement of the Training School building 
has greatly contributed, notwithstanding the time lost by the 
pupils and the imperfections of the building. The rooms are 
no longer crowded beyond their proper capacity. As aresult, 
the teachers are able to give greater attention to the individual 
needs of the pupils, and more satisfactory work is accom- 
plished. It is the testimony of the Principal that unusual 
interest has been manifested, and that the pupils are making 
rapid progress. I may add also that the Principal of the 
Orchard Street Grammar School testifies to the superior 
attainments of the pupils transferred to his building at the 
beginning of the present school year. 

The young ladies who are preparing to teach are no longer 
hindered in their work by the narrow and inconvenient 
quarters which they formerly occupied. The room now de 
voted to the normal work is sutticiently large for the purpose, 
and is capable of being made in all respects satisfactory. Some 
of the necessary furniture has been provided, but like most of 
the other rooms in the building it contains no closets or cases 
for books and other materials used. These conveniences, or 
rather necessities, should be provided as soon as practicable. 
It is true of the Training Class as of the pupils throughout 
the school that the better accommodations have materially 
improved the work done. It is the testimony of the Special 
Instruetor in drawing that although the school has been open 
only eight weeks the class is already in advance of the class of 
last year in the work done under her direction. The work of the 
class would be much facilitated, and the time and energies of 
the pupils expended to much greater advantage, if the school 
could be provided with the books of reference which the work 
of the class requires. It is to be hoped that the appropriation 
for the present year will permit this expenditure. 

The necessity for careful discrimination in admitting candi- 
dates to the Training Class was again emphasized by the exam- 
ination held during the summer vacation. Although the tests 
to which the candidates were subjected were of a very conser- 
vative character, and, although a second trial was granted to 
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several whose first examination was unsatisfactory, only six of 
the applicants were admitted. It is doubtless true that a 
somewhat higher standard should be required for admission to 
the Training Class than for graduation from the High School. 
But this examination indicated that some of the candidates 
were not entitled to either. It is fair to say that some of the 
unsuccessful applicants were graduates of other High Schools 
than our own; but,while this may furnish us some consolation, it 
can hardly save our credit. This is not perhaps the place in which 
to discuss the causes and remedies for such failures. It is evident 
that the lack of knowledge which some of the answers betrayed 
could not all have been acquired in the High School. It 
should, I think, have debarred the candidates from graduation. 
It may be well to add, that with the possible exception of some 
questions in general history, the examinations required for 
admission to the Training School are limited to what 
are known as the “English branches,’ and does 
not include such subjeets as botany, zoology, physies and 
English literature, which are required in some other places. 
At the beginning of the fall term, the teachers of the 'Train- 
ing School were allowed the use of the Common Council cham- 
ber at the City Hall for the week which it was then supposed 
would be sufficient to prepare the Training School for occu- 
pancy, and they were permitted to continue their work there 
for the entire seven weeks of delay. During this time they 
devoted themselves with great zeal and energy to the study 
and development of topics relating to their work and rendered 
much assistance to the Superintendent in the preparation of 
the teachers’ helps for the Primary grades, which have already 
been mentioned. When it became evident that the delay at 
the Training School building was to continue for several weeks, 
the members, of the new Training Class were called together 
and began the regular work of the year. The nearness of the 
City Hall to the Athenzeum permitted the use of its reference 
library, and the help given by its ofticers contributed much to 
the progress of theclass. While the delay was in most respects 
unfortunate, the opportunity which it afforded the Training 
teachers for this work was a distinet advantage to them, and 
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through them to the educational work of the city. It is likely 
that the rapid progress of the pupils of the Training School 
and the Training Class is in part the result of these oppor- 
tunities. 


IN MEMORIAM. 


Margaret F. Murphy died September 16, 1894, 
aged 27 years. 


She was born in this city and graduated at the High School in 
1885, being the valedictorian of her class. In the same year 
she became a teacher in our schools, and was connected with 
the Linden Street School when her health failed. During her 
long illness she was lovingly remembered by those with whom 
she had been associated, and her death caused genuine sorrow 
to those for whom and with whom she had labored. 


M. E. Virginia Kelly died May 18, 1895, 
aged 40 years. 


She was born in Canada and was educated there, being a 
graduate of St. Ann’s College of Montreal. She became a 
teacher in Pittsfield in 1855, and taught in various schools 
until 1889, when she was chosen Principal of the Pontoosuc 
School. This position she held at the time of her death. She 
was devoted to her work and conscientious in the discharge of 
every duty, Nhe was granted a leave of absence in December, 
1894, and spent the winter in Florida, in the hope of staying 
the progress of her disease. During this time she manifested 
continued interest in her pupils, and in April returned to her 
duties with renewed courage and zeal. She was, however, 
soon compelled to give up her work, and lived but a few 
weeks longer. The beautiful memorial of her recently placed 
in her schoolroom by her pupils, her fellow teachers and the 
patrons of the school bears witness to the esteem in which she 
was held by all with whom she was associated. 
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Elizabeth A. Ray died September 16, 1895, 
aged 61 years. 


Miss Ray was born at West Stockbridge, and became a teacher 
in the Pittsfield schools in 1852. In the report of the School 
Committee for 1862, Miss Ray is spoken of as having been 
the teacher in Reed Street for several years, and in the report 
for 1869-70 as the teacher of the Jubilee Hill Primary. Her 
name last appears in the report for 1891 as a teacher in the 
Elizabeth Street School. Although she had not for some 
years been connected with our schools, her unusual term of 
service and the high estimation in which she was held by her 
former associates prompted the expressions of sympathy and 
respect usual upon the death of a teacher in active service. 


Katherine J. Murphy died October 5, 1895, 
aged 23 years. 


She was born in Pittsfield, graduated at the High School in 
1891, and completed the course at the Training School in 1893. 
She became a teacher in the Training School, and had charge 
of the lowest primary room. Although her career as a teacher 
was brief, it was sufficient to manifest her special fitness for 
the work. Her death was a distinct loss to the schools. The 
teachers of the city expressed their esteem for her by a fitting 
testimonial ; and her funeral was attended by a large delega- 
tion of her fellow instructors. 


CONCLUSION, 


The work of the year has been abundant and exacting. But 
the fidelity of the teachers, the earnestness and good will of 
the pupils, the kindly co-operation of the School Committee, 
and the generous response of the City Council to our appeal for 
more and better school accommodations, have made it a year 
of distinct and unusual hopefulness and progress. The past 
two years have been largely devoted to foundation work with 
but little opportunity to show finished results, or to adjust 
the operations of our school system with any special nicety. 
We shall never reach a degree of perfection which does not 
call for improvement. I hope, however, that we are entering 
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upon a period, at least in our primary, intermediate and 
grammar grades, when we may think less of what we ought to 
do, and more of the way in which our work should be done.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 
To THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Dear Sir:—In response to your request, I respectfully sub- 
mit the following report of the condition of the High School, 
for the year ending December, 1895. 

It is unncessary to dwell at length upon the misfortunes of 
the past year. It is also unnecessary to say that the burning 
of our school building, the changes from one building to 
another, and the subsequent making up of lost time, have, to 
some degree, interferred with the attendance, and the efficiency 
of the school. 

Added to these changes and delays, we have been obliged to 
adapt ourselves to inadequate and inconvenient quarters. Our 
rooms are poorly arranged and equipped for general work. In 
the sciences we have met with the greatest difficulty. Here 
satisfactory investigation and instruction are not possible. In 
some cases a partial suspension has been necessary. That our 
school should be allowed to retrcgrade in this particular is to 
be deplored. ` 

I desire to state, however, that we have kept as closely to 
the schedule of studies as possible. I think no serious diffi- 
culty will be encountered, from whatever digression may have 
been made, when we get into more commodious quarters. 

Notwithstanding these serious drawbacks, I am happy to 
state that the attendance, and studious disposition of nearly 
all the pupils, have tended to make the result of the year’s 
work emninently satisfactory. Teachers and pupils alike have 
tried to make the best of our misfortunes,

I become more and more convinced each year that there is 
need of a greater latitude along the line of optional studies; 
also that there should be better and more frequent opportuni- 
ties for the pupils to review, in a systematic manner, the 
studies of the lower grades, and, in a way, to supplement 
their earlier training during thelast years of tneir school life. 

I would recommend that the class, taking the subjects of 
Civies and History, be given an opportunity to learn some- 
thing of the application of these studies in Sociology and 
Politica] Economy. The time ought to be ample for this 
addition. 

Our work in Rhetoric, Composition and English and Ameri- 
can literature has been carried out along practically the same 
lines as formerly. Much of this work occupies the attention 
of every member of the school. Every possible opportunity 
is given the pupil not only to express his thoughts clearly and 
forcibly, but also to become aequaiuted with the works of the 
great writers of his own and past ages. 

There are, I believe, unmistakable evidences that the con- 
stituents of our schools are more and more convinced that it 
is & privilege to become acquainted with, and interested in, 
the pupils’ work. This is evidenced in various ways. There 
seems to be a greater desire to place the school duties where 
they should be, second to nothing. 

The discipline of the school is good. With hardly an excep- 
tion, the boys are gentlemanly, and the girls lady like in their 
conduct and bearing. 

While confident of many shortcomings, yet, I believe the 
Pittsfield High School is not behind that of other cities. Col- 
leges and higher institutions of learning, receiving our pupils, 
recognize and commend the excellence of our work. 

I desire to take this opportunity again to thank my associated 
teachers for their continued evidences of hearty assistance, and 
the pupils for their consideration and faithfulness. 

Permit me also, to thank you, and the members of the 
School Board for confidence and favors.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL, 


To EuaGENE BOUTON, SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Dear Sir: I have the honor herewith to submit my report 
for the year ending December 20, 1895. We have enrolled 
three hundred and forty-one pupils during the year. 'lhe 
enlargement of the building has necessitated less crowding of 
the children, thus affording better opportunities for their 
work. The repairs on the building caused delay in beginning 
the fall session, but the pupils were so eager to begin their 
school duties that unusual interest has been manifested in all 
the grades, and recent tests show progressive wor« along the 
various lines they have been pursuing. 

Special attention has been given to reading and spelling. 
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Your new spelling vocabulary has already given evidence of 
its beneflcence. The information and culture lessons have de- 
veloped in a marvellous manner the mental faculties of the 
pupils, not only in this particular branch of knowledge, but 
has helped to awaken and concentrate new thoughts in all 
other studies. The conversational and reproductive exercises 
are of incalculable benefit. These may be given both as oral 
and written language exercises. 

Faithful and earnest labor on the part of our teachers, and 
I believe closer application on the part of our pupils, has 
characterized the work of the year. 

In regard to the establishment of a Kindergarten, I feel that 
such a school would be of great service to both the children 
and the teachers. Thechildren come under the good influence 
of such a school at least a yearearlier. Habits of order, cleanli- 
ness and courtesy, the arts of listening and answering are ac- 
quired before they attack the serious problems of the usual 
Primary grades. 

Having had numerous applications to admit young children 
under five years of age, we recommend that a Kindergarten 
room be opened at the Training School at the beginning of the 
Spring term. l 

Several young ladies applied for admission to the Training 
School. The examining committee thought they ought to be 
able to pass a fair test in the elementary branches of know- 
ledge before assuming the duties of our school; as a large 
number failed to pass this simple examination, it was deemed 
best to reject them as candidates. The present class numbers 
six young ladies. They are zealous and earnest students, and 
so far, give evidence of a promising class. A step in the right 
direction has been taken by the School Board to send to the 
Training School only the best material to study and train for 
teachers. | 

Since the young ladies have entered the Training School, 
their time has been profitably spent in review work relating 
to the different studies you deemed it desirable for them to 
take as retrospective survey. Written examinations are given 
to test their knowledge. | 

We need electric lights in the class room, as the work in this 
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school is such that some things must be attended to after the 
regular school hours, and light is needed to accomplish our 
labors during the winter term of school. We hope this matter 
will receive favorable consideration. 

Books of reference are of inestimable value. Their valuable 
contents are eagerly sought after by both our senior and pupil 
teachers. We earnestly hope that some provision for a reference 
library for our building will be given thoughtful consideration 
by our Sehool Committee. 

On the fifth of October, death removed from our corps of 
teachers, Katherine Murphy. She was & young woman of 
unusually gentle disposition, and earnestly endeavored to per- 
form all her duties to promote the welfare of those entrusted 
to her care. 

The graduating exercises of the Training Class were held 
June 25, 1895. The program, with list of the graduates is 
here appended :

VII. 
REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


Superintendent Bouton. 

Dear Sir:—The most marked improvement in this 
department is to be noticed at the Training School 
and has been rendered possible by the new arrange- 
ment, whereby the young ladies who are preparing themselves 
to teach have more time to study, and 4 room provided for 
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that purpose. The school has been open only eight weeks, but 
the class is already in advance of the one of last year at the 
same time. This is very gratifying in its immediate results, 
but it has a much farther reaching effect in that that it bene- 
fits every school with which these teachers may in the future 
be connected. 

By means of additional color material, which we were able 
to obtain for the first time last spring, we curried farther than 
has been possible before the work in this department of art 
education. The color course is similar to that pursued in the 
best schools in the state, and may be briefly described as 
follows: 

The children in the first grade, commencing with the 
Spectrum-Nature’s palette, learn to recognize it in the rain- 
bow, in fractured ice, glass, coal, soap bubbles and many other 
places. Afterwards they find in it the six primaries, and in 
searching for examples of these they learn that nature is fru- 
gal with pure colors, and that they are to be found only in 
gems, flowers, a few fruits, birds, insects and other of her 
smallest and most precious productions. In the second grade, 
the simplest variations of the spectrum colors—the primaries 
with white and black—are studied, and the scales of color are 
learned, so that the examples of the many tones of each pri- 
mary now collected may be classified as standards, tints and 
shades. As the children become more sensitive to color sen- 
sation, they find that this classification is inadequate; that 
there are not only tints of red and shades of red, but also 
orange reds and violet reds. The name for this color modifi- 
cation is learned, and the two hues between each of the six 
primaries are studied, with their scales. When these are all 
known, a color nomenclature is established which needs only 
to be modified sufficiently to include the broken or grayed 
tones, to describe any eolor in nature or art. The grammar 
grades continue the work commenced in the primary, studying 
the few great harmonies whose laws every arrangement of 
color in art and nature obey ; analyze examples from nature, 
textile fabrics and historic art, and construct their designs 
from colored paper in accordance with them. 

The practical value of color study in design, manufacture 
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and the trades is already so well established that no argument 
in its defence is necessary. It has a still higher value in 
education, in bringing the child into closer relations with his 
environment, and in opening another door into the realm of 
beauty. 

The Evening Drawing School of 1894-5 closed March 25th, 
after a session of eighteen weeks. The term of 1995-6 com- 
menced November 25th. There is thus far an enrollment of 
17, with an average attendance of thirteen. Both mechanical 
and free-hand drawing is taught. 

Of the work in the High School I will not speak at length. 
We endeavor, even under the trying conditions of time, space 
and means, not to stand quite still, looking confidently to the 
new building for the solution of all our problems and the 
attainment of our ambitions. 

The expression of my gratitude to teachers, Board and 
Superintendent for their kind co.operation in my work, may 
seem a monotonous appendage to this report, but the realiza- 
tion of it is a constant source of pleasure to me.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent. 


I am pleased with the work that has been done in the de- 

partment of music the past year, and especially the past term, 
due partly, perhaps, to the retention of so many of the teachers 
of last year. 
" In the primary schools special care is taken to develop 
accurate perception of tone and time, and with this technical 
work the pupils are also taught to memorize and sing with 
expression a great number of songs. 

Expression is taught from the first. Individual tests are 
frequent. 

I would recommend that each primary teacher be furnished 
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with a musie-book of rote songs, costing from twenty-flve to 
forty cents each, and as many different books as possible. 

The charts now in use at Coltsville and Shakers are worth- 
less. Those at Silver Lake, Onota and Morewood are 1872 
charts, and are only better than none. 

Another chart is needed at the Training School. I would 
also like some music paper. Four hundred and eighty sheets 
can be had for flve dollars, and each sheet can be cut in eight 
pieces. I would also like the staff painted on the blackboards 
as far as the seventh grade.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


We herewith submit the fifth annual report of the Board of 
Health for the year ending December 31st, 1895, 

The freedom that our city has experienced during the past 
year from contagious diseases is one to be proud of, the total 
number of infectious and contagious diseases being only fifty-two, 
which is even smaller than some of the small towns adjoining. 
We believe that the strict quarantine in regard to scarlet 
fever, which was extended to a period of six weeks, in order 
that the patient should completely pass through a period of 
desgumation, and in this decrease the liability to contagion has 
been a source of prevention in this disease. The trouble in the 
past has been that the order of quarantine has not been com- 
plied with, and children allowed to return to school have 
spread the contagion. 

Fourteen cases of typhoid fever only have been reported so 
far for the past year. We have reason to believe that others 
have existed, but have not been reported. 

This Board regrets the laxity with which the physicians of 
this city report their cases of contagious and infectious 
diseases as required by law. The requirements of the 
National and State Boards of Health for this year are of such 
importance that during the present year physicians who do not 
report those cases as required by law will be forced to answer 
for any neglect on their part. Printed postals will be furnished 
to all physicians upon which to make reports.

NUISANCES. 


A great number of nuisances have been reported, and many 
of them upon investigation are simply conditions which must 
exist until such time that the city government make provi- 
sions for the care of the city garbage by the city. This ques- 
tion of garbage is one that most of the smaller cities of the 
State are now agitating. Again, as last year, we must provide 
a dumping ground for refuse. The dumping ground is cared 
for by a competent person who covers all refuse with fresh 
gravel drawn on the dump. 

Several law suits are now pending against persons for non- 
compliance with the regulations of this Board. 

Thirty complaints of imperfect house drainage have been 
reported. These buildings are now connected with the public 
sewer under a perfect system of plumbing. 


CITY EXCAVATOR. 


It will be seen from the report of the work of the city ex- 
cavator that the amount of refuse matter the past year has 
decreased very markedly owing to the fact that many more 
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houses are now connected with the sewers in different parts of 
the city. "This Board regulates the price for all work done by 
the excavator. A report is required from those working the 
excavator showing for whom the work was done and the 
amount of solids and liquids removed and the prices charged 
for same. During the past year there have been 8532 cubic 
teet of solids, 2943 cubic feet of liquids. 


THE MILK SUPPLY. 


It is now three years since this Board began the work of 
eradicating from our dairy.cattle the dreaded disease of tuber- 
culosis, which has been in existence for an unknown time. 
The total number of diseased cows slaughtered showing tuber- 
culosis being (136) one hundred and thirty-six. 


Total number of mature animals killed at public slaughter- 
houses since January, 1894 (70) seventy. 
Number of mature animals killed at private slaughter- 
houses since May, 1894 (12), twelve. - 
Number of carcasses condemned, (6) six.

This Board entered into a compact with the dairymen of our 
city to allow 25 per cent. of their cattle to undergo the test for 
tuberculosis by the injection of tuberculine, and then to follow 
by continued tests till all had undergone the prescribed test, 
and it is with the greatest of pleasure that we append the 
names of our dairymen who have thus complied, allowing our 
citizens the opportunity to choose for themselves a milk supply 
as far removed from disease as is possible to certify. These 
tests will be continued from time to time, as in the opinion of 
the Board or Inspector it may be needed. 

More consideration to-day is being given to the subject of 
the purity of the milk supply of our cities by sanitarians than 
of most any other subject, for we possess no article of food so 
general in use, and so prone to be the conveyer of disease, as 
milk, and it is to our Boards of Health and Inspectors that the 
public must look for a pure supply of this staple article of 
food. The State of New Jersey heads the list with a commis- 
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sion of some of the most able men of her State, and adds that 
“There are few directions, if any, in which ordinarily the 
health of a community, and especially that of the infant popu- 
lation, can be more efficiently promoted than in the insuring 
that the milk supply shall constantly be rich and sound.”

The greatest mortality was due to tuberculosis and consmp- 
tion in all forms recorded; Consumption, Tuberculosis, Tuber- 
cular Enteritis, Tubercular Meningitis, numbering fifty. It 
will readily be seen that this is the disease most to be dreaded 
and the question for this Board to decide is how to best pre- 
vent this trouble, as it is classed among preventable 
diseases. 
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We believe that the greatest danger of infection (and infec- 
tion is a more frequent cause than inheritance) is through 
meat food and milk. The development is insidious and may 
not become apparent for years after infection, when generally 
it is too far advanced to be cured. 

Prevention is then the only safeguard for the people. We 
believe that such measures have been taken as will come 
nearer to the eradication of this disease from this city than 
during any previous year. It is our hope these efforts will 
secure a pure supply of milk and a shorter list of mortality 
from this dreaded disease.

REPORT 


OF THE 


Inspector of Milk and Cattle. 


7o the Mayor and City Council, Pittsfield: 


GENTLEMEN: As Inspector of Cattle for the City of Pitts- 
field, it is one of my duties to make, periodically, a complete 
inspection of all the bovine animals within the city limits. 
Owing to the dangerous nature and great preponderance of tu- 
bereulosis among dairy animals, it naturally follows that my 
chief duty in making these inspections has been the detection 
and eradication of this disease. According to the strict inter- 
pretation of the law, the inspection required is a purely physi 
cal one. In making his examination and granting certificates 
of health an Inspector must be guided by the general appear- 
ance and condition of the animal, and by any other special 
symptoms which may present themselves But tuberculosis 
is a slow working and extremely insidious disease. The 
changes established within the animal’s body are the result of 
a very gradual process. Corresponding with their develop- 
ment, the creature’s system gradually becomes adapted to and 
acquires a tolerance of the changed conditions, and hence 
it follows that most cases of tuberculosis reach a far advanced 
and highly dangerous stage, while yet the animal maintains 
an appearance of perfect health. As a rule it is only in the 
last stages of the disease, when the animal is tottering on the 
verge of dissolution, that unmistakable physical symptoms are 
manifested. The consequence is,that,with the exception of a few 
of the worst cases, the detection of tuberculosis by the physi- 
cal examination which the law requires is an utter impossibility. 

On the other hand, in the re-agent tuberculin, we possess & 
test which, while being absolutely harmless and without effect 
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in the healthy subject, yet enables us to detect the disease in 
all its various stages with a certainty which is all but infal- 
lible. 

But according to the provisions of the law, the use of tuber 
culin among cows is expressly made dependent upon the con- 
sent of the owners, except in instances where the animals are 
palpably and obviously diseased. Realizing then the incom- 
petence of the regulations prescribed by law. and the worth. 

 lessness of a certificate of health based on any system of in- 
spection other than the tuberculin test, I consulted with our 
local daiyymen and made to them the following propositions: 


1. That there sbould be selected from each herd 25 per 
cent of the animals in it and these submitted to the tuberenlin 
test. 

2. In the event of none of these animals reacting, the bal- 
ance of the herd s ould be presumed free from the disease 

3. Shoud one or more of the 25 per cent react, the entire 
herd should be subjected to the test forthwith. 


Condemned animals would, of course, be disposed of and 
paid for by the state on the full value basis as the law pre- 
scribes. Finding that the idea met with immediate and uni- 
versal favor, the state authorities were communicated with 
and their sanction secured. The plan was also laid before the 
members of the local Board of Health and at once met with 
their hearty approval. 

With the exception of one herd which will be referred to 
later, this system of inspection has been applied to the herd of 
every licensed dairyman within the city limits, and also to the 
herds of all the unlicensed dairies supplying milk to the 
licensed men for sale on our streets. The execution of this 
work was done at the expense of the state, costing the owners 
nothing. In carrying the undertaking to an issue, I have had 
the assistance of Mr. George E Smith of Sheffield, and 
Mr. John B. Hull, Jr., of Stockbridge, both graduates of the 
State Agricultural College at Amherst The work which was 
commenced early in December has just been completed and 
herewith is submitted a tabulated report of the results accom-

There remains to be reported one herd in which the owner 
preferred not to have the tuberculin test applied. This is the 
herd of Mr. H. C. Valentine. It consists of 35 cows, half of 
the produce of which is retailed in Pittsfield. The proposition 
to have his cows tested was made to Mr. Valentine in com- 
mon with the other stock owners in Pittsfield supplying the 
city with milk. Replying to this offer, Mr. Valentine wrote, 
«As his herd of cows had always been very healthy, and had not 
been exposed to the disease as far as he knew, he had no wish 
to examine them in the way proposed, unless it was required 
by law, in which event, as a good citizen, he should feel it his 
duty to consent.” Mr. Valentine's cows have been examined 
by the ordinary physical method, but do not present any 
symptoms of the disease. In an experience with them extend- 
ing over the past six years, I have not met with any evidences 
which would lead me to suspect the existence of tuberculosis 
among them. Within the past two months, two animals from 
this herd were killed for beef at one of the local slaughter 
houses, and on inspection were found to be healthy. 

The ordinary slaughter inspections have been conducted in 
the usual way and have resulted in the condemnation as unfit 
for food of five carcasses. Four of these were condemned on 
account of the presence of tuberculosis, while in the fifth, the 
flesh was so thin and poorly nourished it was considered unfit 
for consumption. 

In closing this report, I would draw your attention to the 
unique position which Pittsfield holds among the cities of the 
state in regard to the question of dealing with tuberculosis by 
the use of tuberculin. 

There is not in the state another city or township where 
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practically the entire dairy stock has been submitted voluntarily 
and willingly to this method of examination In various places, 
but especially in Worcester County,where probably the disease 
exists to a greater extent than anywhere else the use of tuber- 
eulin has met with so much opposition that it has been almost 
impossible to make any considerable headway in combating 
the disease. The fact of the existence of this feeling of antag- 
onism may be attributed to various causes. In the first place 
it is always detrimental to a dairyman's interests to have the 
existence of disease among his cows publiely reported and talked 
about,and inspectors do not sufficiently observe that strict pri- 
vacy in the discharge of their duties which a reasonable respect 
for the interests and personal feelings of the stock owners dic- 
tates. 

In a few instances the opposition is based on an honest 
predjudice and conviction that testing with tuberculin is in 
healthy animals a bad and harmful thing. But with the great 
majority of people who object, the real motive and root of the 
matter is an unreasonable opposition to the whole question of 
dealing with the disease in any way or manner, other than as 
each individual owner may elect. But with publie senti- 
ment so much opposed to such a policy, the open avowal of it 
would be the taking up of an untenable position; consequently 
the objectors take the other tack, and try to arrest the work 
by discrediting and interdieting the only means by which it 
can be carried on. 

Compared with this, the attitude of the average Western 
Massachusetts stock. owner is much to be commended, and 
many of our Eastern dairymen might well cull a leaf from the’ 
Book of the Berkshire farmer, and especially from the Pitts- 
field dairymen, who all but unanimously give to the work 
their endorsement and support.

HEADQUARTERS FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and Gentlemen of the City Council: 

In submitting this, my ninth annual report of the Pittsfield 
Fire Department as per requirements of the City Ordinances, 
with statements of all fires and alarms which have occurred 
during the past 13 months, the probable cause of the same, 
the amount of loss and insurance on property damaged as 
nearly as could be ascertained, a full account of the receipts 
and expenditures for the year, and aninventory of all property 
in charge of the department, also with what, in my judgment, 
is actually necessary to strengthen the department that we 
better protect the lives and property of our citizens and tax- 
payers. 

FIRES AND ALARMS. 


In the past 13 months there has been 32 bell and 11 still 
alarms. | 


FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The system at present consists of 38 boxes, 30 miles of wire, 
divided into two circuits, 1 whistle at eleotric light station, 4 
indicators, 21 small bells, 14 mechanical tappers, 1 two-circuit 
repeater, 160 cells of battery, with all necessary supplies, tools, 
ete., in good order for the operation of same. We also own 1 
bell striker in the Congregational church. 
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BOXES, 


During the past year there has been three new boxes added, 
as follows: 54, Beaver street; 56, Broad street and Pomeroy 
avenue; 62, corner of Kent avenue and Seymour srteet ; mak- 
ing a total of 38 boxes. 


APPARATUS AND PRESENT CONDITION. 


The apparatus of the department consists of 3 steam 
fire engines, 7 hose carts, 2 hook and ladder trucks, and 1 
protective wagon. 

Engine Company No. 1.—1 fourth-class Clapp & Jones en- 
gine, 1 two-wheel hose cart, carrying 500 feet of hose, all in 
good order. 

Engine Company No. 2.—1 fourth-class Clapp & Jones en- 
gine, 1 two-wheel hose cart, carrying 500 feet of hose, all in 
good order. 

Engine Company No 3.—1 third class Silsby engine, 1 four- 
wheel hose cart, carrying 500 feet of hose, also 1 four-wheel 
supply cart, carrying 1000 feet of hose, all in good order. 


Hook and Ladder C.mpany No. 1.—1 Gleason & Bailey 
truck; this has been newly painted and repaired in the past 
year, with ladders and all appliances; 1 old truck in fair con- 
dition, with all necessary appliances. 


Protective company No. 1.—One wagon, hand fire ex. 
tinguishers, rubber and canvas covers, lath rakes brooms, bars, 
ropes and all apparatus, all in first-class order. 


Morningside. —One two-wheel hose cart, carrying 400 feet 
of hose. 


Alert Hose Co.—1 two-wheel hose cart, carrying 500 feet of 
hose, all in first-class order. 


E. D. Jones’ Sons & Co. Hose House.—1 two-wheel hose cart 
carrying 500 feet of hose, in good order.

There has been laid at fires in the past year 32,300 feet of 
hose. 


HOUSES. 


No. land 2 Engine companies, Hook and Ladder and the 
Protectives are all located in the new Central Station, which 
. İs very complete and in first class order. No. 3 house is in 
good order. | 


HORSES, 


The horses are still furnished from the different livery 
stables in the city, but we are in hopes to have at least two 
permanent teams in the new department house the coming 
year. 


FORCE OF THE DEPAETMENT. 


The force of the department consists of one chief, three as- 
sistants, one lineman and steward of the department, and 90 
men. 

Each engine company has 5 bunkers, the IIook and Ladder 
company three, and the Protectives two. 


SALARIED MEN OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The salaries of men employed in the department are as fol- 
lows: Chief engineer, $600; assistant engineers, $120 each; 
lineman and steward of the department, $45 a month; engi- 
neers of steamers, $120 each ; stokers $100 each. The bunkers 
receive $50 a year each, the call men now receive $25 a year 
and +0 cents per hour extra duty. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS, 


I would recommend for the coming year the purchase of 
1,000 feet of new hose, as some of the old is giving out and it 
will be necessary to replace it. Also the purchase of two per- 
manent teams of horses for the new department house. 

I would also suggest, the same as last year, more pay for the 
firemen. Their pay is the smallest of any under the city gov- 
ernment and their risks greater. As the population of the 
city is gradually increasing, it is necessary to add nine fire 
alarm boxes and I would recommend the purchase of more the 
ensuing year. 

I would also recommend the purchase of the five-circuit re- 
peater left here by the Gamwell Fire Alarm and Telegraph 
company, which we have had in constant use for the past three 
months in hopes that the eity government would see their way 
clear to buy it. I suggest that the companies in the new Cen- 
tral Station be furnished in some way with hot water at their 
bath tubs. 

The storehouse and tower have been given up to the Board of 
Publie Works. Now I would recommend that the tower in the 
new house be completed and properly equipped, so that the 
department can dry and care for their hose in its proper place. 


REMARKS. 


In the past year, under the supervision of the Fire Commit- 
tee, a new and very complete Central Station has been erected 
at a cost of about $25,000. Ft is built of pressed brick with 
brown stone trimmings. It is a two story building with a 
tower for drying hose. It ls occupied by Engine Companies 
No. 1 and 2, Hook and Ladder and Protectives. 

According to my request of last year, a hose company has 
been formed at Bel Air, called the Alert Hose Co., which will 
without doubt will be a valuable addition to the department. 
They have been furnished with a hose cart carrying 500 feet of 
hose. 

At the dedication of the new Central Station, Sept. 24, the 
Gamwell Fire Alarm and Telegraph company set up at the 
request of the chairman of the Fire Committee a five-circuit 
repeater. It has been in constant use since, and it seems im- 
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perative this should be purchased, as the old two-cireuit re- 
peater now in use we find too small for the needs of the fire 
alarm. 

In the past two months the veteran firemen have organized 
what is known as the “Veteran Fire Association." The city 
has kindly given them the use of the old No. 1 engine house. 
They have in their quarters the old Housatonic hand engine 
and the No. 2 hose cart. A possible cause might arise when 
the veterans with their apparatus might be of great service to 
the city. 

In elosing my remarks I desire to say that my report is very 
incomplete as far as my expense account is concerned. Many 
things have been purchased that should have been given to 
me in items charged to each company. ` Instead of this they 
have come to me only in one item charged to the Fire Depart- 
ment. Also many transfers have been made, one in particular 
of $315.16 taken from the Fire Department appropriation and 
and paid for extras on new engine house, — Ithink the appro- 
priation for the Fire Department should be expended for what 
1t is appropriated, and not overdraw the account from year to 
year and the public believe or think that the Fire Depart- 
ment expends more money than belongs to them. 

In conclusion I would sincerely thank His Honor, the 
Mayor, and all officers under the city government, especially 
those under the head of the Fire Department Committee. To 
the Chief of Police and his officers for their help at fires. I 
especially thank my assistant engineers and all officers and 
members of the Pittsfield Fire Department for what they have 
done to make it a success.

OF THE 


Overseers of the Poor, 


Jo His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City of 
Pittsfield. 


The Board of Overseers of the Poor respectfully submit 
their fifth annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1895. 

The Board was organized Feb. 5, by electing John W. Clark 
chairman, and William Dimick clerk and superintendent. 

The business of the city during the summer has been fairly 
good, but this winter there has been a large number of persons 
without employment, who, from necessity, had to apply to the ` 
city for aid. 

There has been a number of cases where the husbands have 
deserted large families and in other cases have been sent to 
jail for intemperance, leaving their families to be supported 
wholly or in part by the city, which has increased the expense 
for out-door relief, consequently the expenses are somewhat 
larger than the preceding year. 

The expense of the almshouse has exceeded the appropria- 
tion to a considerable amount, owing in part to the necessity of 
heating the new addition to the insane department to dry the 
walls in order to make it safe for the health of the inmates, 
as it was late in the season before it could be occupied. There 
were other extra expenses,—cementing cellar bottom, digging 
and stoning cellar under the corrider leading from the insane 
department to the dining room, through which the inmates 
had to pass in going to and from their meals three times a 
day (not through the cellar, but corridor.) 

The old two seated wagon being worn out and not worth 
repairing, a new one was purchased ; the large water tank was 
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relined and the small one repaired at considerable expense, so 
that the tanks are in good repair. 

An assistant female matron has been employed to assist in 
taking care of the sick and helpless and to look after the 
female insane department. 

The inmates have been supplied with sutlicient healthful 
food and necessary clothing, and their needs in sickness as in 
health have been kindly attended to. 

Mr. and Mrs. Shaw and their assistants deserve much 
praise for the faithful and untiring performance of their re- 
sponsible duties. 

The out-buildings are old and will soon need to be replaced 
by new and more modern structures adapted to the require- 
ments of the farm, especially the barns and sheds. The store- 
house needs to be re-shingled this present year. The ice house 
will need siding as it was never finished. 

A new creamery or separator. and a new mowing machine 
will be required this year. 

The fence on the farm is in poor condition and will require 
considerable new material to put in a passable condition. 

We would call your attention to the urgent necessity of con- 
neeting the almshouse with the city by telephone. 

The following statements and tables of the clerk will show 
the number of city, town and state paupers. Receipts and 
disbursements in detail.

OUTDOOR POOR OUTSIDE OF ALMSHOUSE. 


The whole number of families who have received aid during 
the year is 178, comprising 628 persons, of these 121 families 
consisting of 405, of which 168 were males and 237 females; 
and 188 were children under 16 years of age, having a legal 
settlement in this city. 
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T wenty-five families consisting of 73 persons, 31 were males 
and 39 females; 34 of which were children under 16 years of 
age, having a legal settlement in some other city or town. 
Some have and others will reimburse the several amounts to 
the city. 


While 32 families consisting of 150 persons, 78 were males 
and 72 females; 70 of which were children under 16 years of 
age, having no legal or known settlement in this Common 
wealth. Some have been and others will be reimbursed by the 
Treasurer of the Commonwealth. 


Twelve families comprising 32 persons, having a legal set- 
tlement in this city, have been aided by the cities or towns 
where they resided, and the several amounts so expended 
have been reimbursed by this city. 


Fifteen persons have been supported at the Northampton 
Lunatic Hospital, 5 persons the whole year and 10, parts of the 
year, 11 remaining January 1, 1896. 


One person was supported at the Worcester Lunatic Hospi- 
tal, and remained there January 1, 1896. 


One insane person was boarded in a private family in the 
town of Princeton part of the year as a pauper, but on learn- 
ing that she was a soldier's widow, was then transferred to 
the soldier's relief department. 


The friends of three of the insane have reimbursed the city 
the full amount of expense, while two have reimbursed in 
part. 


Four children have been boarded in families during the 
year, three remaining the 1st of January, 1896. 


Seven children were boarded at children's institutions during 
the year; four remain January 1, 1896. 


Two persons not having any settlement in the State have 
been sent to the 5tate Almshouse at Tewksbury.

To the Honorable Board, the Overseers of the Poor: 


I wish to say, that in the past year, I have endeavored to 
make the farm pay the city. Iam aware that expenses are 
some higher, on account of some extras we have had to have, 
such as coal to finish out last spring, paint for inside of old 
insane part, furniture for the front part, new two-seated car- 
riage. Being short of milk last spring, I bought one cow. 
We had to buy butter from December first, to April fifteenth. 
There has been a cellar dug and walled under the passage-way, 
between the dining-room and pew insane building. There 
has been a woman hired to help take care of the insane 
women, and the feeble and helpless; for the past year there 
has been no inmate women able to perform labor. 

Last spring I had one horse more than was needed, I dis- 
posed of it by trading for a yoke of two-year-old steers. I 
have bought two beef cows, which have been butchered and 
used on the place. 

The past year there have been six deaths: 


Cora Clark died March 26. 

John Ford “ May 18. 

Electa Oakes died May 27. 

Robert Powers died June 18. 

Mary Pernut “ October 8. 

Margaret McManimee died November 16. 
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There has been the past year 77 different names on the 
books; 26 have staid the whole year, 51 part of the year. 
There are 41 inmates at present date, December 31st., 19 of 
them are insane or weak-minded; 12 men, 7 women. There 
has been 6 insane that have got better and gone away. 
Thanks to our doctor (Dr. Mercer) not only for his good 
medical treatment and kindness to the inmates, but also his 
general interest and help to us. 

I also wish to thank the Board for good will and fair deal- 
ings, that I feel has been generous in every way so far as good 
business principles would allow.

FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council, Gentlemen: 


SANITARY VIEW OF THE WATER SUPPLY. 


Of all the many topics submitted to a city government for 
its serious thought and consideration, none should receive 
more attention in its deliberations than the subject of a pure 
water supply. This is pre eminently the recurring question 
for discussion to-day in every growing city upon the American 
continent. It has been the theme for the thoughtful considera- 
tion of every City Council, since Pittsfield has taken her place 
amongst the sisterhood of cities; it has been found necessary 
to call particular attention to it in every inaugural address 
since Pittsfield adopted our municipal government, and it un- 
doubtedly will continue to be a subject of grave importance 
until such time as an unlimited supply of unpolluted water 
shall have been procured for the use of her inhabitants. Since 
this matter created so much honest discussion in our City 
Council during the last few months of the session of 1895, an 
analysis of the subject tends to show that the Board of Public 
Works had, after a judicious and careful examination of the 
probable public need, arrived at the conclusion that the plans 
which they carried out were the wisest and best for the pres- 
ent time, while the opponents in the City Council were equally 
confident and emphatic in their convictions that errors existed 
in adopting these plans for an additional water supply. ‘There 
are a few phases of this subject, however, to which I have 
thought it might be well to call special attention, because they 
may not have been thought of by the Commissioners and 
Boards, who have had this matter of water supply under their 
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charge. The first requirement of a water supply is the very 
necessary and important one of preserving it from all sources 
of pollution, All sewerage from farms adjoining the present 
water-shed, and emptying into the streams in their courses be- 
fore the water enters the main pipes should be carefully 
guarded against, and so protected that if found necessary, such 
farms should be purchased by the city. Otherwise innocent 
people might suffer ill health and dangerous attacks of sick- 
ness. Which usually follows the drinking of water contami- 
nated by sewerage or other elements of impurity. Indeed, 
for centuries back, serious and fatal epidemics of certain forms 
of diseases, when traced to their original location, were invari- 
ably found to have been caused by drinking water polluted 
with sewerage. Accordingly sanitarians, hydraulic engineers 
and health boards are studying this problem with great care 
and the deepest interest for the public safety of their respected 
cities. Way back in the year 1869, when the first State Board 
of Health was appointed, one of the Jaws enacted by the legis- 
lature which the board were requested to investigate, was, 
“How best to prevent the pollution of the streams, ponds, 
rivers and estuaries in the towns and cities of this common- 
wealth.” So grave and important did the State Board of Health 
find this question to be, that they employed Mr. Kirkwood, a 
civil engineer of Brooklyn, N. Y.. to make a survey of this 
state, with maps of the rivers, etc.. which he included in a very 
able report. The secretary of the Board, Dr. Folsom, even 
went to Europe to study the best methods of disposing of 
sewerage, and preserving our rivers, ponds and lakes from such 
dangerous impurities as would be at all likely to injure publie 
health, without, however, unjustly interfering with the private 
rights of manufacturers, Primarily, then, we must admit that 
the first requisite essentially necessary for the health, comtort 
and happiness of a city or town, is an abundant supply of pure 
water. For however perfect the sewerage and drainaga may 
be, they are useless and helpless in their functions as contrib- 
utors towards the public health unless there ts a plentiful sup- 
ply of water to daily flush them. This rule has been most 
emphatically laid down and insisted upon by the highest 
authorities among State Boards of Health, both here and in 
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Europe. The reasons for it are very cogent and conclusive, 
because it has been shown and proven that the discharges from 
houses and closets should never be allowed to remain in sewers 
beyond twelve to twenty-four hours, since after that period 
sewerage begins to decay and fester, and as a consequence 
sewer gas is generated, which often gives rise to such diseases 
as diarrhoea, dysentery and typhoid fever. "There is certainly 
need of an increased water supply in Pittsfield, for we have 
now within the city limits a large acreage of land for building 
purposes, which is said by judges of real estate to be equal in 
extent to the area now built upon. If this be the case, we 
shall soon require nearly as much more water as we are now 
using, to supply these new locations. To this supply must 
also be added the amount required in flushing the sewers, as 
this at present is done by drawing the water directly from the 
hydrants. In all probability, however, after all the city dwel- 
lings are connected with our sewer system, the quantity of 
waste and soiled water may be sufficient to perform this im- 
portant function. There is one other point which may be of 
interest to mention. Water for Pittsfield as a town has always 
been supplied from the eastern water-shed. It was of good 
quality and plentiful in quantity, and continued to give entire 
satisfaction until the population had increased in numbers far 
bevond the most sanguine expectations of the venerable fathers 
of the town, who first introduced and established the water 
system. From that time up to the present, their successors 
have always endeavored to get the necessary increased. supply 
from the streams and lakes east of the city, and I think it is very 
wise and good policy. But what is the reason for this? Sim- 
ply the faet that the water from these sourees is softer than 
that from the western district of the city. In other words, 
the water from the eastern springs contains but a small 
amount of mineral elements, while the water from the western 
section contains a large quantity of these elements, especially 
lime, which renders it somewhat objectionable for domestic 
use, and in certain kinds of business where it would have to be 
converted into steam. Should the eastern supply not prove 
bountiful enough, however, it should be borne in mind that 
nearly one-half of the water now being eonsumed is used for 
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purposes such as street sprinkling, flushing of sewers, sprink- 
ling of lawns, ete., against which there could be no possible 
objection to the use of the western water, and for such, if 
necessary, it might easily be utilized. 


CITY FARM. 


"ince my last report, death has claimed five inmates of onr 
city home, four of these being insane patients. There is at 
present but one inmate in the institution who could be con- 
sidered iu good health, all the other members being afflicted 
with various forms of chronic diseases, due principally to old 
age, yet none of these being ill enough to be confined to bed. 
In the new building of the insane department, the unique 
divisions of which I described in my last annual report, every 
arrangement which could bestow comfort, and contribute to 
the physical well being of these poor, unfortunate individuals, 
has been scrupulously carried out in the way of heating, ven- 
tilating and bathing facilities. There is one improvement, 
however, which might be made, with decided advantage to 
the inmates of this department. They have now only the 
rooms and halls in which to get exercise, air and sunlight, but 
by a little change in the north end of the building, a passage- 
way might be made, opening out into a properly enclosed yard, 
of goodly size and supplied with seats. This could be done 
at a small expense, and in this yard all those inmates, who 
can be trusted alone, might enjoy the free, open air, not only 
during the summer months, but in all seasons of the year 
when the weather would permit. I would also recommend 
changing the present fire-escape to the north end of the build- 
ing, as being a much safer and easier place for exit. The 
present superintendent and matron, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Shaw, are keeping all the departments in excellent condition, 
everything running along like clock-work. It is indeed a 
position which requires a very active and wide awake man, 
and I feel sure that Mr. Shaw is up to all the requirements, 
as an efficient and careful manager of this institution. 
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OUTSIDE POOR. 


The outside poor find it hard enough to struggle with 
adversity, even while their families are enjoying good health, 
but when sickness is added, with all its natural anxieties and 
sorrows, their lot is indeed a distressing one. Combined with 
this, is a want very hard and difficult to supply, in the way of 
nursing. These poor people cannot afford to employ nurses, 
nor can they send their sick ones to any institution where 
skilled nursing might be had with the necessary dietary and 
hygienic conditions. Nevertheless, the money appropriated by 
the city government for this laudable purpose, is very care- 
fully and judiciously laid out amongst this class of our com- 
munity, by the overseers. The services of the sup rintendent, 
Mr. William Dimick, are most Valuable to the city as his long 
experience in dealing with these people, readily enables him 
to discriminate between the deserving and industrious on the 
one hand, and the idle and fraudulent on the other. Asa 
further aid, we have also in our midst two societies, the St. 
Vincent de Paul and Union for Home Work, both of which 
are actuated by the noblest spirit and sentiment of true 
Christian charity. They are doing meritorious work, and 
should be liberally supported and supplied with such means, 
as the charitably disposed persons of the city are willing and 
able to contribute.

The records of marriages are invaluable, entering as they 
do a great many times into the settlement of legal questions, 
such as the settlement of estates, and as proofs of claims of 
various kinds. An incomplete or inaccurate record is some- 
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times worse than none at all, and it has been my aim to get at 
all the facts required. The mass of people do not understand 
the desirability or necessity of all the information sought, and 
if it could be otherwise it would be better for all concerned, 
and would result in records that would be absolutely perfect. 

The records of deaths are as nearly correct aud complete as 
itis possibleto get them, fully 95 per cent of the deaths recorded 
being an absolutely complete record of the facts required by 
law. The undertakers, to whom the securing of the necessary 
information is intrusted, have one and all shown a desire to 
assist as much as possible in accomplishing the end sought, often 
going out of their way to secure information where they knew it 
was to be had, and for which I tender them my hearty thanks, 
In several cases where necessary information was lacking, I have 
resorted to such means as were within my power to obtain it, 
with the result that almost every death recorded the past 
year, (whether occurring in Pittsfield or elsewhere) is com- 
plete in every detail. 

The physicians of the city have been more prompt than 
usual this year in making returns of births, and the census of 
births which was taken by Edwin T. Holmes and Michael 
Lahey revealed only 97 births upon which & return had not 
been made by the attending physician. Undoubtedly a great 
many births fail to be recorded by reason of the change of 
residence of the parents during the year, especially in cases 
where the birth occurs in the early part of the year and the 
family then moves to other towns or cities, and if it were 
possible to compel the physicians to make returns of every 
birth, it would not only insure the record of it, but would 
save the trouble and expense of the annual census. Several 
times during the year certificates of birth have been sought 
by people who were born in this city, and no record of their 

birth was to be nad from our records, in one or two cases the 
l procurring of the certificate meant a great deal to the inter- 
ested parties, but they were denied the benefit of it because 
of the neglect of their parents and physician to make a return 
at the time of their birth. In the interests of the children, 
(who will be in future years the sufferers from their parents’ 
neglect) I would respectfully recommend that the City 
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Council take some steps toward enforcing the law regarding 
returns of births.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


To the Honorable Mayor and Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN :—I hereby submit to your Honorable Board the 
annual report for Soldiers’ Relief, as follows: 


There has been aided during the year 37 persons, 10 of whom 
were widows, 15 were soldiers, three soldiers’ wives, three 
were aided by paying fares, three families living in other 
towns,— Westfield, Becket and Lee,—which aid was rendered 
by said towns and reimbursed by the city.

The present number of police officers in the Department, 
including the captain and the chief, are eighteen, which will be 
sufficient for all regular police duty for the ensuing year, 
with the able assistance rendered by Mrs. Sarah M. Dean as 
police matron. 

It is the duty of the Department to call attention of the 
City Council to the present inadequate accommodations at the 
Police Station, with but one cell room containing eight cells, 
one small room for female prisoners, which is also used for the 
accommodation of many injured sick and insane persons, and 
one room 15 1-4x17 1-4 feet, which is improperly ventilated, 
and where three thousand seven hundred and twenty-five have 
obtained lodging during the year. 

Therefore, I submit with this report plans and specifications, 
and most respectfully recommend that a sufficient sum be 
appropriated to meet the present and future demands of the 
city. 
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These plans and specifications call for the extension of the 
present eell room on the west side to the land owned by the 
First church, with a cellar under the extension for the storage 
of intoxicating liquors and other property brought to the 
Station for safe keeping, at present there is no suitable store- 
room for such purposes, it has been necessary to provide a 
place for storage outside of the station, and also add another 
story to the present cell room, which includes the new extension, 
which will provide room enough for eight new cells, two cell 
rooms for female prisoners, one detention room, one padded 
cell, for violent persons, on the second floor, and five more cells 
on the first floor, with a separate cell room which is very much 
needed when two or more persons are implicated in any case. 
The approximate cost of the new addition will not exceed five 
thousand dollars. 

During the year all of the notices for meetings of the City 
Council were served by this Department, in all parts of the 
city, and sometimes with very short notice, making the 
expenditure for the teams somewhat large, with the consent of 
the Police Committee a bicycle was purchased which not only 
saved considerable additional expense, but was also a most 
useful adjunct to the Department in making investigations in 
the outlying distriets, and patrolling the residental portions of 
the eity, and I would recommend the purchase of another 
bicycle to be used only for patrolling the residential portion 
of the city in the night time. 

The Department have as usual given careful attention to the 
enforeement of the laws and ordinances, and especially the 
liquor laws. 

On the first day of May licenses were issued to eleven com- 
mon victuallers, and five innholders, to sell intoxicating liquor 
in this city, during the hours and days not prohibited by the 
laws of this Commonwealth, and the conditions under which 
their licenses were granted, the courts have very clearly 
defined that only strangers and travelers are deemed to be 
bona fide guests, therefore this Department notified the inn- 
holders that sales of intoxieating liquor made to all persons 
except they be such bona fide guests wouid be unlawful, the 
question as to what constitutes a bona fide guest has caused 
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some misunderstanding, as the opinion has prevailed tat sales 
of intoxicating liquor could lawfully be made within the 
restricted days and hours to all persons resorting to an inn 
for food and refreshment. 

This question was submitted to the Board of License Com- 
missioners, who gave the matter careful consideration, and 
determined that all sales of intoxicating liquor made to other 
than bona fide guests must be prohibited, within the hours and 
days excepted. 

With the substantial aid and support rendered this Depart- 
ment by the License Commissioners, the liquor traffic in this 
city is much more satisfactorily governed. 

The Ofticers and Matron of the Department have faithfully 
and satisfactorily performed their several duties in the most 
commendable manner, and have cheerfully and promptly 
assisted me at all times to make the police service of this city 
successful and efficient. 

To his Honor, the Mayor, Mr. John C. Crosby, for the able 
assistance rendered me in maintaining the discipline of this 
Department, and to the Honorable City Council for their sub- 
stantial support I am sincerely grateful.

To His Honor the Mayor and the Honorable City Council : 


The Board of Public Works beg leave to present the follow- 
ing report of their operations for the year 1895 :— 


WATER WORKS. 


The Water Works and problems connected therewith has 
been the cause of a great deal of anxiety on the part of the 
Board the past year. Pittsfield is so situated that the only 
storage reservoir at present available in connection with the 
Water Works is Ashley lake, and as that is of limited capacity, 
the long dry summer of 1895 caused unusal fears of a shortage 
of water. Pittsfield is growing quite rapidly, and depends 
chiefly upon the flow of brooks for its water supply. Ashley 
lake being used to eke out the supply of water in the dry 
summer months. 

We began to draw from the lake earlier than usual, and by 
midsummer it was being lowered so rapidly that the Board 
conceived it to be their duty to take steps towards securing an 
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increased supply. Accordingly, after receiving instructions 
from the City Council, Professor Greene of ‘Troy was secured 
as an expert engineer, and a thorough investigation of the 
resources of the water sheds tributary to Pittsfield was under- 
taken. "The methods of work and the results obtained will be 
found in detail in the report of Professor Greene, which is 
appended, 

The continuation of the drouth, the passage of an order by 
the City Council, directing the Board to lay pipes and construct 
a dam on Mill brook for the purpose of adding that brook to 
our system, are matters of record in your bodies. The Board 
was already in possession of prices of pipe and facts as to 
stocks on hand in various pipe manufaetories, and by ordering 
portions of the necessary amounts from three concerns, was 
enabled to begin work at once. 

For the details concerning the construction of the work, 
we refer you to the reports of our engineer and Superintendent 
Hatch, which are appended. 

The water of Mill brook is now available for addition to 
our supply at any moment. 

There is, however, work still to be done in removing sources 
of pollution alongside that brook above our dam. One of 
these sources of pollution was removed by purchasing the land 
late in the fall and arranging for the removal of the buildings. 
It is possible that arrangements can be made at the other 
places to do away with the polution without purchasing the 
land. These matters will be attended to as soon as possible 
in the spring. 

There are also problems of a like nature to be solved upon 
Sackett brook. ‘The reputation of the water supplied to our 
city by the water works is of the highest, and itis the desire 
of the Board to maintain that reputation. ‘There are sources of 
pollution on Sackett brook which ought not to exist, and they 
should be taken care of at once. 

The Board has given this matter much thought and investi- 
gation, and would suggest that your bodies take such action 
with the Board of Public Works as is necessary to do away 
with these sources of pollution. 

Your honorable body has petitioned the General Court for 
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leave to take the waters of May brook in the west part of the 
city. The Board of Publie Works believe it to be good policy 
to secure control of that brook, and while we do not desire to 
give any advice as to the proper time to build a dam and pipe 
line to take the waters of that brook, we would call your at- 
tention to the fact that the western portion of our city is in 
need of better fire protection. It is our opinion that if the May 
brook line is not built this year, an eight-inch main should be 
laid in Linden street from from North street to Onota street. 
If the May brook line is constructed, the additional supply 
thus obtained would probably relieve the necessities of tne 
west side for a time.

The City Treasurer has also paid upon the water debt 
the past year, $8,000. 

The collections for water rates for 1895 show an increase of 
$4,562.08 over those of 1894. 

There has been collected during the year $653 80 of the 
unpaid water rates of 1894, and interest charges upon exten- 
sions of water mains, and there remains unpaid in my hands 
$9.30 of the water rates of 1894 and $85.62 of the water rates 
of 1890; also interest charges on extensions of mains to the 
amount of $120.55. Bills for interest for 1895 and all future 
years will be turned over to the Tax Collector for collection. 

The above collections have been turned over to the City 
Treasurer, and are ineluded in the amount given as income 
from water rates in the table above. 
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The increase in income from water rates is the greatest 
to be recorded in any one year since 1891, and is due to the 
large number of new water takers, the increase in the number 
of water closets and bath tubs, and the increase in the 
number of fire hydrants paid for by the city. 

The present method of collecting water rates is very cum- 
bersome and unsatisfactory. The bills are made out in our 
office and turned over to the tax collector for collection. After 
one month we take them in hand again and enforce their pay- 
ment, These bills carry the names of all tenants and occu- 
pants of buildings, and the city receives part payments 
from these occupants, while holding the landlord responsible 
for the entire amount. Tenants move about a great deal, and 
in spite of the most careful canvassing much confusion ts 
caused. It is our opinion that the bill should be made to the 
landlord, and the rate collected in a lump from him. This is 
the almost universal custom all over the country, and it seems 
to us to be the only businesslike way. 

When water rates are based upon schedule rates for each 
fixture, each animal, each ! oarder, ete., it is a difficult and con- 
fusing work to make the bills so as to do justice to both the 
city and the water takers To illustrate this,—careful can- 
vasses of the city were made in spring and midsummer and 
bills made out from the information gathered, yet during the 
year 748 abatements and additional charges were made. Add 
to this the confusion caused by tenants moving about, and the 
collection of water rates has the appearance of an extremely 
crude piece of work. By charging water rates to the landlord 
and leaving the tenant out of the question entirely, the busi- 
ness will be greatly simplined. At present, besides the ditt- 
culties mentioned, large portions of the time of Mr. 
Cummings and Mr. French are taken up in unravelling the 
tangles which moving tenants weave about the tax collector. 
From August to January, nearly half the year, Mr. Cummings 
has been confined to the office and kept away from his duties 
out of doors by these difficulties and by an unusual press of 
other work. 

The fact that the tax collector receives the money has not 
operated to make the work any easier for our office Our 
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clerk and inspector spend as much time upon the water rates 
as ever, if not more. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 302 of the Acts of 1895, the 
Board of Public Works, on the first day of May, 1895, 
assumed the powers and duties formerly exercised by the Com- 
missioners of Sewers of the City of Pittsfield, and have since 
that time carried on the work thus placed in their charge. 

The Board herewith respectfully submits its report of the 
work done during the season of 1895, together with a detailed 
statement of the expenditures therefor, and a general state- 
ment of the total expenditures for sewer construction under 
the new sewer system up to January 1, 1896. 


BIDS. 


The usual advertisements for bids for the construction of 
sewers and for the necessary materials therefor were made, 
and, on July 10, 1895, the bids were publicly opened in the 
presence of all the bidders. 

Bids for construction were receivel from the Troy- Pub- 
lic Works Company, of Troy, N. Y. Henry S. Eveline of 
Waterford, N. Y., Dodge & Devanny of Pittsneld, Frank L. 
Allen of Worcester, Mass. and Taylor & Warren of Northamp- 
ton, Mass. Of these bids that of H. S. Eveline, was found to 
be the lowest and most advantageous to the city, and the con- 
tract was awarded to him. 

The bids for furnishing materials were received as follows : 
For cement, from Waldo Brothers, of Boston, The Lawrence 
Cement Company, Dodge & Devanny, W. G. Nash of Boston, 
H. P. Lucas, Pittsfield. 

For brick from William Mahanna of Pittsfield, Stannard & 
Spier of Boston, C. M. Markham of Pittsfield and Dodge & 
Devanmny of Pittsfield. 

For manhole castings, from Marcus T. Moore of Pittsfield 
Norwood Engineering Company of Florence, Mass., The 
Pratt & Cady Company of Hartford, Conn., T. B. Hawkins & 
Co. of New York City and Osgood & Hart of Boston. 

For vitrified sewer pipe, from Bovett & Noble of Pittstield,

W. G. Backus’ Sons of Pittsfield, Dodge & Devanny of Pitts- 
field and IIenry S. Eveline of Waterford, N. Y. 

Contraets for furnishing materials were awarded to the 
lowest bidders, as follows: 

For cement, to Dodge & Devanny, at $2.45 per barrel for 
Portland and $1.10 per barrel for Rosendale cement delivered 
at the work. 

For vitrified sewer pipe, to Henry S. Eveline, at 70 per cent. 
off list price, delivered on the trench and measured when laid. 

For brick, to C. M. Markham, at $83.75 per thousand deliv- 
ered at the work. 

Later in the season bids were obtained for building the 
stone abutments for the Dawes avenue bridge and for an iron 
bridge to carry the sewer pipe. 

Eveline, Donallo & Eveline being the lowest bidders, the 
contraet for building the abutments was awarded to them, and 
to the R. F. Hawkins Iron Works was awarded the contract 
for the iron bridge, that concern being the lowest bidder for 
that work. 

THE WORK. 

The work done during the season 1895 consists of the building 
of 2.11 miles of lateral sewers and carrying the sewer across 
the Housatonic river at Dawes avenue. 

While the average depth of the trenches dug during the 
past season was rather greater than usual, there were no se- 
rious difficulties met in the prosecution of the work, which was 
carried on uninterruptedly and finished before the severe win- 
ter weather set in. 

The bridge at Dawes avenue is an iron truss structure 
supported by substantial stone abutments at either bank. 

The engineering, except preliminary work and plans made 
by Mr. Pratt of E. W. Bowditclh’s office at the beginning of the 
season, has been in charge of Mr James C. Harding, who has 
been connected with the Sewer Department for the past four 
years. 


PLANS. 


Plans of the work showing the location of the sewers and 
connections, conforming in every respect to.those made in for- 
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mer years, have been made and are kept in the office of the 
Board. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


During the past season 258 permits to connect with the com- 
mon sewers have been issued, making the total number of per. 
mits granted up to January 1, 1896, of 858. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Assessments on estates abutting upon streets through which 
sewers were built previous to 1895 were placed in the hands 
of the collector of taxes early in that year. These assessments 
amounted to about $60,000. 

Assessments for sewers built during the past season will 
soon be ready for the collector, and will amount to about 
$6,000. 


LAND DAMAGES. 

The report of the Commissioners of Sewers for the year 

1894 showed but one claim for land damages unsettled, that of 

Mrs. Caroline A. Learned, owner of the land at the outlet of 

the two main trunk sewers. This claim was adjusted by the 
city authorities during the past season at a cost of $4,000.

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DISPOSAL OF SEWAGE. 


In their report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1894, the Com- 
missioners of Sewers made the following reccommendation : 

The question of the disposal of the sewage of our city which 
now flows into the Housatonic river, has not yet been solved, 
and the time has come when it must be taken up and seriously 
considered, as the river cannot be used to carry off the sewage 
after June, 1900. 

Throughout the country the question of sewage disposal is 
receiving a great deal of attention from scientists and others, 
and experiments of many methods are being made. 

The Commissioners are making every effort to keep them- 
selves abreast with the times on this subject in a general way, 
and have had during the past year several schemes presented 
to them for consideration. 

While seientifie principles applied to this subject are the 
means that will eventually produce the required result, these 
principles ean only be demonstrated to be of practical local 
value by local experiment, and the Commissioners therefore 
recommend that à 1easonable appropriation be made to cover 
the cost of such experiments as they shall deem necessary to 
aid them in reaching a conclusion on the subject which will be 
for the best interest of the city. | 

This Board desires to endorse the recommendation made 
by the Commissioners and to emphasize the importance of this 
subject. There are but four years left, at the end of which 
some permanent system for the disposal of the sewage of the 
city must be an accomplished fact. This is but a short time 
in which to adequately consider so important a subject and do 
the necessary work to carry out whatever scheme may be 
adopted for the purpose. The Board, therefore, earnestly re- 
quest that the City Council will, at as early a date as possible, 
take definite action in the premises. 


" HIGHWAYS. 


The Board find that as the city grows and as the number of 
bicycle and pleasure riders increases, the roads and streets 
have to be more closely looked after and kept in better condi- 
tion. The Board has endeavored to keep the streets and roads 
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of the city in such condition as to give rise to as little reason- 
able criticism as possible. The roads in the western part of 
the city, and also in the northern and southern parts, have 
been in excellent condition during the year. There are two or 
three roads in the eastern part of the city which are in poor 
condition by reason ofthe loose, sandy nature of the soil. 
These should be put in good order. 

During the most of the summer the Board maintained a 
patrol of the chief business streets. Two men were kept at 
this work with broom, rake, shovel and push cart, and all loose 
rubbish, papers, fruit, offal, stone, bricks, wood, etc. were 
daily removed. This kept the streets in much more present- 
able appearance. The board is anxious to continue this work 
and possibly extend it, embracing more territory. 

The cleaning of our macadamized streets has heretofore been 
done by scraping with hoes and carting away the mud. The 
Board are convinced that it is a costly method and are de- 
sirous of purchasing a street sweeping machine. One pair of 
horses and a driver will accomplish the work. The purchase 
of a sweeping machine would prove to be a good investment 
and would probably lessen the cost of cleaning streets and do 
the work better. 


‘ MACADAMIZED ROADS. 


During the past year the macadam roadway was continued 
down South street, from Church street to Reed street, putting 
into fine condition a section of roadway which was very troub- 
lesome to take care of and which was extremely liable to 
mud. 

Pearl street was also macadamized from Fenn street to the 
driveway to the Stanley Electric Manufacturing Company’s 
works. Cobblestone gutters and concrete sidewalks should 
be laid in the spring. 

There are three places where macadam ought to be put 
down this coming year: On South street from Reed street to 
Mrs. Redfield’s, on the north side of West street through the 
low portion of the street, and on the west side of North street 
north of the railroad bridge. 
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LIGHTING STREETS. 


There have been established during the year two new arc 
lights to burn till 12.30 o'clock, and 67 new incandescent lights 
to burn the same hours. There has been expended for street 
lights $10,588.29, and the present number of lights will require 
the expenditure of $11,493.36 for the coming year. Except for 
the line of thirty lights established on West street from 
Brigg's hill to Parker avenue, which were put in by direction 
of the City Council, the work of the past year has consisted in 
supplying lights at points where they were needed about the 
central portion of the city, not much faith being placed upon 
the efficacy of long lines of lights upon country roads. 


Following are the locations of the added lights : — 


One arc light on West street, between Backman's stable and 
Coleman's store. 

One arc light at the intersection of Seymour and Wahconah 
streets. 


Incandescent lights as follows :— 


Three on Harris street. 

Three on Charles street. 

One at corner of Spring and Willow streets. 

One at corner of Second and Silver streets. 

Four on Fourth street, between Tillotson's mill and railroad 
bridge. 

One at corner of Washington and Lenox avenues. 

Two on Richmond avenue. 

Three on Weller avenue. 

Thirty on West street, from Brigg’s hill to Parker avenue. 

Thirteen on Wahconah street between Rosenheim's store and 
the lake. A portion of the way there were already lights but 
too far apart. 

One at corner Third and Pond streets. 

One on Appleton avenue opposite Stevenson Mfg. Co:s 
mill. 

One on West IIousatonie street at corner of Henry avenue. 

One on South street between Crofut street and Taylor's 

bridge. 
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One on Hamlin street near Charles Crittenden’s. 

One on Park Place, between City Hall and First Church. 

The city is now paying for the following lights :— 

Nineteen arcs to burn all night at $100 per year. 

Forty-two ares to burn till 12.30 at $65 per year. 

Forty-seven incandescents to burn all night at $27 per year. 

Three hundred and thirty-four incandescents to burn to 
12.30 at $16.75 per year. 


CITY HALL ADDITION. 


The addition to the city hall, plans and specifications for 
which were prepared by a committtee of the City Council, and 
which was built under our direction, has added ten rooms to 
the capacity of the building, just doubling the number of 
offices. In the old part there were eight rooms which could 
be used for offices, and in the entire building there are now 
sixteen. Besides this two rooms have been set apart for com- 
mittee rooms. 

Offices have been assigned the Registrars of Voters, Tax 
Collector, Overseers of the Poor, Inspector of Buildings and 
Plumbing, and License Commissioners, who did not before 
have separate offices. The School Committee and Board of 
Public Works have been given an additional room. 

When the new rooms are supplied with furniture, ample 
facilities will have been provided for doing the city’s business 
for some years to come. 

The walls of the rooms and halls in the new part are plain 
plaster as yet. They should be painted or papered. There 
are five rooms in the old part which: should be painted and 
papered, and the outside woodwork of the old part should be 
painted and the inside cellar walls whitened. The entire 
building will then be fresh and clean and in good repair. Five 
rooms in the old part and the main hall were painted and 
papered the past fall, and a new tin roof put upon the old 
part. 
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INSURANCE. 


All of the public buildings are covered by insurance Up to 80 
per cent. of their value, according to the estimates of those in 
a position to judge of their value. In all cases where the 
value of the contents of buildings are known, the said contents 
are nearly or quite covered by insurance. All the policies are 
written for three or five years, and are as nearly uniform as 
possible. Printed forms have been prepared, and all details 
carefully looked after. 


MONEY ON DEPOSIT. 


The revised ordinances of the city provide that the work of 
connecting private premises with the main sewers or water 
pipes shall be done by the Board of Publie Works, and that 
before the work is done, a deposit shall be made of an amount 
equal to the estimated cost of the work. I have received de- 
posits during the year of this work to the amount of $5,125, 
and I still hold deposits to the amount of $345. 

The unpaid bills for this sort of work amount to €7906.87. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The following table shows the various appropriations of the 
city government, aside from sewers, intrusted to this Board 
for expenditure during the year 1895, together with the 
amounts expended under each and the balances. The amount 
of each appropriation is given in its final form, after all trans- 
fers to and from had been made by the City Council:

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REPORT OF PROFESSOR GREENE. 


Messrs. E. D. Jones, J. H. Manning and J, H. Daly, the Board of 
Public Works of the City of Pittsfield, Mass: 


GENTLEMEN: Under instructions received from you in July 
lust, I have visited with you and inspected all of the available 
sources about Pittsfield whence may be obtained an additional 
supply of wholesome water for your city. 

Weir measurements have been made of the present sources 
of supply, and also of all the other sources which seemed to 
promise any considerable or continuous additional supply of 
water. Weirs were erected on Ashley brook just above the 
distributing reservoir, on Sackett and Hathaway brooks just 
above the dams on those streams, on Sackett brook at or near 
Lull's, at the old pumping station and near the New Lenox 
road; on Mill brook at the 1,200 feet contour, on Pratt and 
Town brooks in Lanesboro, on Hollow and Sachem brooks 
and on Smith and May brooks, all at about the 1,200 feet con- 
tour, or at an clevation at which the several streams can be 
diverted and utilized as an additional gravity supply for vour 
city. 

Readings on the wiers were begun late in July and were con- 
tinued at frequent intervals until about the tenth of Septem- 
ber, when for some reason they were practically discontinued, 
much to my regret and embarassment Only a very few read- 
ings were taken subsequent to the last mentioned date, and 
none have been reported later than October 17th. 

My plan was to study the several brooks as their flow gra- 
dually diminished, to ascertain the date and quantity of the 
minimum flow of each, and to discover the rate of increase in 
the respective flows after the minimum had been reached and 
passed Such information as was sought is of vital import- 
ance in determining a reliable gravity supply of water, and 
especially so in cases where possible storage capacity is very 
limited, and where other conditions are similar to those which 
exist at and about Pittstield. 

However, such determinations of quantity of flow as I have 
been able to make have been arranged in tabular form, and 
will appear later in this report. These results are especially 
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valuable in that they exhibit an available supply of water 
during more than two months of the dry period of an excep- 
tionally dry year. 

In regard to the flow of water in streams, it is to be borne 
in mind that the primary source of such water is the rain 
and snow which falls upon the aeres which drain into 
them, and that the quantity of water in any stream depends 
upon the rainfall, upon the area drained, upon the character 
of the soil and upon the general topographical features of the 
locality. 

We are without satisfactory records of the normal rain fall 
at and about Pittstield. Such records as we have found indi- 
cate a normal annual precipitation of about thirty-six inches, 
or about twenty per cent, less than it is throughout eastern 
Massachusetts. 

Of the entire rain fall, à part goes to support vegetation, a 
part is evaporated from the surfaces upon which it falls, and 
the remainder reaches the streams. These three elements 
vary widely ; but in a general way their values, under normal 
conditions, may be stated as follows: 


Supporting vegetation, 25 per cent. 
Evaporation, 25 a 
Available in streams, "0 e 


100 per cent. 


In an ordinary year, then, I assume that during the entire 
year the water which flows in any of the streams about Pitts- 
field, is equivalent to eighteen inches in depth over its entire 
water shed or drainage area. Thus, from each square mile of 
drainage area, we should have in a normal year an average 
daily flow of about 857,000 U. S. gallons of water. 

The drainage areas of the streams which have been under 
observation, as well as of West Pond and Roaring brook, have 
been determined probably with a fair degree of approximation 
from the contour map of the territory about Pittstield. 'These 
areas, together with the average daily quantities of water 
flowing from each, are given in the following table:

All of these drainage areas lie above elevation 1,200 feet, and 
represent areas from which water may be collected and di- 
verted for the purposes of a gravity supply for your city. It 
is not to be understood, however, that the quantities of water 
indicated in the table can be utilized. Storage, except of 
Town and Pratt brooks, being impracticable on account of the 
rapid fall of the streams, it follows necessarily that the grea'er 
part of the large discharges following heavy rains and melting 
snows will run to waste. 

The quantities are presented for the purpose of instituting 
comparisons of the averages with the minimum observed flows 
of the several streams, in order that those promising the 
largest and most reliable available flows in dry periods may be 
identified and recommended. 


QUANTITY OF WATER NEEDED. 


The standard allowance by engineers is sixty gallons per 
capita per diem. This allowance is intended to cover all of 
the various uses to which a domestic water supply is ap- 
plied, including water used for drinking, cooking, washing, 
bath and water closet, laundry, livery stable and all manufac- 
turing purposes, To show that sixty gallons is an ample 
allowance, reference is made to Table II, prepared by an 
officer of the Boston Water Department, and published in 
the * Engineering Record” on March 2, 1895, at page 237:—

Mean daily supply, 21.095 gal. per capita. 

The results contained in this table are obtained by meter 
measurement, in the cities of Boston, Brookline, Newton, Fall 
River, and Worcester, Mass., and in the city of London. They 
inelude the water used for house purposes by over 130,000 
people, occupying houses of all classes, from the very best 
class in the city of Boston, to the ordinary tenement house 
with a single faucet. They may therefore be accepted as rep- 
resenting fairly the average necessary consumption of the pop- 
ulation of a modern town or city. As will be observed, the 
mean daily consumption for house purposes in thecities named 
is 21.1 United States gallons per capita. The quantity con- 
sumed per capita in the City of Troy for manufacturing, livery 
stable, hotel and laundry purposes as determined by meter 
measurement is reported as 15.3 gallons. 

For fire purposes, the quantity of water required when re- 
duced to a per capita per diem allowance is practically insigni- 
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ficant, amounting to less than a single gallon. For street 
sprinkling, the quantity required is indeterminate. 
We then have: 


For house use, 21.1 gals, 
Manufacturing, laundry, hotel and 
livery stable purposes, 15.3 « 
Fire purposes, say 6 “ 
Total, —— 37.0 gals. 
For street sprinkling and waste, say 23.0 “ 
Grand total, 60.0 gals. 


In the City of London the water supply aggregates for all 
purposes 37 gallons, and in recent investigations with refer- 
ence to the future supply of that city, 37 gallons is used as the 
standard allowance. Surely, then, the American standard of 
60 gallons must be conceded to be a liberal one. Even 50 gal- 
lons ought to be suflicient for all legitimate purposes, as it 
doubtless would be if consumers could be persuaded to prac. 
tice even a fair degree of economy in the use of water. 

Taking the population of Pittsfield at 20,000 and allowing 
60 gallons of water for each person, each duy, the entire daily 
supply will be 1,200,000 gallons. This quantity of water 
should be assured even in the dryest period of a typical drv 
season, like that which is now closing. With such a supply 
at such a time, there would be an abundance of water at all 
other times. 


PRESENT CONSUMPTION AND WASTE. 


In Table III will be found, conveniently arranged, the 
measured flows from the present sources of supply. The ag- 
gregates of these for each day in the fifth column show the 
consumption, waste and loss of water for the several days upon 
which measurements were taken. The quantities drawn in 
the city represent the consumption and waste, while any 
water which may have overflowed the dams should be con- 
sidered as lost. 
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Sources of the present water supply of the City of Pittsfield, 
together with the quantity of water consumed and wasted :

In the sixth column are the consumption, waste and loss per 
capita for each day, based upon an assumed population of 
20,000. This quantity varies from 133 gallons on July 30 to 
65 gallons on August 22, September 5 and 27. 

On July 27 and 28, during the night chiefly, 1.37 inches of 
rain fell. This accounts for large flows into each of the 
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three reservoirs on the thirtieth, and justifies the conclusion 
that much water flowed over the dams and was thus lost. | 

At this time the measuring weir at the New Lenox Road 
was washed out; but as late as August 5, a new and longer 
weir having been put in, the flow there was 677,294 gallons 
per diem, which was evidentiy lost. It is clear that the flow 
at this point was, or had been, largely increased by water 
which had passed over the dams above, on Sackett, IIathaway 
and Ashley brooks. 

On August 3 and 4, Mr. Fobes, your engineer, kept a 24- 
hour record of the depths of water on the weirs above Sackett, 
Hathaway and Ashley dams. Estimates from these readings 
give the following results:

During these observations there does not appear to have 
been any loss of water, and for that reason the final results 
representing 85 gallons per capita per diem may be accepted 
as a fair statement of the daily consumption and waste of 
water in Pittsteld at the date named. 

On August 9, a leak was discovered in the main leading from 
Sackett reservoir. The valve was closed at the reservoir, and 
the supply shut off from that source. Repairs were completed 
on the tenth or eleventh, and the supply from Sackett brook 
restored. In the meantime it is presumed that the draught 
from Ashley lake was inereased more largely than was neces- 
sary. This is indicated by the unusually large flow of 
2,496,360 gallons into Ashley distributing reservoir on the 
twelveth. Great loss of water is indicated by the excessive 
flow in Sackett brook at the New Lenox road, which was on the 
twelveth at the rate of 1,056,972 gallons in 24 hours. 

On the night of September 9 and 10 there was a rain fall of 
1.10 inches, the effect of which is seen in the increased fiow of 
each of the three brooks on the tenth. 
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The increased apparent daily consumption per capita on 
October 10th, was due to a rainfall of .18 inch during the pre- 
ceding night. 

Rejecting the abnormal flows to which I have called atten- 
tion, there appears to have been a steady decline in the daily 
per capita consumption and waste from 90 gallons during the 
period August 2nd to 8th to 76.4 gallons during the period 
August 12th to 24th, to 71.2 gallons during the period Septem- 
ber 2nd to 7th, and finally to 65 gallons on September 27th. ` 

A still further reduction to 60 gallons or less ought easily to 
be effected by the attachment of meters to the services of all 
large consumers. This would prevent waste by limiting the 
consumption to tne actual needs of the large consumer, who 
presumably is chiefly responsible for the waste or improper 
use of water. 


ADDITIONAL SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


In Table IV are presented the flows in Sackett and Ilatha- 
way brooks above the dams, together with the flows in Sackett 
brook at the old pumping station in the meadow, and at the 
point where that brook crosses the New Lenox road. The 
tormer show the quantity of water available in a dry season 
from the present brook sources. The latter show the extent 
to which this brook supply can be increased ina dry season by 
pumping into the mains either at the old pumping station in 
the meadow or preferably at the point where Sackett brook 
crosses the New Lenox road. The New Lenox road station is 
preferable, because being on the road it is more accessible, 
and because the quantity of water available there is materially 
greater than it is above in the meadow. At this lower point, 
too, the storoge and regulating effects of the gravel of the 
entire meadows, amounting perhaps to a square mile of terri- 
tory, can be utilized. During a large part of the year nearly 
or quite a million gallons a day could be forced into the mains 
from this point, while during an extremely dry season our 
measurements show that from 250,000 to 750,000 gallons may 
be added to the ordinary supply from this source.

The minimum observed flow occurred August 26 and was 
231,839 gallons. Only on one other day did the flow fall below 
250,000 gallons so far as observed. It would seem to be entirely 
safe to place the minimum available daily supply at this point 
in an exceptionally dry season at 225,000 gallons, which largely 
exceeds the aggregate minimum daily supply from Sackett 
and Hathaway brooks at the present reservoirs on these 
brooks during such a season, The minimum supply from both 
sources would appear to be about 400,000 gallons. 

It is desirable, however, to avoid pumping with ita extra 
cost as far as possible. Resort to pumping should be had only 
when there is reason to believe that the other sources consti- 
tuting the gravity supply are in danger of failure, or when 
they have actually failed. 


OTHER SOURCES OF ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


All other sources in the neighborhood of your city have 
been examined personally, and those which gave any promise 
of permanent or material value have been subjected to inves- 
tigation. The measured flows have been arranged and are 
presented herewith in Table V.

Sachem and Hollow brocks unite a short distance below the 
points at which their flows were measured, and form Sachem 
brook proper. In speaking of the capacities of these two 
brooks in what follows, they will be referred to as Sachem 
brook. The figures in this table show conclusively that Sa- 
chem, Mill and May brooks are the most valuable sources of 
an increased water supply, while their location and accessi- 
bility make them the most desirable as additional sources of 
supply. In the following table will be found the figures 
which determine the relative values of these streams for your 
purposes:

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The last two brooks named would be of trifling value during 
a dry period, nor would they be of special value at any time 
without storage of large capacity. The first three brooks 
while giving the best promise of permanance in a dry season, 
would in an extremely dry period furnish an aggregate mini- 
mum additional supply of 835,010 gallons in 24 hours. If to 
this be added the minimum observed flows in Sackett and 
Hathaway brooks above the dams, we have an aggregate mini- 
mum daily supply, independent of Ashley lake, of 984,251 gallons 
a day, a quantity which ought to be sufficient for the require- 
ments of a population of 20,000. "This supply augmented by 
pumping from the available flow in Ashley brook, at New 
Lenox road would exceed the preseut rate of consumption and 
waste. 

My preliminary verbal report and recommendation made to 
your City Government in August last was based upon the con- 
ditions disclosed by the foregoing figures and facts, which 
were even then quite apparent to me. 

Half a million or more gallons a day discharged into the 
northern portion of your distribution, while materially increas- 
ing your daily supply, would inerease the pressure throughout 
the system as well. 

While the flow in May brook is not large, it is quite perma- 
nent. West street, which it would largely supply, is only a 
short distance from the proper point of diversion. The water 
of this brook would, it seems to me, add to your revenue a 
sum at least sufficient to pay the interest on the cost of appro- 
priating it to your uses. 


PRACTICALLY AVAILABLE SOURCES OF AN ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


In order to emphasize my preliminary verbal report and 
recommendation, the following table has been prepared which 
shows the results of all our measurements on Sackett and 
Hathaway brooks above the damsand on the three other brooks 
which are deemed to be the most desirable sources of an addi- 
tional water supply for your city. 

This table is arranged for convenient examination and 
study. Asin tables IV and V, the rainfall is entered in the 
second column to show the cause of various fluctuations in the 
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flows of the streams. The various rainfalls are, in each case, 
for the 24 hours ending at 8 a. m, on the day of the entry. 
Flows followed by an interrogation point (?) are estimated. 

The third, fourth, fifth and sixth columns contain the meas- 
ured and estimated flows in Sackett and Hathaway brooks, in 
Sachem and Hollow brooks, in Mill brook and in May brook. 

The seventh column contains the quantities which would 
have been supplied during the present dry season had they 
been previously appropriated and connected with your system 
of distribution. 

The eighth and last column shows what your daily supply 
would have been, from brook sources, had Mill brook been 
previously appropriated and connected, It shows what may 
be expected during any similar season, after it shall have been 
diverted to your use. These figures show that during such a 
season as that of 1895, with Sachem, Mill and May brooks 
added to Pittsfield’s water supply, it would not be necessary 
to draw from Ashley lake before the first week in September ; 
that Ashley lake could probably be filled each year, and re- 
tained in that condition until September ; and that there would 
' be a large reserve of water, at all times, in Ashley lake.

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the suggested diversion of Sachem brook would be equivalent to 
a diminution of net power at Pontooxuc and at the other dams 
below, of one-horse power for each foot of effective head. The 
coal consumption for equivalent steam power, should not ex- 
ceed 30 pounds for each day, or about 9,000 pounds for the 
working days of a year. This represents an annual coal 
consumption per foot of effective head and per net horse power 
of about four gross tons, which at $3.25 per ton, amounts to 
$13. 

Where the diversion of the water would render necessary 
the purchase, maintenance and operation of steam boilers and 
engines, the annual eost per net horse power should not ex- 
ceed 840. 

I am advised that the total fall within the city limits is 132 
feet. Upon this basis, the annual cost of coal to produce 
steam power equivalent to that due to the water diverted 
would be $1,716, while the annual cost of putting in, main- 
taining and operation, the same steam power would be 
&5,280. 

These figures will enable your Board to judge as to the ad- 
visability of appropriating the waters, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, of Sachem brook to the use of your city. 

In considering this matter it should be borne in mind that 
since storage is impraeticable on this brook, it will not be prac- 
ticable to divert at any time more than one-half of its average 
flow. For many years the diversion would be limited to dry 
periods and would aggregate but a sinall fraction of its flow. 
The water not diverted would continue to pass to Pontoosuc 
lake, where it would still be available for power, as it is now. 

Sackett and Hathaway brooks, with an aggregate average 
flow of about 1,800,000 gallons in 24 hours, are now furnishing 
you an average of only about 700,000 gallons a day, 
while Ashley lake, being wholly under control by reason 
of its capacity for storage and = with a much 
smaller drainage area, furnishes you an average 
of 600,000 to 700,000 gallons a day, or about one-half 
of your present annual supply. In view of these facts, it may 
well be doubted if it will ever be practicable in the absence of 
storage to divert as much as one-half of the annual flow of 
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Sachem brook to the uses of the City of Pittstield. Attention 
is ealled to these facts and considerations for the reason that 
they should have an important bearing upon the question of 
damages likely to accrue from the suggested appropriation of 
the waters of tliis stream. 

In this connection I beg to call attention to the peculiar con- 
ditions obtained at and in the vicinity of Pittsfield. Pon- 
toosuc lake affords ample storage for all the water which flows 
into it. That lake would serve as a source of ample water 
supply for your city, and could be made available by the em- 
ployment of a pumping plant. For obvious reasons, however, 
this lake is not a desirable source of supply. The desirable 
sources of supply are brooks flowing down the mountain sides. 
On these brooks storage is impracticable, except in Ashley 
lake, whieh has already been utilized for that purpose. 

For these reasons it appears to be necessary to secure the 
largest practicable supply by diverting the waters of these 
brooks at elevations suitable for gravity supply as it flows 
from day to day, and to supplement the quantity thus secured 
by drawing late in the season from the storage of Ashley lake 
so far as may be necessary. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In view of the facts presented and for the reasons stated I 
respeetfully recommend : 

1 The appropriation and diversion of Mill brook. 

2. Phat May brook be appropriated, and that a six inch main 
be laid from the brook at the proper elevation to West street 
and thence down that street toa cunnection with your present 
system of mains. 

3. The appropriation of Sachem brook. 

4. The location of a pumping station on Sackett brook where 
it crosses the New Lenox road for occasional use in cases of 
emergency. 

9. That the dam of Ashley distributing reservoir be raised 
about ten feet, so that the capacity of this reservoir may be 
made suflicient to hold more than a day's supply, and so that 
there may be at all times subject to draft sutticient water to 
extinguish any fire that may occur. 
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6. That the dam of Ashley lake be raised about two feet, if, 
after an inereased supply shall have been secured, it shall be 
found that the lake can be filled above the level of the present 
dam. 

These recommendations if adopted need not be undertaken at 
once, but the work should be begun and prosecuted in the order 
of the recommendations, except that provision for pumping at 
the New Lenox road should, in my opinion, be made without 
unnecessary delay. The pumping capacity at this point should 
be about one million gallons daily, to be used of course as occa- 
sion may require. 

When more water and still greater storage capacity shall be 
required recourse may be had to Town and Pratt brooks on 
the road leading from Lanesboro to New Ashford. At the 
junction of these brooks there appears to be a suitable location 
for a dam, which would impound a very large quantity of 
water. Just how much cannot be stated in the absence of a 
detailed survey. It is believed, however, that from this source 
alone a gravity supply sufficient for a population of nearly 
100,000 may be secured,except possibly in extremely dry seasons. 

The pond at the head of Roaring brook would furnish an 
average daily supply of about 2,500,000 gallons. The quality 
of this water is understood to be unsatisfactory to your State 
. Board of Health. 

Richmand pond has a capacity of 6,500,000 to 7,000,000 gal- 
lons daily, but its elevation is such that it can be utilized only 
by pumping. Its quality, so far as known by me, has not been 
passed upon. 

As to the waters from the several sources recommended, 
there can be no question as to their excellent quality. I be- 
lieve they have all been examined and reported upon favor- 
ably by the Massachusetts State Board of Health. 

In conclusion I beg to say that the delay in preparing this 
report has been a necessary delay. The ground which was 
sought to be covered could not have been covered in less time. 
Even more time and more facts were desirable.

I submit, herewith, my first annual report to you of the 
condition of and work done by the Water Department, to- 
gether with tables showing the number of miles, size and 
location of main pipes, the number, size and location of gates, 
and the number, description and location of hydrants, and re- 
commendations of changes and extensions which, in my 
opinion, should be made during the ensuing year. 


EXTENSIONS. 


During the year just passed the main pipes of this city have 
been extended as follows: 


McKay Street from the south end of Central

RENEWALS. 


During the year the following have been relaid : 

On South Church street, owing to the muck and soft clay. 
the pipe which was laid between Center street and a point near 
the clock shop had sunk to a depth of nearly 11 feet. Accord- 
ingly the old pipe was cut off and abandoned for a distance of 
450 feet and relaid with 4-inch pipe. 

On the Dawes avenue line, some of the 8-inch pipe counted 
as extensions was more in the nature of a renewal. On 
Henry avenue from Elizabeth street west to a point near 
Atwood avenue, there was taken up about 384 feet of 4inch 
pipe and one dead end abolished, and from Elizabeth street 
east 420 feet , and one dead end abolished. From South street 
east on Broad, there was taken out about 400 feet of 4-inch 
pipe, and from Pomeroy avenue west on Droad street about 
400ft. of 2in. pipe, and two dead ends connected. On Pomeroy 
avenue from Broad street south to a point opposite Dawes 
avenue there was taken out about 350 ft. 4in.pipe and where there 
formerly existed a dead end the pipe continues through pri- 
vate land to IIoward street. On South street from Henry 
Avenue to Broad street there was taken out about 100ft. 
of 3in. pipe. 

South street, from Broad to Crofut, a distance of 1,915 feet, 
: has been relaid with Vin. pipe, and the old än. pipe taken up. 

Total length of pipe relaid, not counting that on the Dawes 
Avenue line, 2.305 feet. 


MILL BROOK EXTENSION. 


The work of laying the 12in. main from Elin street to Sikes 
brook was commenced on Monday, September 16th, with a 
force numbering about 30 men, but on Tuesday this number 
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was inereased to 75, and Wednesday the force numbered 
' about 110, and this number was carried until the job was 
completed October 4th. The work was divided into two sec- 
tions. One force under Mr. Robert Rice, and the other under 
Mr. Thomas Martin, did the excavating, while the two 
gangs of pipe layers came under my own supervision. This 
work involving as it did the services of a large number of men, 
many of whom were entirely unused to trench work, was 
attended with many difficulties and annoyances. 


DAWES AVENUE EXTENSION. 


By thecompletion of this line, the south-western portion of 
city has been afforded an adequate supply of water for both 
fire and domestic purposes. During my enforced absence by 
illness the work was carried on under the supervision of Mr. 
Frank E. Hatch. | 


SERVICE CONNECTIONS

During the year the main pipes of the city have been tapped 
161 times, and there have been added five Lunch service con- 
nections for offlce buildings and factories. 

This has involved the use of the following material:

SEWER CONNECTIONS, 


Beginning with this year, the work of connecting houses with 
the main sewers has been given over tothe Water Department, 
and with the exception of a few of the first connections, has 
been under the supervision of Mr. Frank E. IIatch, who has 
also had charge of the service connections and maintenance 
of the water works. 

There have been made during the year: 
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240 connections with new sewers, 
96 [11 [1] old 46 
266 connections, involving the use of the following materials :

In addition to the above regular connections, the 
Academy of Music and Wollison’s blocks have had rain 
water conductors connected with the old sewer, and there has 
been laid a drain from the center of the tracks of the street 
railway near Merrill’s block to the catch-basin at Summer 
street. 

On South Church street, where formerly stood the houses of 
James Denny, Thomas Lew, and others, there have been dug 
up and disconnected and bricks placed in the Y’s, three con- 
nections with the new sewer. 


RESERVOIRS. 


At the beginning of the season Hathaway reservoir was 
thoroughly cleaned and is in good shape. 

Sackett and Ashley reservoirs have had no attention, what- 
ever, aside from the usual cleaning of the screens. It is my 
opinion that all the reservoirs should be drawn off and cleaned 
each year and the yards mowed and raked up. 


ASHLEY LAKE. 


In consequence of the increased number of water takers and 
the additional drains consequent upon the introduction of sewer 
connections, together with an unusually dry season, Ashley 
lake has been drawn down almost as faras has been possible to 
draw without pumping, andit has been only through the utinost 
economy and frequent visits to both the reservoirs and lake 
that the supply has not been entirely exhausted. Ashley lake 
has been thoroughly cleaned from the gate house back to end 
of the neck, and all the stumps and refuse removed,

HYDRANTS. 


There have been set during the year 22 steamer hydrants, 
7 two way hydrants. 


METERS. 


There have been set the following meters: Four one-half 
inch crown; two one inch crown; three two-inch crown ; seven 
three quarter inch crown; one one and one-half inch crown. 
I would earnestly recommend the adoption of meters in all 
places where waste is suspected. In one block of six tene- 
ments where a meter was placed this summer, 17,000 gallons 
were consumed and wasted daily. In one business block, 
where were employed not over 100 persons, there was a daily 
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consumption of 10,000 gallons, and in almost every in- 
stance where a meter has been set, it has shown a daily con- 
sumption that is not only startling, but almost beyond belief. 


WASTE. 


During the summer when the streams were the lowest and 
when it was a matter of doubt whether Ashley lake would 
hold out until an additional supply could be secured, there was 
in many places a most flagrant and unjustifiable waste of 
water. On North street, almost any morning, boys using hose 
to wash windows would allow the water to run in streams 
to neighboring catch-basins. Masons and builders would stick 
a hose into a barrel and allow it to remain running uutil they 
got ready to shut it off, and in many places leaky fixtures and 
closets sizzled away and wasted thousands of gallons daily. 
In the winter, thousands of gallons are wasted daily by con- 
sumers to keep their fixtures from freezing, and it would seem 
that the only way to effectually prevent waste would be the 
universal adoption of meters.

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With the continued increase in consumption, and the con- 
sequent variation in the amount used each day, it is becoming 
almost impossible to keep the gate at Ashley Lake regulated 
so that there shall be an adequate supply each day, and yet 
have none wasted, without making daily trips. This work, 
during the summer just passed, has been done at night, after 
the regular day's work had been finished. This was made 
necessary by the immense amount of regular work done by 
the department. In this connection I beg leave to suggest 
that the water works have grown to such an extent that in 
order to have the present plant properly cared for, requires 
the entire time and attention of one person. His duties would 
require him to look out for and make repairs to mains, meters, 
service pipes, reservoirs, etc., and I take this opportunity to 
ask for the appointment of a permanent assistant. 


NEEDED EXTENSIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


On concluding my report, I beg leave to suggest the follow- 
ing extensions, alterations and improvements: 

The entire section of the city lying west of the Housatonic 
river depends for its supply on the 4-inch pipe crossing the 
river at West street. and the 4 inch pipe crossing the river 
at Columbus avenue. This latter is liable to break at 
any time owing to the settling of the bed on which it lies. 
The present supply is totally inadequate, and that section of 
the city has at present almost no protection from fire. I re- 
commend, therefore, that a feeder not less than eight inches in 
diameter be extended from North street through Linden to 
Onota street. Ihave recommended this route, not only 
because it affords the most convenient place to cross the river, 
but because it brings the feeder nearest the center of distribu- 
tion. 

What I have said in regard to this section of the city is 
equally true of Lake and Third streets. The pipe on Third 
street is old and rusty, while on Lake street there now exists 
two dead ends on 1 1-2inch pipe. I recommend that a feeder 
not less than 8 inches in diameter be extended from the 12- 
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inch pipe on Fourth street through Lake street to Second 
street, and the 3-inch pipe on Third street be taken up and 
relaid with 6-inch pipe. 

On Wellington avenue as will be seen from the Sabine” 
tables there now exist some 300ft. of 2in. pipe, and 875ft. of 
3in. pipe. I recommend that this be taken up and relaid with 
Din. and that hydrants be set at proper points on the line. 

On Lincoln st., between First and Wellington avenue, there 
is a dead end. I recommend that this be abolished by extend- 
ing the pipe through to First st. 

On Willis Place there is a similar case. 1 recommend that 
the pipe be extended to Fenn st. 

On Summer street, from North to Francis avenue, there is 
a cement pipe; this should, I think, be taken up and relaid 
with 6in. pipe. 

West street, from the end of the existing 4in. pipe to the 
Crook farm, should be relaid with a larger pipe, as the present 
llin. pipe is totally inadequate for even a domestic supply. 
If the city contemplates the addition of brooks on that side of 
tlie city to the present supply, I would recommend that a pipe 
atleast 8 in. in diameter be laid. 

.That section of the city bounded on the east by Francis 
avenue, on the west by River st., and on the south and north 
by Columbus avenue and Alder street respectively, is with- 
out adequate fire protection. I would, therefore, recommend 
that a Gin. pipe be extended from Alder street through Rob- 
bins avenue to Cireular Avenue, near J. H. Daly's house, 
thereby making ample the supply of water for fire and domes- 
tic purposes in that entire section, and abolishing the dead end 
that now exists between Linden and Bradford sts. 

There are now connected with the mains of this city 27 
hydrants of the Ayers make. These are old and all in bad 
condition, and it costs more each year to keep them in repair 
than the interest would be on the amount required to replace 
them with new ones. I strongly recommend that these hy- 
drants be taken out during the coming summer and replaced 
with others of a size adapted to their respective location. 

During the coming summer extensions will no doubt be called 
for in the district known as Morningside. When these are 
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made I would recommend that a pipe not less than 8 inches 
in diameter be extended from the 12 inch pipe in Fourth street, 
through Kellogg street, toa point where it can be best dis- 
tributed. 

As will be seen by the accompanying table, there is on 
North street, between the Academy of Music and Whelden's 
block, a piece of cement pipe. How far this extends or what 
condition it is in, is not known. The present pipe line crosses 
the railroad under the tracks, and comes out through the cel- 
lar of Whelden’s block. I would recommend that this pipe be . 
abandoned, and a new line carried across on the stringers of 
the bridge, thus lessening the possibility of damage to the 
property of Col. Whelden and the B. & A. R. R. Co. 

On Clough street, extending west from North street, a dis- 
tance of 300 feet there is at present an inch pipe; this should, 
I think, be taken up and relaid with 6in. pipe as should a 
piece extending from West street on River street to Division 
avenue, a distance of 512ft.

REPORT OF FOREMAN ON HIGHWAYS 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works. 


GENTLEMEN: In accordance with your request, I submit for 
your consideration the following report of the work performed 
upon the streets and highways in the City of Pittsfield for the 
year 1895: 

Early in January we commenced to have snow. Thenin a 
few days we would have a thaw, which would necessitate the 
opening of gutters. This kind of weather continued until into 
February, which made quite an expense in keeping gutters 
open and the streets free from water. 

About February 11th the heavy snow storms came, and the 
15th of February we had to draw the suow from North and 
West streets. The snow storms continued until about the 
middle of March, which made it necessary to employ a large 


force of men and teams in opening roads and cuttine dive 
holes. 

Soon after this we commenced opening roads for wagons. 
Though very early for this work we continned it from March 
15th to about April 10th. Inthe meantime many gutters had 
to be opened throughout the city. | 

We expended in the aggregate about three thousand dollars 
for winter roads. ` 

Immediately after the snow was gone I commenced cleaning 
macadam streets, the first work being done April 12th. — All 
streets having macadam were cleaned in the spring, except 
Waheonah street and Clapp avenue, which were cleaned in 
the fall. Some streets were cleaned three times, and North 
street four times. 

During the summer we turnpiked a good many miles of 
streets and highways, and the following is a list of those on 
which such work has been done. I do not mean to be under- 
stood that the entire length of these streets has been turn- 
piked, but with the exception of Valentine road, only portions 
of them: 

R. A. Rice’s road, Benedict road, Milton road, Barber 
road, Hancock road, Red House road, Churchill street, Cas- 
cade street, South Mountain road, Stearnsville road, Barker- 
ville road, Richmond road, Briggs hill, Pomeroy avenue, 
Winter strect, Lake street, Onota street, Valentine road. 

Quite a number of miles of road was given a liberal coat of 
gravel. Those which were treated in that way were in such 
a condition that it was absolutely necessary that they should 
be treated in that manner. The roads gravelled were North 
street, Wahconah street, Elm street, Milton road, Hancock 
road, Lenox road, South street, Pomeroy avenue, Bartlett 
avenue, East Housatonic street, West street, Parker avenue, 
Churchill street, Smith Mountain road, R. A. Rice’s road 
and South Robbins avenue. 

Maplewood avenue was regraded from First street to Welling- 
ton avenue, gutters paved cn both sides, five new catch- 
basins built, and one changed to conform to new grade. 

South Robbins avenue was graded the entire length, and 
paved gutters put in on both sides. 
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A portion of River street was graded from Bradford street 
to Linden street, and a new eateh-basin built. 

During the year we built about about 1,300 feet of corduroy 
road on Elm street, and eovered the same with gravel. 

Small amounts of grading and repairing have been done on 
Allen street in front of the new Fire Department house, at the 
corner of North and East streets, Tyler street and the Mahanna 
road, ` 

Patehing teams have been kept on the roads nearly all sum- 
mer, over $900 having been expended in that manner. Nearly 
$200 has been expended in raking and carting off stone. The 
repair of water pipe, sewer and house connection ditches has 
also necessitated the expenditure of $200, 

We have built during the year 8,000 feet of new railings in 
different parts of the city. 

Some brush has been cut along the roadsides, and I think 
this work should be continued, as we have a good many roads 
where the brush nas grown close to the travelled path, and if 
it were cut it would save a good many dollars in keeping the 
roads free from snow. 


MACADAM. 


Pearl street was macadamized from Fenn street to the north 
line of the driveway to the Stanley Electric Co.’s works. 
Paved gutters should be built on both sides of the street in the 
spring, and it is possible that the macadam will need a little 
rolling. In connection with the macadamizing of the street, 
three new catch-basins were built at the junction of Pearl 
street and Cottage Row, and one man hole. There has been 
no complaints from parties living in that neighborhood in re- 
gard to surface water since that time. 


SURFACE. DRAINAGE. 


Besides the surface drainage work which I have already 
mentioned in connection with the grading of streets, other 
jobs have been done, as follows : 

In School street a drain was laid from the main drain in 
North street to Allen street in front of the new engine house. 


Three manholes were built on the line, and the new engine 
house was connected with this drain. 

On Pontoosuc avenue a surface drain and four manholes 
were built from the bridge near Wahconah street to the cor- 
ner of Briggs avenue. 

On Columbus avenue a surface drain was built, with two 
new catch-basins and one manhole. 

The following table shows the cost of various work done 
under the appropriation for highways, as nearly as it can be 
determined from the books of the Clerk of your Board:

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On Henry avenue a surface drain with one manhole and one, 
eateh-basin was built to take water from that street to the 
river, and a paved gutter was laid on the south side of the 
street, with two crossings across Elizabeth street. A piece of 
paved gutter was laid on Wahconah street also. 

Two stone sluices have been built, one on Elim street and one 
on the Richmond road, near the residence of the late Thomas 
Coughlin. One box sluice has been put inon New West street, 
one on North street just south of the residence of W. F. Gale, 
and one on the Mahanna road. 


BRIDGE REPAIRS. 


The bridge repairs the past year have consisted of building 
anew bridve near the red house on Cascade street; à new 
bridge throughout, near Charles Daniels,’ at the North Woods; 
the building of new abutments under the bridge beyond Shak- 
er village, near the Richmond line, and building upon 
them a new iron bridge; new planking the Lowden and Rice 
bridges, and the patching of a good many other bridges. We 
also temporarily repaired the abutment which fell down from 
under the bridge on the Hancock road. 

The total amount expended in this department during the 
yeur for labor, $14,590.35. 


REMARKS. 


I would respeettully suggest for the year 1896. 

That West street, from the post oflice to the union depot, 
should not be left too tong in its present condition, 

For outside roads there are several that need attention the 
coming spring. ` Portions of Elm street, east of the corduroy 
road, the East New Lenox road from Shearer's lane south to 
the Lenox line, and the old Dalton road from the B. & A. R.R. 
near the Junction to a point near where the North Adams 
branch erosses the said road, should. all be turnpiked and then 
covered with a vood coat of gravel. 

On the Richmond road, southeast from Barkerville, is about 
1,000 feet of road which should be underdrained. There are 
plenty of stone near by that can be had for this work. — 
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I think the abutments to the bridge just this side of Mr. 
Leslie’s on the East New Leuox road should be relaid this 
spring, also the abutinents to the bridge on the Hancock road 
near the Pontoosuc dam When these are relaid they should 
be carried to the south and built about four feet higher, which 
would straighten the road and make it much more safe. J 
think the abutments at the VanSickler bridge should also be 
relaid this spring.

The undersigned begs leave to present herewith a report of 
the work done in his department during the year 1895, to- 
gether with lists of ali the sidewalks and crosswalks in the 
City, inventory of tools, eto. : 


SIDEWALKS. 


The past year has been the second in which the city has laid 
its own concrete in preference to letting the work out by con- 
tract. The cost for the work of the past year has been 46 1-2 
cents per square yard. Notwithstanding the necessity for pay- 
ing laborers $1.75 per day of nine hours, according to the vote 
of the City Council, the cost of concrete has been reduced 10 
cents per square yard from that of last year.

PARK AND COMMON. 


The Park in front of the City Ilall and the Common on 
First street have had their usual care the past year, $299.85 
having been expended on them. They were fertilized in the 
spring, the grass on the Common has been cut four times and 
the walks hoed out three times, the Park has been mowed 
every week and the walks scraped. The experiment was tried 
of anchoring the seats in the Park. Wooden anchors were 
buried in the ground and the seats fastened to them by chains 
and padlocks. The experiment worked well and prevented 
moving the seats. 

The City has 32 seats, 20 of which belong tothe park. They 
have all been painted and repaired and are ready for use when 
spring opens. 

TRIMMING TREES. 


Only about half the time has been given to the care of shade 
trees in the streets as was given in 1893 ; for that work $140.30 
has been expended. There is need of a good deal of work 
which should be done the coming year. On some streets they 
are in very bad shape, branches hanging so low as to interfere 
with carriages. About $300 or more ought to be expended 
on this work every year.

REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEER. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works of the City of Pittsfield : 


I herewith submit the following report of work done by this 
department during the year ending January 1st, 1896. 

During the first three months of the year little outside work 
could be done. The winter was one presenting more than 
usual difficulties to fleld work of any description, consequently 
but little preparation could be made for the work of the follow- 
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ing summer, in the way of preliminary surveys. Most of this 
time was spent making the plans and records of the work done 
during the preceding year. Owing to the facts stated above, 
your engineer commenced an unusually busy season, with 
less than the ordinary preparation, and from the first a large 
force and overtime was the rule. 


IliGunwaAv DEPARTMENT. 


This department has as usual made large calls upon this 
engineering force. The following is a partial statement of the 
principal jobs requiring engineering work done on them. 


MAPLEWOOD AVENUE. 


Last year a surface sewer was laid in Maplewood avenue, 
between Wellington avenue and First street, for the purpose 
of taking the surface water from this street. This year five 
(5) new basins were put in. The old gutters were relaid at 
a lower grade, and the street cut down about six (6) inches. 
This portion of Maplewood avenue has formerly been the cause 
of a great many complaints on acconnt of the surface water 
being unable to run off. The street was laid out on a level, 
and the gutters .were also laid level, which of course meant a 
ponding up of the surface water. Now a sufficient slope has 
been given to the gutters, so that except when blocked with 
snow there should be suflieient drainage. 


SOU TI ROBBINS AVENUE 


Early last year South Robbins avenue was graded through 
its entire length, a survey of the street was made, a grade 
line determined upon, and stone gutters laid on both sides. 
A concrete walk was constructed on the easterly side of the 
street from Columbus avenue to Division street. 


SCHOOL STREET AND ALLEN STREET 


For years the eight (X) inch sewer in School street has served 
for the double purpose of carrying off both house sewage and 
surface water from School street, Allen street and vicinity, and 
it has been wholly inadequate for the same. The building of 
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the new Fire Engine house on Allen street necessitated the 
building of a large drain. For this purpose a fifteen (15) inch 
pipe was laid from the North street sewer through School 
street to Allen street, connections were made with the hose 
tower at the new engine house and also with the small catch- 
basin near the police station. Three (3) manholes were built 
and the sewer was designed so that it will take all of Allen 
street surface water. It can also be extended through Allen 
street to drain Dunham street. In order to complete this job, 
Allen street and School street should be graded and several 
catch-basins built. 


SOUTH STREET MACADAM. 


south street was macadamized from the south line of 
Church street to the north line of Taconic street. A strip 
twenty-four (24) feet wide in the center of the street was thus 
treated ; grades and lines were given for the sime. 


PEARL STREET. 


The City Government appropriated thirteen hundred and 
sixty dollars ($1,360) for the macadamizing of Pearl street from 
Fenn street to the northerly line of the driveway of the Stan- 
ley Electrical Works. An attempt to rerun the lines of Pearl 
street showed that the old lines were lost. A petition for the 
determining of the street lines was sent to the City Governm- 
ment, a plan and profile for the same were made, and both 
grade and lines were established. Three hundred and six(306) 
lineal feet of macadam was laid sixteen feet in width, and 
six hundred and fifty (650) lineal feet of curbing. Owing 
to the lateness of the season the work of laying gutters was 
not done. 


PONTOOSUC AVENUE. 


Under the directions of the Highway Committee, Pontoosuc 
avenue was carefully surveyed, several different plans were 
proposed, and more or less work done on each. Finally a plan 
and profile was adopted by the City Government and an appro- 
priation of two thousand dollars (%2,000)was made for the 
working of the street. It being deemed necessary by your 
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Board that proper provision for surface water should be made, 
a surface sewer was built from the river, crossing underneath 
the canal and running to Briggs avenue, a distance of five 
hundred and forty-four (544) feet. In order to profile a proper 
roadway over the canal, in place of the small wooden bridge 
it was decided to put in a steel cylinder forty-six (46) feet long 
and 6 1-2 feet in diameter, and 7-16 inches thick. In order to 
satisfy the owners of the canal, it was found that it would be 
necessary to put this cylinder about three and one-half (3 1-2) 
feet deeper than was estimated. This compelled us to put the 
fifteen (15) ineh pipe for the surface sewer to a depth of 
twelve (12) feet. This extra depth caused much additional 
expense. 

The sewer was completed, but no catchbasins have been 
built. These should be built this coming spring. 


HENRY AVENUE. 


The lower portion of IIenry avenue has served and still 
serves as a drainage canal for the several adjacent streets. 
The result has been that it was impossible to keep the street 
in even fair condition, as gravel placed on the street was sure 
to be washed away during the next heavy rain. This past 
year a stone gutter that was commenced on the southerly side 
of the street the year previous has been completed, and a 
twenty-four (21) inch drain run from the river to a catch- 
basin placed on the side of the street. To'make the work 
complete a catch basin and gutter should be built on the 
northerly side of the street, and it is respectfully suggested 
that this be done this coming season. 


BRIDGES. 


The abutments to the bridge on the Richmond road, south of 
the Shaker village, being in a delapidated condition, your 
board directed that new abutments should be built, and the 
wooden structure be replaced with a steel bridge with concrete 
floor, all of which has been done. In taking down the old 
abutments if was found that they had been built practically 
on the surface of the ground, without any proper foundation, 
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and that only the poorest kind of work had been done. The 
work, however, was similar to that found in many of our old 
abutments, and this accounts for the heavy expenditures that 
are and will be necessary each year for the repairing and re- 
building of so many of these structures. The new abutments 
were put down to a proper foundation below frost, and were 
built in a through, substantial and workmanlike manner by 
Superintendent Shepardson. 


POMEROY BRIDGE. 


An appropriation was made for the rebuilding of the bridge 
abutments at the Housatonic river, near the Lower Pomeroy 
mill. A careful examination of the abutments and bridge un- 
expectedly showed that the abutinents were in better condition 
than was supposed. The bridge, however, was light for the 
work it has to do, and should be replaced in the near future 
by a better and wider bridge. As a wider bridge would call 
for the rebuilding of the retainiug walls to the earth embank- 
ment at a large expense, it seems certain that it would be much 
cheaper to put on a longer bridge and do away with most of 
the retaining walls. It was for these reasons tbat the appro- 
priation was not used. I would, however, respectfully sug- 
gest that a proper sum be spent in strengthening the crib 
work under these abutments. I would also urge the necessity 
of new abutments at the Van Sickler bridge, and at the bridge 
over Sackett’s brook on the New Lenox road. 


Tlicuway COMMITTEE. 


A large amount of work has been done by your engineers 
under the directions of this committee. 
The principa! items are as follows : 


RELAYING TRACK ON NORTH STREET. 


The Street Railway company wishing to relay their track 
through the entire length of North street, grades and lines 
forthe same were given them, the entire expense of engineering 
being borne by the City. Total length of track relaid was three 
thousand seven hundred and twelve (3,712) feet. 
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The following streets were surveyed and laid out as public 
streets : 

Buel street, George street, Elizabeth street from Buel street 
southerly five hundred and sixty-six and eighty-one one-hun- 
dreths (566.81) feet. Campbell street, Alder street from Fran- 
cis avenue to River street; Cherry street from Lincoln street 
to Boston & Albany railroad land; and Pontoosuc avenue. In 
addition to the above, Pearl street was relocated, and also the 
lower end of South Church street. Grades were established on 
Parker street and on West st. between South John st. and the 
foot of Briggs hill. The line of Park place from North street 
to the line of the First church property was also changed. <A 
survey was made of Hiver street from Linden street to Alder 
street, but the abuttors failing to bring in a waiver of damages 
satisfactory to the committee no action was taken. Consider- 
able other work of minor importance was done for this depart- 
ment. 


STREET RAILWAY. 


The extension of the street railway to the Dalton line has 
called for considerable work by our department. The City 
government intrusted the supervision and acceptance of this 
work to your engineer, but owing to the haste with which the 
matter was finally pushed through, proper specifications for 
the work on the part of the City were wanting, and this one 
defect hampered your engineer exceedingly. The road was 
laid through streets which, as a rule, were out of repair, and 
Burbank street in particular was far from at a proper grade. 
As the establishing of such a grade, and the working of the 
sume, meant a considerable expense to the City, the City Gov- 
ernment decided against it, and I was instructed to follow 
substantially the present grade of the street. As the center 
of the street was in places lower than the gutters, and as there 
was- but little uniformity to the street surface, this was far 
from an easy task, and one that was liable to many interpre- 
tations. It was a foregone conclusion that under such circum- 
stances the work could not be done to the perfect satisfaction 
of any one. The portion of Burbank street between North 
street and First street has a narrow roadway, owing to a 
line of large trees and a deep gutter. I have strongly urged 
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that some of these trees be cut down and that the gutters 
should be relaid. I would suggest the advisability of changing 


the curbing and gutter on the easterly side of North street be- 
tween Orchard street and Burbank street. Several additional 


feet of roadway can in this way be made available between 
the new railroad track and the curbing. The laying of the 
railroad track in Tyler street has left the roadway on each side 
of the track very narrow, and as there is plenty of room in the 
street for widening, I would suggest that this be done. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The usual amount of work has been done for this depart- 
ment in the laying out of gravel and concrete walks. The 
following is a list on which engineering has been done:

WATER WORKS. 


Early last spring the work of laying new water pipe was 
begun and was continued throughout the season. — The total 
length of pipe on which engineering was done was 7.23 miles. 

Under the direction of Prof. Greene of Troy, who was hired 
as your expert engineer, measurements of the amount of water 
flowing in many of our neighboring brooks were made. Six- 
teen weirs were placed on eleven (11) different brooks, and 
careful readings were taken. In order to reach all the weirs a 
ride of about forty-tive (45) miles was necessary, besides a con- 
siderable distance to travel on foot. Occasionally at some of the 
weirs, readings were taken during the entire twenty-four (24) 
hours. The work involved in placing these weirs, taking the 
readings and tabulating the results, called for the services of 
from one (1) to three (3) extra men. Considerable trouble was 
caused by thunder showers by washing away the weirs. Sev- 
eral days work for two (2) or three (3) men was made neces- 
sary by a heavy shower. Most of the readings were taken 
between July 17th and September 11th, the total number of 
readings being nine hundred and forty-six, (946) of which one 
hundred and fifty-nine (159) were night readings. 

When it was decided to take the waters of Mill brook, care- 
ful surveys of the lines were made. The elevation of Ashley 
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lower dam being in doubt, a line of levels were run there, and 
the dam was found to be one hundred and forty-six (146) feet 
above the park, instead of one hundred and thirty-five (135) as 
formerly had been supposed. 

The work done on this Mill brook job mainly consisted in 
laying of four aad seven tenths (4.7) miles of twelve (12) inch 
pipe and construction of a masonry dam. The pipe was laid 
through Middle street, William street, East Lenox road to 
within about one-half (3) mile of New Lenox; then turning 
south-easterly and runing about two-thirds (i) of a mile 
through the lots to the road from New Lenox to Washington; 
thence easterly along this road to the dam. The dam is 
situated on Mill brook, adjacent to the Washington road, and 
about one-half (4) mile above Mr. llutehinson's dam. The 
first two and one-tenth Gil miles were laid by the city water 
department, under the directions of Mr. Hatch, your superin- 
tendent. The last two and sixth-tenths (25$) miles of the 
work was done by contract under your engineer. The work 
was let to John Marsden of Utica, N. Y., and was well done. 
The inspecting was mainly done by D. J. Sweet, and was in 
every way satisfactory. Work under this contract was com- 
menced on the 9th day of October, and the pipe was all laid on 
Nov. 23rd, 1895. The amount of work done and the price paid 
for the same are as follows: The total amount paid out upon 
this contract was 84,306.49. 

The dam on mill brook is built of masonry. The overflow 
to the dam is (6) six feet above the bed of brook. The entire 
length of masonry is (142) one hundred and forty-two feet. 
Considerable expense was made necessary by the pervious 
nature of the material found on the southerly side of the dam. 
This required a long cut-off wall, extending into the bank. 
The bottom of the walls are built on impervious clay founda- 
tion, and on the northerly side of the road this clay comes up 
to within (6) six inches of the surface. The dam was com- 
menced on the Ist October, and work was not suspended 
until the 14th of December. The lateness of tlie season added 
largely to the cost of the work, and it is to be hoped that in 
the future work of this nature can be done in the proper sea- 
son for it. The dam and reservoir was so nearly completed 
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as to be available for use during the winter, but rip-raping 
the basin still remains to be done, a low retaing wall needs 
to be built for the better protection of the pipe, and some other 
work done of a minor nature. 

Records of all sewers, water pipes and so forth are taken, 
and during the winter plans from these notes are made. Con- 
siderable trouble is found in properly locating the water pipes 
in such a way that their line can be exactly located hereafter. 
With the sewers, manholes are built often enough so that all 
that is necessary is to simply locate these manholes, and they 
are quite easily found by sounding, even if the location is not 
within several feet. With the water pipe the ties need to be 
exact and taken from something that is permanent. If our 
street lines were well defined, the pipes would be carefully 
tied to these lines. As it is at present, but few streets are in 
such shape that this can be done. It is entirely out of the 
question, with any force that so far has been at the disposal 
of your engineer, to make the necessary plans for the reloca- 
tion of every street upon which work is being done. 

On some of the streets iron columns have been set in the 
ground adjacent to the pipe line, and locations taken to these; 
this necessitates a considerable expense, and still leaves the 
street in the same condition as before. It is therefore respect- 
fully suggested that a force of men be employed, capable of 
doing all the work necessary in the relaying of all the streets, 
upon which work is to be performed that are not at present 
properly laid out. This would mean quite an addition in en- 
gineering expense, but would result in a large saving in the 
future. Each year makes the streets more difficult to relay, 
as building and the removing of fences and old land marks is 
continually going on. Many of the streets now cannot be re- 
laid at their original widths without paying heavy damages to 
those who have undoubtedly encroached upon the streets, and 
the longer this is delayed the more encroachments there will 
be and the harder will it be to prove lines, that now there is 
but little doubt about. In 1894 Onota street was relaid at an 
expense of *550 in damages, and the street then was made 
sixty two (62) feet wide instead of sixty-six (66) feet as it had 
been originally located. This was due to the encroachments 
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that had been made and to the fact that the city could not 
prove where the lines should be. 

Pearl street was relocated this year at the loss of nearly 
sixteen (16) inches of land at its southerly end. 

Your engineer has done all that has been within his power 
to remedy this state of things, but this has been wholly inade- 
quate when considered with what is needed. 

The total amount of money expended from your appropria- 
tions for engineering was $4,208.95. The total of appropria- 
tions under which this work was done was $96,727.06. This 
makes the cost of our engineering for the past year 4 3-10 
per cent. of the total cost of the work. In 1894 the engineer- 
ing cost your board $3,200. This was spent on an appropria- 
tion of $62,100.00. The cost of engineering being 5.1 per cent. 
of the total cost of the work. From this it would seem as if 
the engineering for last year was more cheaply done than that 
of 1894. No exact comparison, however, can be made between 
any two years or any two jobs, as the nature of the work must 
determine this cost. 

In closing this report I wish to thank your honorable board 
for the kindness and courtesy shown me. I would also thank 
the several assistants who have been associated with me, for 
the manner in which they have performed their various duties.
